it would have rendered the work im- 
perfecSl. 

The improvements made in the art 
of Gardening, within fifty years pal^ 
are very great; fo that we may Svith- 
out prefumption affirm, that every 
part of this art is in as great perfec- 
tion at this time in England, as in any • 
part of Europe. Our markets being 
better fupplied with all forts of efcu- 
lent plants through the whole year, 
than thofe of any other country j and 
in their feveral feaioAs afforded . at fa 
cheap ratesv that they are become a 
great part of the food of the poor : to 
which we may in part attribute the 
abatement of thofe violent fcorbutic 
diforders, which formerly raged fo 
much in this country. 

The Kitchen Gardeners (eipecially 
thofe near London,) have, experienced^ 
that by treating mpft of the efculent 
vegetables in a lefs tender manner than 
before pradifed, their crops fucceed 
much better ; and by. lowing half the 
quantity of feeds on the fame extent 
of ground, there is a great favinsj of

feed and Ubpur, and their plaate thrive 
ifiucb.tietter. 

QThe Rorifts ^Ifo h^vp found out 
many better method^ of raifmg and 
improYing aJl forta of flowers; witji 
which the BngUih Gajrdpns are nov 
much more plentifully fto^red than was 
known to their predeceffors j fo that 
many forts which were fonie years paft 
imrfcd up Vfith the greateft care, and 
treated in the moft tender manner, 
are now commonly planted in the open 
borders of the Plealtire-Gardcn j wherp 
they thrive and are in. greater vigour, 
than wh«n they were treated V^itji 
much greater nicety^ >yhereby the 
Flower-Qarde^i i^ more, completely 
adorned with, thefe beauties. ^ 

. A3 to the number of eyotvc irccf, 
fhrubs, and phnth brought ii^td'Eng- 
hnd within half % cqntury paft, it js 
doubtful il it be npt n^i^rly equal to 
thofe before known here h ^nd % gre^t 
part of them are hecomei ?s it wer^p, 
denizens in EngUnd, being fp fai; 9.^- 
tuijalized, a^ to thrive in >lie apep g-jr 
without ihelter, and thereby afford 
, ./ A3 milch 
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much greater pleafure^ becaiife they 
approach nearer to their natural beauty. 
And by making trials with many of 
thofe formerly nurfed up .in <Jrcen- 
houfes, and treated with great tenden- 
nefs, they have been found to thrive 
and flower much better when planted 
in the full ground, and treated with 
lefs delicacy. ^ 

The new difcoveries, annually made 
in the different parts of Gardening, 
occafion a neceflity for alterations and 
additions to be made, from time to 
time, in books written upon this fub- 
je6l ; therefore the author hopes, that 
what he has done of this nature, in 
thig kte editions of his works, will not 
be interpreted, as if done with a de- 
iign to depreciate the former impref- 
iions, or to enhance the ftle of the 
book, both which are far from his in- 
tention : but here he cannot help ob- 
serving, that the demand for this book 
has been fo great, as to tempt fome of 
the Bookfellers to endeavour to im- 
pofe on the public, by employing their 
' hackney fcribbler's to purloin from' 
this, a;nd the author's larger v^ork,. 

materials 
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materials for books on the fame fub- 
jc€t. How well they have been cxe-» 
ctited, thofe who are bell acquainted 
with the fubjcd, are the moll capable, 
judges. But if we may prefume to 
gtiefs at. the reception thefc books 
Ipiave met with from the public, by the;, 
demand for. them, we may conclude^ 
that neither of thofe performances will 
ever come to another edition. 

In a work of this nature, defigned* 
only to iniku€l the pr aditioner at what 
times of the year each work is to be 
performed, it cannot, be expeded, that, 
the m^nnej of doing them can be here 
inferted, as that would fwell the book- 
greatly beyond the limited lize, and 
render it lefs portable ; and as in. the 
Gardeners Didionaryr there are ample 
inftrudions for raifing and managing, 
all the forts of trees, Ihrubs, and 
plants, with which the Englilh. Gar- 
dens are at prefent furnished, not on- 
ly for the embellilhment of the Plea- 
fure-Garden, but alfo the many kind* 
of efculent pWnts , which are at pre-, 
lent cultivated . in our Kitchen-Gar- 
dens, unknown here in the lafl age :

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fo the curious Reader is dgfirect to 
tari> to that, fof direif^iohs how to. 
perform the feveral works, ia the^ di£r. 
ferent branches of Gardening. 

The iftferting in this work what gC- 
ouleut plains ^nd fruits, are in ibafoix, 
and alfo th^ tpees, fhrubs^ and flowers^ 
which bk>ilbm e^ch month, the au-i 
thor believes to teas neoeflkry as aay^ 
bther part of the performance 5 for by 
this g^Htlemen wbo^refide in the coun- 
try but a part of tlje year, may be in- 
ftru^ed to make Ghoiee pf fuch fruits, 
and to cultivate fuch efcuknt plants 
in theif Gardens, ^s will be in feafon 
at the particular time of the year, 
when they can enjoy th^m. The 
trees, ihrubs, and Sowers for adorn- 
ing their Gardens, may alfo be adapt-«* 
ed t^ the fame time. 

In this edition the tides c^ many of 
the plants an altered, fo as to cor- 
refpond with thofe mentioned in th^ 
kft edition of the Gardeners Di^« 
cnary, which was altered to eorrefpond 
with Llnn^eus's fyfiem,

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The dire^ions here given for the* 
times of fowing of feeds, the tranf-^ 
planting and managing of all forts of 
plants, as alfo when the feveral efcii-* 
lent plants and fruits are in their ma- 
turity, as alfo the time of trees, fhrufos, 
and plants being in flower, are here 
put down for the Gardens fituated 
near London, and according to the 
new ftyle ; fo that in the management 
of Gardens fituated in a more nor- 
thern Mitude, there muft'be an allow- 
ance made for the diftance thcjr are 
removed from this aaetrbpolis. This 
miift be underftood in general, Tor 
there are fomc particular warm foils 
and fituatiotis, at tl great difiance 
from London, in which vegetation is. 
ialmoft as early as the lands in general 
near London. 

It may alfo be neceffary to inform* 
the Reader, that the calculations here 
made, are not taken from any .e)ne 
particular feafon, but by comparing a 
diary which the author has kept many 
years •, and from a medium of: feveral 
years ohfervation, the whole has been 
compiled.

later; fo that the pradlitioner mnft 
-be direded herein by his own judg- 
ment and abfcrvation, as it is im- 
. pdffifaie to prefcribe rules for the va^ 
riety of feafons and iituatrons, with- 
out repeating thefe neceflfary works in 
difii»ent months y therefore the moft 
ikiHul Gardeners will allow of thefe 
frequent repetitions, knowing it to be 
very neeeffary to put crops into the 
ground, when tljofe before fown or 
planted may have failed, otherwife a 
whole feafon may be loft. And it is 
hoped thofe lefs acquainted with the 
pradice, will not cenfure what they 
do not underftand. 

As the ajuthor has been careful in 
revifing the whole work, and infert- 
ing the neeeffary additions and altera- 
tions made in this impreffion, he hopes 
it will mdet witK the like favourable 
reception from the pubUc, as the for- 
'■ ■: ; mer 
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mcr editions have done, and for which 
he thinks he .cannot better teftify his 
gratitude to the, public, than by en- 
deavouring to promote, to the utmoft 
of his abihties, the ufeful art of Gar- 
dening; 
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fP'prk to be done in the KiTCBEN-Gardek. 

IF' the weather in ihre month be tt\M, you 
(houM continue to dig your ground^ faying it 
in trenches to fweeten, that It may be foon made 
reiuly for foWing or planting the following months: 
for by expofing the earth thus in ridges to the froft^ 
it will be greatly mellowed, and rendered fertile; 
and a great quaintity of land may be foon levelled 
for (owing, which would require much time to dig 
m a proper,manner ; therefore this work (hould not 
be flightfy done, as is too often the cafe» when the 
ground is to be dug at the time the crops are put in. 
On warm borders and banks, near walls, pales, or 
hedges^ you may now fow radifh, carrot, and let*- 
tuce- feeds; and in warm (ituatibhs fow fome peast 
and plant beans to fucceed thofe planted in the for- 
mer months. You may now plant the firft crop of 
Windfor and Sandwich beans, about the middle of 
this month, which will come in to fucceed the ma- 
Tsagan aiid pther early beans to fupply the tabic 
when they are going oflF. The Sandwich beans may 
• B .be 
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be firft planted, being hardier than the Windfor^ 
therefore arc preferred by the market gardener^t 
whohavemore-rfgardto the quantity^ thaathe qua- 
lity of their crops; but the Windfor beans are l^ 
much the beft fort for the table. Where the ma- 
'Yagan, or other early kinds of beans arecome ly 
\bove ground, it will be a good method to train 
^them as clde ftS'poflible to the walls, pales, or 
hedges, near whtch^iVy-were^planied; and inft*- 
•verc froft to cover tliem with the tops of reed^ 
fern, heath, or any fuch light covering to ^proteft 
4bcm; by this care, if properly performed, they 
may be preferved 4n fuch winters, as thofe'heans 
which are wholly expofed^ll be dcftroyed. 

If the froft'-ftioold |>rovf ^rery fevfre, it will he 
proper to cover the ridges over the roots of arti- 
chokes, cither with old tanners bark, horfe- dung. 
Jitter, or fern, which ever xjin^be moA^aftly pro- 
cured, to prevent the froft from penetrating fo far 
into the ground, as to.<ieflfoy the aruchok,es4 
neglcaing this has very t)ften proved f^tal tQ» thefe 
in very (harp winters. 

'When this month (prqves feverely cold, .(uid the 
ground is fro^iCfi foliard as not ito be d<ig (^s it 
often happens,) you may carry dung and fpres(d 
it upon the ground, repair hedges, rub out and 
clean your fe^ds, and prepare (breds and nails for 
thofe trees which .are to be pruned in the next 
moDth : and get all the garden-tools ready for 
ufe, that when the weatbfr is mild, you may not 
be hiiidered with thefe things when levery other 
part of the bufmefs is ki great bade ;• for if, in 
this and the next monit), you omit putting in your 
crops, wheneverthe weather will permit, you will 
£nd a great ;lofs attending it the flawing fpring 
and fummer, efpecially in dry land. 

Make a hot- bed for fowing early cociuiibersj; 
amd as there is fome hazarid of the plants fucceed- 
ing at thisfeafon^ efpecially in bad years^ or where 

^here 



there is not doe care taken in their attemknoe* 
there (hould be feme feeds put into the bed at thnc 
^r .four different times <thia month, that if fotne 
"ihould fait, the others may fupply their lafs : 
^there ihould «lfo' be one or two hot^beds made at 
about three wttks dtftancefrom each other to force 
afparagnsy lo'fuceeed thofe b6ds which were made 
the laft month, that there may he no want of it 
Airhere it is required during the winter feafon. 

Sow erdTes, muftard, rape, Tadifli, turntp, 
4ind other -fmalt falkt-herbs, upon moderate hot* 
'feeds to^^ring them forward, for the feeds fown in 
the full ground at this feafon feldom fucceed : 
•thofe perfbns who have- no frames »e fpare, may 
arch the beds ^ith hoops, aad*cover them with 
tfnats, which will be fufficiem covering in any mo- 
«derate feafon ; or 'if, m fevere winters, the mats 
^rc covered with draw to keep out the firoft, the 
imall rallet-hcrbs -will come up in thefe btds, though 
the plants will not thrive fo -well as thofexovered 
«vi^trh glaiTes. 

Earth up celery to blanch it, when the weather 
15 open and the ground not too wet, for^he plants 
•'Carniot be too much guarded from froA, by earth* 
Ing theiti up ftt this time. And, in very liard 
«froft, Jfomeof the^celery, as alfo ;the ridges of 
endive^htch were put into the ground to blanch, 
ihould' be covered with long later, or tanners bark, 
to kee{> the froft out of the ground, other wife 
-when it is frozen, they cannot betaken up for ufe 
when wanted. You muft aHb in open wearbet; 
'draw up the earth to your early peas ^and beans, 
which will greatly froted their Items f4om froft ; 
this fhould be done when the furnace of the ground 
is dry, left the moifiii^e of the earth 'rot their ten- 
xier ftalk. In doing this great cat^ fiiould be tdsen 
*lK>t to bury the tops of the plants with earth. 

The muihroom-beds muft ttow be carefully 
«ov^ad either wi^ frames or lonig firefti Araw^ 



ftBil the old covering removed* for at this feafon 
the ftraw foon becomes rotten with moifture^ fo 
•there* cao't be too great care taken of ifaefe beds 
to preferve them from froft* and keep off the wet, 
-both which are deftrudive to them at this feafon ; 
•for which reafon fome perfons cover the beds with 
iramesy which is a very fecure method where frame3 
can be fpared. 

Jn mild weather, you may tranfplant. your beft 
4^inds of endive plants on a warm border for feed ; 
in doing which, you (hould be cajeful to lay the 
border a little doping, that the wet may not lodge 
about«tbe plants^ and be very careful to make 
choice of the flrongeft- plants, which have the 
greateft number of kaves; and if it be the curled 
endive, thofe plants mud be chofen whofe leaves 
are moft curled; other wife you will degenerate the 
fort in^wo4>r three years, fo as to beconoe almoft 
plain,- 

Look carefully to your cauliflower plants which 
are under frames, pulling of all decayed leaves 

• from them, which, if permitted to remain, will en- 
danger thenfi» efpeciallyif the weather prove fobad, 
that the. glafles cannot be opened for three or four 
days together to. give them air, which fometimes 
happens at this time^ when thefe rotten leaves will 
'Caufe the inclofed air in the beds to turn rancid^ 

to the great prejudice fjf the plants, therefore you 
Ihould always pick rhem off as foon as they turn 
<yellow; and to be fure to give them as much air 

• as poflible when the weather will permit, otherwife 
they will draw/ up weak, and not be able to 
tjefiil'thetcold of the open, air the next month, to- 
•ward the^end of which, jf the feafon be mild, they 
'ihould be planted out where they are to remain ; 
.tnd «where there are cauliflower plants under bell 
or hand glafles «whtch are defigned to come early, 
the glafles (hottld be conftantly raifed on one (ide 
iwitk j>rpj^8 i& mild jwcather^ to adniit air for the 

•fame 
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* fame rcafon. But in frofty weather ihcy muft be 
ihut dowo as cfofe as poililde to prevent the (harp 
winds from getting under them, which may kill or 
greatly injure the piancss 

Thofc who have cucumber and melott plantr 
already up, muft be very careful of them at thir 
feafon, ether wife a fmatl negleft will deflroy thenr 
all. The beds muft be conftantly kept to an equal . 
temperature of heat, and air muft be given them 
at every opportunity , that the fleam of the bed 
may pafs off; but this muft be* done with grear 
caution, for too much cold aie will be equally 
deftruSive to the plants; and the great art in 

•raifing them ea^ly, depends upon carefully ob- 
ferving all- the changes and alterations of the 
treathefj and the temperature of the beds r for the 
outward air is frequently very cold at this time, 
,and the hafty admii&on of it to tender plants maf 
foon deftroy them ; therefore it will be proper ta 
place- a «oarfe cloth before the front of the glafles, 
which are ratfed to' admit air, to prevent its.toa* 
freely .•ntering rfae bed, which may give a fuddenj 
check to them. 

When it happens, by fcvere froft,. or any other 
Siccidentj your cauliflower plants are deftroyed-^ 
which were raifed in autumn, which, in very fe- 
"fere winten fometimes has been the cafe, parti- 
cularly- in the year 1768^ and formerly more fo 
than of late years, then you ftiould (as foon as the 
weather will permit) make a gentle hot-bed, and 
fow feme feeds thereon, to raife a new fupply; 
which, if carefully raifed, will produce very good 
heads in about a month after thofe which were • 
raifed in autumn, provided the young ones arc* 
planted upon a frefhr hot- bed as foon as they are 
fit to remove^ to bring them forward. In like man- 
nei you ftiould alfo raife fome cabbage plants, 
when your firft crop has been deftroyed. For wantt 
of: this care to fow feeds c* thefc after very fevered 
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winters, many times people have loft all the for-- 
"ward kztoOf and hav« not had a fupply till very 
hit in the fummcr. 

The afp^apagus-beds made laft montlt^ will now^ 
begin to have fomc buds appear, when you niuflr 
earth them the full thicknefs over the crown of the 
roots, which fliould be five or fix inches at leaft^ 
and the frame* fliould now be put over themt 
but if you find the heat of the bed begin to^ de- 
dine, it will be neeeffary to add forae hot dung: 
round the fides (which,, in the gardeners phrafe, is- 
called lining the beds;) this will renew the heat 
of the bed, and bring the afparagus forward; yoa 
ftiould obferve alf© to cover the gtafles pot over the 
beds with mats and ftraw every night, and in bad 
weather, when there is no appearance of fun, the 
covering may remain on all the day, till the afpa- 
ragus appears again through the earth- with which it 
^vas laft covered; but after the budjs are come up>. 
the covering ihould be takers ofiF every day if the 
weather will permit, otherwife the afparagus will 
be white, which renders it tefi eftecmcd by liie 
Engli(h'. 

, Towards the end of this month you may tranf- 
(.^lant carrprs» parfnips, leeks, and cabbages for 
feed, if ihe feafon proves mild ; obferving to hangf 
up the cabbages by their ftalks under cover in a. 
dry place, three or four days before they are plant* 
ed and to take off the outer leaves, that the wa- 
ter may drain from their inner leaves to prevent 
their rotting. Thefe fliould be planted near a 
bedge, pate, or wall, where they may be (hehered 
fromftrong winds, wfiich often break down their 
branches of feed in fummer, when they are tocK 
much expofed thereto ; in doing this you mufE 
never plant more than one fort in the fame place : 
for whtre red and white cabbages, or favoys, are 
'offered to produce feeds near each other, the fa- 

na of their flowers will imermix, and thereby- 



the fort9 will be degenerated; an J it is by not ob<^ 
fef ving this method, the Englifti gardeners feldom 
preA^rve ihe red cabbages good and right in their 
kind lon^ and fappofe i( is owing to the foil and 
riimate ; therefore this feed is frequently bought 
of the Dutch, who are very careful in faring thi* 
partictiUr forv never fuffering any other kind of 
cabbages to ftanil near them for feed : for the 
ftme variation frequently happens, where favoys 
are planted near cabbages for feeJ ; therefore to 
pK-cferve thcfc right,. each fort (hould be planted by 
itfelf, at a diftincc from each other, to preferve 
them from- varying. 

Make feme gemic hot-beds the beglnhJng of tKU 
month, to plant fome tanfey and. mint, which, 
if carefully managed, will be fit for nfcall Fe- 
Ifruary and March ; after which time ibt btds in 
the open air will fupply the kitchen. 

If the former month, or the beginning of this, 
lias proved fo fevere as to deftroy the eatly radiihes 
and carrot?, which were fown on warm borVkr% 
you nmft make fome gentle hot- beds to fow fome 
iTpon to come early, as foon as the weather 
will permit to do this work,- to -fupply the, 
table in (pring^ before thofe can come which are 
now to be fown in the open air : but thefe hot- 
beds muft be earthed^ eight or nine inches deep; 
.otherwife tbbre wilt not be depth enough for the 
radilh or carrot roots to run down before fhey 
reach thedungi which wilt (lop the roots from go^ 
ing farthers There ihould alfo be fome feeds of 
'e»ch fort fdwm on warm borders in the open air as 
ibon as the weather wtUpemait, to Succeed thofe 
fown on the hot-beds.^ 

Tranfplartt endive into trehche? to blanch, when 
the weather is open and dry; in doing which 
you muft obferve to lay the trenches lloping, that' 
the wet rtniy pafs off; and put the endive on the 
fide of the ridge,, towards the fun, and at about 
. fix 
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trees pUpted in efpalters^ it v/'A\ be a good method 
lo loofen the branches from the treliis^ and either 
lay them down, or tie their branches together, co* 
vering them with dry litter or peas haulm* which 
will preferve their branches from being killed by 
the froft, and hereby a ^ood crop may be generally 
obtained. 

You may now cut out all the dead or cankered 
braiiches from your Aandard fruit-trees; ^s alfo 
fuch aa crofs each other, and are ill placed ; but 
be careful in doing this^ to make the woiinded part 
as fmooth as polTible, and (loping, that the wet 
may not enter and be detained there, to the great 
prejudice of the trees. 

If the feaibn be mild, you may prune dwarf tree* 
tf any hardy forts of fruits, as pears, apples, vines^ 
vgoofeberries, currants, and rafterries; but ftone 
fruit (which was not pruned in autumn) (hould be 
deferred until the end of next month, or the be- 
ginning of March ; becaiife if hard froft ihould 
follo\y foon after they «re pruned,^ it will penetrate 
.the wound of the tender fhoots and injure them. 

In moift weather you may clear your fruit- trees 
from mofs, wherever they are infefted with it 
which may now be eafiiy fcraped off with iron in- 
ilruments, made hollow in fuch a manner ds to fit 
the (izes of the branches ; but thefe inftruments 
muft not be made too (harp, left, by being incau* 
tioufly ufed, they (hould wound the bark. 
' Cut grafts from all forts of early fruits in mild 
weather, toward the end of this month, or the 
b^iniiing of next, according as the feafon is more 
or le(s forward, laying them in the earth clofe t^ 
ft dry wall or pate; and, if the weather ihould be 
levere, they (hould be covered with litter or ftraw 
to proteS them from injury. The reafon for cut* 
ling them fo early, is to prevent their buds from 
fwdling too much ; therefore, as the winter proves 
the more orlets fevere, you muft* be direded to

'cut the grafts fboner or later, according as the trees 
are difpofed for budding. In the ghotce of thefe, 
you (hould prefer fuch as grow upon the fruitful 
branches of heahhy trees^ and that have good h\ii% 
to them. 

In mild weather you muft prepare fuch bottlers 
Its are defigned for planting with fruit trees the 
facceeditig month, laying a good quantity of frefli 
earth thereon, making it level, that it may have 
fomc time to fettle before they arc planted. Yoa 
may alfb repair the bord(*rs about old fruit-trees 
which want mending, by laying fome frefli earth 
and well-rotfed dtfngupon them ; if the foil Is cold 
and moift, ^ then - the rotcecv dung frora^ the old me* 
Ion and cucumber-beds will be the mod proper}, 
but where the foil is hot, neats dung is by far the 
"bcft ; or where that cannot be had, rotten hogs • 
dung is very good manure for fruit-trees; thfefe 
being naturally colder than anjr other fort of dung, 
will keep the earth cool about their roots in the 
fammer feafon/ Wherever any of thefe dting^ are 
applied to fruit- trees, they flrbuU be thoroughly 
rotted before they are laid on the borders, other- 
wife they will do more harm than good. But if 
the trees are old, it will be of- Ihlle fervice to add 
this near their (lems; for the roots which fupply 
them with nouriniment, arc extended 'to a conii* 
derable difltance : thiereforc the whole border (hooM 
be manured to the diftance of foui^een feet fromf 
the ftems, where the borders are wide enough to 
admit of it, that the young soots may receive nou- - 
riibment therefrom; 

Mend and repair all your- decayed efpaliir? with > 
new polesvvhere they want them, and faftcn fucS ■ 
places where the poles or rails are loofe, whh \virc, . 
which IS the flrpngeft faftcning. Tfou nfjuflf alfo 
train and tie the branches of your fruit-trees tj^retd 
with frtiall ofiertwigs, but obferve to *plafce theif 
branches regularly at proper d\ftances> never to 

crofs 



croft each other, and not to faflen them fa clo{e 
w'uh tihe twig« a& to pinch the ihoot^,. when they^ 
^^]l have grown larger the follourtng fummer. 

You may yet plant ftrawberries and ra(berries« 
Jf the weather is mild and the ground, in proper 
Qtdnr',: tho*; it would- have been better if done ia^ 
autumny, efpccially where the foil is dry^. Thofe 
who are curious to have early {Irawberries,. ihould 
l^ow plant them in pots filled with good> eartbu. 
and place them in a (beUered fituation ttU they are- 
rooted; after which the pets (hould be pltingedv 
ioto a^ moderate hot-bed, which will bring, theniv 
forward in a (hort time ; though it would have- 
been much better if they had been planted^ into the 
pots^ in Odober, that ^bey might be well rooted?^ 
before they are put in the hot- bed, whereby they 
would; be capable of bearing a much larger quan* 
tity of fruit than thofe which are newly tranfplant-^ 
od ; or if they were planted into pots at this fea* 
fon, and^kept in a (hady fituation alt the foHowing' 
fainmei?> .keeping the plants alA'ays dear from run- 
ners, and not fuffer them to bear frutt, they will 
be tn-^^ood order, to force the ne«t feafon. But- 
ixrhere there has not been a provifidn made of :thefe 
plants in time, they ihould be tranrplanted with 

Siod balls of. earth to their roots, and put upon 
e hot-bed^ aod in this cafe there will be no oc-*^ 
cafton for planting them in pots;. but it muA be- 
4^feFved;\ that^ they, (hould have been kept clear 
from runners, , and ; to ftng4e heads the foregoing^> 
iiiaimer ; for if, they were permitted to fefld. out 
fackers- from their; fides, the principal roots will! 
have beea fo4UUch<weakened«' as not ^ to be in a. 
GD&ditioik.ta:prodxice:naiK:h fruit when they ace: 
forced*., .Tfae^ earth of the^ hot- beds wherein the 
ilrawberries.-. ajre planted^., ihould. be loamy^ and 
flrpa^ bul- sot enciched muck with dung, , which 
will only a^d to the luxufiance of the plants, ^and 
JIff&iWL th^ fraiting.jn^plenty«. Thefe bot-bed9 ^ 



muft not be kept covered too clofely ^ but vheo« 
ever the weather wiB permk, the plants flioaki 
have a large fliare of w, efpeeiaUjr when thej arc 
in flower^ otherwife ihc Uoffoms wtH fall away f 
Ihey mvA zlfo be frequently refreffaed with water ; ' 
etherwife the blofibms will fail off and nor produce 
much fruit ; but the watering mufi be performed 
with difcretion. 

• Thofc perfens who are very curious fo have early 
fruit iir forcing-frames, inuft now begin to add 
th^ir heat, whether it be dung or fire which they 
ufe ; buty for the earlier ft uks,. 6fe is better thao 
dung, becaufe the heat of that nuy be kept more 
equal; for the dung at this fieafon, efpectally where 
it is expoTed to the w/eather, being often damped 
by great fnows or teo much wet, is very fubjed to 
Fofeits heat; and when the trees have been forced^ 
there mufr be great care taken to keep. up the 
heat; for if, after they have been forced out 
into blofTom, they are negledcd, andtheair with** 
in the glafTes is not kept nearly to the fame tern* 
perature of^heat^- the blofTcms will falloff, and no 
fruit will fucceed them. There fhouJd alfo be the 
fame care taken to let in frefli air whenever. there 
are opportunities, for if they are kept too cbfe, 
they feldom fucceed well ; therefor^ it is not pro«> 
per to apply the heat too early to the trees, becaufe 
this month is often unfavoufi^le to tender bloffoms^ 
when the external k[r i& generally too cold to be 
admitted:;, and if the heat be^ tiot^ applied before 
the beginning of this nsonthy *the bloffoma will 
not^ppear. till the be^pinHingof the ne»t, whe&the 
weather is generally left fevere than in.lhb; fo 
that there will be lefs danger of mifcarrying^ and 
the fruit will be ripe alntioft .at carly^as thofe.which^ 
wtere forced all December^

will foon grow mouldy and rot. By this method 
grapes have been preferved good uiitil the end of. 
February, but it muft be the Prontiniac, andothcr^ 
iate forts, which flfould bfe thus treated.

' In frofty weather you fliouM cover the beds of 
raniinculutes, anemonks, hyacinths, and other 
choice flowers: fuch of them as are not come up 
sibove-ground may be covered with tanners barki- 
peas haulm, or fomc other Ifght covering; but 
the beds of flowers thiit ^re come ve» nmil be 
arched over with hoops, and <ov^r<d with mats or 
cloths J for if. they are not protcQed froi»froft at 

tlHS 



this Teafon, their leaves wilt be killed^ whereby 
the roots are often deftroj^d^ or at leaft greatly 
weakened ; butTin mild weather they (hould be an* 
covered, and expofed to the air as much as poflt-^ 
ble : for if they are too clofely covered^ they are 
apt to take daitip and mouM, which frequently 
caufes them to decay : wherever this covering ia 
pradifed, it fliould be continued until the weather 
is become warm> otherwife it is better not to ufe 
it ; for by being covered the planu will become 
tender, and lefs able to refi(t the cold, than thofe 
conftantly expofed to tt^e open air. 

The hyacinths, narcidufes, and other bulbena 
and tuberous-rooted flowers, whofe leaves do not 
yet appear above ground, may be covered over with 
tanners bark, which will prevent the froil from 
penetrating, which, in* fevere winters, wher« there 
is no cover'mg, frequently deftroys the roots. And 
in wet land, where the beds are raifed much above 
1^ paths, there (hould be tan, litter,, or dung^ 
laid in the paths to raife them, otherwife the froft 
will enter through the (ides of the beds to the roocSf 
and greatly weaken or kiU thofe on the out fide of 
the beds. This method is conftantly praftifed by 
the Borifts in Holland^ who preferve their fiqwer* 
roots much better than the Engii(h gardeners ge* 
oerally do^ tho*^ the winters there are commonly 
iniore fevere than in England. 

Cover all pots and tubs of (eedling flowers itt 
hard froft, and alfo from great fnows, which are 
very injurious to them, efpecially to the fccdiing 
hyacinths, Perftan irifes, fprii^ cyclamen, ra« 
ntmculufes, anemonies, narciflufes, and fome 
other bulbous atid tuberous rooted flowers, which, 
though hardy enough to re(ift the cold of our cli- 
mate, when their roots are fully grown^ yet, while 
young, are in danger of being dcftroyed by fevere 
froft; And where thefe pots oc tubs are not 
{dunged into the earthy there fiiould be tan. Utter, 



or dung, laid ab^out them, tp prevent the frpft ^a^ 
tering through their'fides. 

In mild weather you may plgnt fuch roots of 
ranuncultsfes,. anemonies, and ttiVips^ a^.wer^. 
kept put of the ground to retard them» that they 
may Aicceed thofe which were planted .in autumo j^: 
but this (hould not be done when the eartb is ovec 
wet, which wottld endanger r the rotting of their 
rcots; and if there (hould happen to fall mach s 
rain afterjhey are planted^ or hard froft (hould fooo^ 
after follow, the beds muft be covered with mats,., 
ftraw, or peas haulm,, other wife, the roots will be : 
in great danger of periftiFngr . 

Turn over your heaps of compoff,. that^ the froft'- 
may mellpw them, and bre^ik the clods; the oft- 
ener thefc are tuniedf the foonerthey will b&fit 
for ufe. You (hould now make- new heaps of- 
compoft in mild weather, when there is more lei- 
fure for doing it than when the feafon is farther/ 
advanced, and many other neceffary works require * 
attention;- therefore, at fuch time« when tlielaT- 
tourers have not full employment in the garden, . 
preparing compofts for pots and borders (hoiild not . 
be.neglcfled, as thefe (hould have time to lie apd 
fweetcn before, thef , a^c .ufed: fox without this> . 
there cao^be. fmalt hopes of having choice. flowers • 
in any tolerable. degree of perfefilion. 
' Your choice carnations and auriculas flipuld b^ ■ 
guarded from heavy rains, fnow, and; fevcre froft,., 
which are.often very de(^ru£tive to them ; but they/ 
jbould have aa much free air as poffible in mild 
vrcather, oiherwife they willdraw \}p weak,, andnot ; 
Wow (h-ong,. At this feafon yoii muft alfo be care- 
ful to' proieS them-from vermin, , which, for want - 
of -other food, will deflroy them ; particularly rat? . 
and mice often make great havockaraongj them 5 , 
and. where hares or rabbits can come to.carnatioD$, . 
they generally make clear wofk; .feldo^ leaving , 
fU).y in ihfiir. reach. . Theiparrpws ali^ at ibis feafon^ , 

often./ 
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often peck out' the fieart or inner lestves of tbefe 
plants, if ^not prevented. 

At the latter end of this month you nnuft pro- 
vide fome new dung, which (houtd be thrown on 
an heap to warm for about ten or twelve days, and 
turned over two or three times, to mix the parts - 

, well together, (in the fame way as is pradifed for 
cucumber-beds,) to make fome hot*beds for fow* 
ing the choiceft forts of annual flowers upon, as 

. the amaranthus tricolor, ccckfcomb, globe ama* 
ranthus, diamond ficoides, double ftramonium, 
fome of the forts of the annual ketmia, melon- 
gena, and other tender kinds of annual plants that' 
they may be brought forward to flower ; ior thofe 
which are raifed early, will be Aronger than others 
vrhich are fown later in the feafon \ and by this 
method* you may exped to obtain good feeds from 
all the forts, whereas many of them wi.l not produce 
any ta this climate> when they are not brought for- 
ward in the ^ring. 

Prune up wildemefs trees and flowering (hrubs 
where they grow toamuch out ofihape, but their ^ 
Ibobtsmufl not be ibortened, for. that will pre* 
vent their flowering; and dig up .the ground in 
wildemefs quarters if it be not frozen, obferving 
to clear it from the roots of all hurtful weeds* 
This digging will be of great fervice, and add a 
neatnefs to the wDde^nefa. Bitf in dbiag this, you 
ncittft be careful not todifturb the roots of thofe wood 
plants which are intermixed under the trees for the 
fake of their flowers. 

You may yet fo'w the (eeds of auriculas and po- 
lyanlhufes, in mild weather^ if it was negleded 
in Oftober and November ; and where the pots or 
tubs in which they are fown, are guarded from too 

, much wet, the plants will often coofie up in good > 
time. But if they fhould not come up the firflt 
fpring, the earth muft not be difJurbed, for fome* 
times they will come up in autumu or the follow- 

ing 
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ing fpring, provided the feeds are, not *buricd toc^ 
deep in the ground.

bore or Chriitmas rofe, fome fingle ancmonics in 
warm fituations, blue and white winter hyadmhs, 
early ftarry hyacinth, or fcilla btfolia,. polyaothufcsy 
primrofes, fingle^ fnowdrops^ round-leaved fpring- 
cyclanien, hearts-eafe, or panfies, yellow jdplne 
alyflbn, cypref» narciffus with many double flower* 
ton each ftalk, periwinkles, and fomeiinaes in a warm 
fituationor where they a« covered with frames,. the^ 
duke van tol tulip.

fForl to be dime in the Nu RslR Y« 
If this month (houM prove to be hard froft, yom 
mud carry dung upon the ground where you in- 
tend to tranfpUnt young trees^ or ftocks in the 
fpring; you may aHb lay feme dung between the 
rows of young trees^ where it is wanted* that it 
may be ready to be dug into the ground when the 
Iroft is gone*. Yoa may now trim and ptaih hedgeit. 
but it is better to delay it until the froft is over, 
becaufe where trees are greatly woiuided,^ the froft 
ofteir penetrates and much injures t6em ; and wbeir 
the (b[K>ts are frozen^ they wiB not bend, bul ere 
apt to crack* 

When the weather is mtld, yoa ftould continue 
trenching the ground where you intend to plant 
young trees tn the two following months ; and 
prepare fome beds for fowing kernels of fruit-trees, 
or maft and berries of foretfV-trees^, or flowering 
fhrufas, fome of whieh muft be fown the latter end 
of this month, or the beginning of the next. You 
fltould ahb continue digging the grounds beMveeo 
the rows of trees in the nurfery when the weather 
fs fa^ourabte, being careful not to injiire their 
roots 'j but yoa Ihould fiiorten sdl fuch roots as- ex- 
tend too far from the trees, which will caufe them 
lo put out ne% fibres near the fteifis, and thereby 
render them much feler to tranfplant : this Ihould 
be particularly praaifcd to all forts of evergreen 
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trees, othcrwife they will be unfafe lo remove in 
d few years. 

In ffofty weather you ftiould carefully look to your 
young trees in the nurfery to prevent their being 
eaten by hares, rabbits, or other animals, which, 
in feverc feafons» often eat down young trees, and 
«lfo difoark large trees and flirubs. 

In open weather you may trim up your hardy 
foreft- trees in the nurfery, but be careful to leave 
fome fmall (hoots on the ftems of all young trees, 
to detain the fap for the augmentation of their 
ftems, otherwife they will be too weak to fupport 
t>ietr heads ; but they fhonld not be left in too groat 
quantity, left they prevent the upright growth o^ 
tjie rwes. 

You may, towards the latter end of this ntonth 
(if the weather be- mild,) tranfplant ftocks for frait- 
trees ; as alfa young foreft-trees, where it was nc- 
gkded to be ddnein autnmn; for the foonerdone, 
the better, provided the foil be dry ; for when ne* 
gleSed till late in the fpring, if it (hould prove dry 
■weather, they will be in danger of being deftroyed, 
^pipctally tf there be not .convenience to water them/ 

Work to be d^ne in tk GKEt.T!i'Uovsz and Stove. 

If this month proves very fcvere (as it often hap* 
pens,) you rauft be careful to keep the froft out 
of the green-hoiife; for if it re«che3 the earth of 
your orange-trees fo as to freeze it, it will caufe 
all the fruit to drop o(F, and often a ^reat part of 
the leaves alfo ; therefore it is* very ufeful to have^ 
a flue contrived under the pavement^ in the front- 
of the green-houfe, which maybe u fed in very 
hard winters, when it will be very difficiTlt to keep 
the froft out of the faoufe where this is wanting ; 
but where there is nchfucfa contrivance, the glaffes 
in front ftiould beclofely covered with mats, reeds, 
or ftraw^ and you (bould light fix or eight large

Jan.] .THB CAftI>«irEB.fl KALSKDAK. ' 21 ^ 

candles, to, barn in the greeir-hoofe erery nighty or 

f lace ibme pans of coals^ well lighted, toward the 

.front glaflfes ; which are much better than burning 

^charcoal, as by fome pradifecf, which is equally 

perniicious to plants as animalsy where the air u 

xoofinedy as in green-houfes it muft be, when thej 

are clofely (hut. Befides, in great thaws, when 

the air is filled with moifture, which occafions » 

great damp in green-hpuFes, it will be of great ufe 

to make two or three gentle fires whefre there arc 

. flues to rarify and warm the air, which otherwtfe 

i>ften occafions the leases of thcf trees to grow 

mouldy and drop off. 

You mufl aifo obferve to ptck off all dead leavey, 
• or fuch as are mouldy, which,- if fuffered to remain 
on, infeS thofe which grow near them, and alfo 
' corrupt the air of the houfe, to the prejudice of 
your plants ; befides, this adds a neatnefs to the 
faoufe, and renders them more beautiful, as alfo 
more healthful. In mild weather you rouft let air 
into the houfe, without which the plants will alter 
their colour, and fometimes cad their leaves; but 
this mud be done cautioufly at this feafon. You 
< mufl: alfo^refrefl) them with water as often as you 
. iind it neceffary, but give it them fparingiy ; for 
it is better to give it often, and in fmall quantities^ 
than to. over water them at this time of the year; 
bec^ufe it may prove very hurtful, cfpccfally if 
bad weather (hpuld fet in foon after, and no fun 
appear in the ds^ time to dry the damp, as is often 
the cafe at this feafon, when there ^re hard frofls ; 
■ at which times there may be a neceffity to keep the 
houfe clofely (hut up for feveral days, for the moif- 
r ture of the earth in the tubs and pots will greatly 
add to the damp of the air« 

- The hardy fucculent plants muft have as much 
air as pofTible in mild weather y for if they are too 
clofely ihut up, they often cad their leaves and ap- 
pear imfishtiy^ efpecinlly the fedums^ cotyledons, 

cacalias^ 



^acalUs, and mefembryanthcmi, which, when 
drawn too much, will not appear handfome, nor pro- 
duce near To many flowers as ihofe kept more hardy^ 
but thcfe muft be carefuHy guafded from froft, 
-which- generally kitb them if expofed thereto. 

The ananas, or pine-apples^ fome of which 
jwill begin now to (hew their frult,_muft be care- 
fully iQoked after, obferving to refreih them when 
they are dry, with water; for want of which they 
are often ftarved, and their fruit rendered fmall; 
-but this water (hould be placed in the ftove at leaft 
twelve hours \)efore it is ufed, fliat it may acquiise 
an equal warnilh with the air of the houfe, olhcr- 
•wife it will be too ootd for them. You muft alfe 
'keep -up the warmth, and pot fuflFer the heat to 
decline at jrfiis feafon, kft thereby the fruit be 
ilinted : the tan muft alfo be kept <rf a proper 
warmth, by ftirring it up, if ^lecefTary, and frefti 
tan put into the beds where it is wanting; for tf 
they have not a proper h^at to their roots, they will 
not produce large fruit ; but, at the fame time, I 
muft caution againft keeping the' ftove too hot^ 
which will force the fruit too much, a«id render it 
^ery fmalU this alfo occaTiQns the young plants to 
ihew fruit a year before their time, fo that it 
will be exceeding fmall and of little value. 

The coffee-trees, and mother woody plants, whkli 
are placed in the bark-bed in the ftove., muft alio be 
often riefri^ftued Avith water, and their dead or mouldy 
leaves conftantly t^n pff ; and where any of the 
leaves have contraSed filth, it fliould be carefully 
waftied off; as ftiould infeds^ wherever the plants 
are infefted with then), other wife they will increafe 
and fpread over all the plants in tlte houfe : this 
Aould be performed with a wet fponge. 

If the batk inthehedof the tan-ftove has (ettled 
unequally (as it <Jt^n happens,) that the pots do 
tio^keep their ppfuion, it will be proper to take 
them xmt in a^eiay, aQ4 Air the^k> adding 

aJittle 
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a little frefli tan thereto, (which (hould have been 
in (helter a week or ten days before it is put into 
the bed to drain dff the moiRure) and then plunge 
the pots down again-: this will renew (he heat, and 
be very ufefnj to the plants, but they mud Jiot be 
-eYpeCsdi to the open air while this doing, at this 
^eafon of the year. 

* The tender forts of aloes, cereufes, euphorbli^ 
andoieloD tbiAles, (houki now have very little wa- 
ter given to them^ for moifture at this feafon is very 
injurious, efpecially where the air of the houfe is 
•not kept in a due temperature of heat.

fliannias, papaya, tarconanthus, ihrubby baccbarie 
with fa wed leaves, aloe fuccotrina, aloe tnargari-

-pi four forts, common Barbadoes aloe, fmall herba- 
ceous aloe, African mountain aloe, cobweb aloe, 
ardotufes of two or three forts, afcyronbelearicum, 
Canary ^anrpanula, mefenjbryanthemi of feveral 
ibrts, feduin arborefce^s, cralfulas, malpighia mali 
|>unici facie^ euphorbia, bafeila in fruity the fmalier 
leonures, Perfian cyclamens, Bai^adoes flower fence, 
liibifcus called China rofe, fome forts of apocyi)um|« 
tcrinum or lilly afphodet, pancratiums, African 
grafs-leaved marygold, ^black flowering lotus,^-di« 
^fma (wo or three ibrti, (hrubby African mallow, 
»Xhrubby African Uvatcra, (hrubby African groundfel 
with flUF leaves, aniaryllis, myrtle of Ceylon, ixia 
with whiteHowers, African wood forrel, amomum 
jptinii w^itfa pcan^es %xA leoion^ in fruit.

IF the weather proves mild in this motith, there 
is a great deal of bufinefs to he done in the 
kitchen: garden, which» if omitted, will be of bad 
confequence, mod of the principal crops being 
now to be fown or planted ; which, if deferred 
later in the year, feldom fucceed fo well, efpccially 
upon dry-land. 

You muft now prepare your ground for carrotis 
parfnips, radlfhes, fpinach, beets, beans> peas, 
j>arfl^y, and cabbage lettuce^i which (hould now 
be fown ; and where it is only for the fuppl/ of a 
family, there fliould not be too much of each fort 
fown at one time; for it is a much better way to 
fow three or four times of each, (except the parf- 
ley, beet, and parfnips) at about a fortnight or 
three weeks diftance from each other, that there 
may be a continuation of them for the kitchen, 
than to truft to one fowing, which will laft but a 
'{hort time; efpecially the radishes, beans, peas, 
and lettuce; but if the other forts fucceed, one 
fowing of each will be fufficient, unlefs where 
fmall young carrots are wanted as long in the fea- 
fon as they can be procured ; and if fpinach is 
defired great part of the year, the feeds ihould be 
fown at different times, allowing a fortnight or 
three weeks interval between each fowing^ accord- 
in| to the time of year, for in hot weather it will 
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not Continue long fit for ufc: but in moderate 
^i^ather, and where there is proper aHowance of 
room for grbwtfigy it will laft three weeks good. 

Sow young falleting upon moderate hot-beds9 
but ill mild weather the feeds may be Town on 
warm borders near walls, paiei, or hedges, to 
fupceed that which was laft (own; for at this lea* 
ftin there Ihould be a foppiy fowa every weelc^ 
which is as long as each fowing will continiie fit 
for ttfe More It wiH be too large. 

This is alfothe feafon foribwingf€0r^onera9• 
(^^l^fy, and {kirrets, for the (trft <rop ; but the 
general crop muft'be fown much later: for if 
thefe are fown loo early, they are apt to run to 
feed ; but as in fome families thefe roots are re* 
quired as long as they can be procured, theymaft. 
be fown at'diflFerent feafens, that there may be 
fome roo^s for ufe early before the general crop 
comes in. You tMy now few «orn(allet, large- 
rooted pai?flcy, winter favaroy, tnarygoids, and 
forrel, with moft other hardy plants ; thefe are 
be(l«foWn in feparate fpots or beds, and afterwards 
thinned to the proper diftance which each requires^ 
for where they arc fown wirh Xither a^ps, they do 
not thrive fo well; nor ihould tiiey be left too 
clofe, for then the plants will draw each other up 
weak,' and become fmali. B<st this is not to be 
underftood of f he common or curled pariley, which 
IS frequently fown in drills, for the more ready 
cutting of it, and keeping it clear from weeds ; 
fhe curled fort ty what I would lecomthend rather 
than the common parfley, becaufeit is much eafier 
to be diftinguifhed from the lefier hemlock, which 
is SI poifenous 'herb ; the large-rooted Hamburgh 
)>drfley ihottU b€ fown tbb as carrots, and^hoed 
out in the fame marine!^ as isr pradifed for tbensy 
that ^ the rot>t8 tnayiiave room to grow to a good 
^e^ in which their' good&efs confifts; 

C Make 
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Make moderate hot-beds for Towing fonie cau- 
liflower feedS) for fummer plants to fuppiy the 

•kitchen, after thofe which were fown in Auguft 
^regone; but the plantSTaifed at this feafon feU 
dom fucceed well^ but in a njoift foil^ for in dry 
ground jhey rarely produce large heads. However, 
it bncceffary to have them for a family, where the 
continuance of cauliflowers are requiredj though 
ihey.feldem pay the^market gardener. 

Plant garlick, efcbal Ms, rocambole, and civcs; 
as*airoontoiRs- which ha,ve fprouted in w'uiter to 
draw up for fcallions in Apr'il, when the dry 
onions will be- almoft gone, and the Michaelmas 
onions will be too fmall for n^any kitchen ufes. 

If the Jaft month was fo fevere that little work 
could be .done. in the garden, there will be a ne- 
ceflity for. forwarding bufijiefs in this, provided the 
feafon be fav<>urable: therefore fome fugar4oaf 
and long'fided cabbages ihiould be planted to fuc- 
ceed thofe planted Hn November. You muft alfo 
tranfplant your^^cauliflower -plants out of the win- 
ter-beds, to the. phces where they are to grow, to- 
.wards the 'Cnd of 4he month. If the feafon be 
forward, you njay: flip fome of yo«r oid>artichoke 
ilocks, if the ftpQ^srare forward cjioughi and pWnt 
•out fome of the cUareil and moft promifing plants 
for a new plahratioti; for on dry .foils ibefe 'flips 
ihould beiplanted early > in the feafon, mhe:rwife the 
heads wiil be fmali, and when ^berpUnts .aKe«ktc 
plained on dry groirnd, they frequently mifs bear- 
ing the fame yean Thcfe young plaiiti will pror 
duce ftuit in autuimej sifter ihofe -on-; the oidrnock«

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this feafoDy b^ing mudh preferable for the tMt to 
ail the forts for catingj except the fmaH maiagan 
beaii^ which fotne perfons prefer to all others; 
therefore thofe perfons continue planting that fort» ' 
at three weeks dtftance, xlurtng the whole ieafon 
of beans. Some of the larger forts of peas ftiould 
powbe fown, particularly the Spanifli morrotto» 
which is a plentiful bearing fdrt, and a tolerable 
good pea for eating, and the marrow-fat; thefe 
are for the common ufe of the family ; but fome 
of the Charlton hotfpur peas (hodd be fown for 
the principal table, becaufe they are by much the 
beft pea to eat green.* 

This is a proper ftafon for planting liquorice. 
The ground where this is to be planted, (hould be 
trenched three or four /pits deep, that the roote 
may more eafily run down ; for the goodnefs of 
liquorice depends, on the length of the roots. ' The 
gardeners who cultivate this plant, commonly fow 
a crop of onions on the ground the fame fpring 
when they plant the fets; and keeping the ground 
clean from wteds is done by hoeing the onions, 
which are of little or no prejudice to the liquorice 
the firft year of its planting, becaufe the onions 
<will be drawn oflF before the liquorice (hoots are 
much advanced. 

Mak^ new hot-beds for afparagus to fuccecd 
thofe which were made the laft month, for other* 
wife there will be a want in the kitchen, one of 
thefe beds feidom continuing much longer than a 
fortnight to produce good buds; fo that this ihonth 
there (hould be two beds made about eighteen or 
twenty daysdiftance, that they may ibcceed each 
other regularly. 

- The cucumber and nieloii pfafrtts WhiA were 
raifedthe laft month, wtHftow befit tot ranfplaiit; 
therefore the^ muft be new beds made, which 
Ihoald Jte wcH^wrotight, and the dung well mixed 
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to cpntjii>Vte t^s warmth : but the p\»ikis, mutt not 
be pliuH^^ ^(il ^^^ violent heat of the bed is over, 
lYbich feldom lads above a week, efpecially if the 
duj)g h^i been two or i^ree times turned over be- 
fore it was uftd. At thisfeafon yoii muft attend 
very clofely to your hot-beds^ to admit freih air as 
often as the weather will permit; but this muft be 
managed with great caution^ if you would have 
them fucceed, for a fmall negle^ at this feafon 
will dedroy all your ptantSj and put you greatly 
backward. . ' There Jtiuft alfo be fome feeds of cu- 
cumbers now fownj;to fucceed thofe which are 
firft planted, efpecially if the beds have not a fuf- 
ficient depth of «earth upon the dung: the want of 
this often ixxafions the plants to decay very foon : 
.but when the earth is laid a foot or more deep, the 
plants will continue long healthy and fruitful; by 
this method^ a fnfiall number of plants wiil be. fuf* 
ficieni to fupply, a famijy ; but as the. very early 
;plants feldom continue long in bearings, where a 
proper depth of earth is wanting, it. is necefTary to 
have a fucccffion of hot-beds to fupply the table. 
This :month is full early to fow melons for the 
£r{l crop, though by many gardeners they are 
fown in the former ; but thofe &equently mifcarry, 
or produce fuch fruit as are unfit for the table* 

The mu(hroom-beds niufl now be carefully 
guarded from great rains and fnow, which, if they 
are not well. defended from, will chill the beds and 
deflroy all the fpawn, fo that they will never re« 
cover it ; therefore it is the fureft method to have 
one or two beds ccr«ered with frames, or made un» 
dl:ra(hed ihatcHed over with ftraw, which will 
p ote£b them from bad weather; fo that a good 
quantity <>f mulhroonis may be. obtained in the 
worft feafons by this, n^thod. 

Plant fome kidney^beans upon a nioderate hot- 
bed for an early crop, obferving wiien the plants 

fire 



ire come up to give them air, whenever the wet- 
thcr will permit,^ otherwire they will draw up weak». 
aod not prodtace fruit, f he beft fprt for this pur^ 
pofe are the 'dwarf white, or the Batterfea bean,- 
which never rdn much to haulm, and are plenri- 
fui bearers; but it is now generally praftifcd in* 
filch places' where there are hot*beds for the ana- 
nas» to have ^ row of pots placed bn the walks 
behind the tan-bed in which kidoey-b^ans are 
plants ; and wh^ln care is taken in their culture,* 
a good crop ni^^W procufW through the winter; 
but the beft forfe for this purpofe ate the fcarlet 
lowering, an(Plar|fe. Dutch white bcan»i which 
are by much rf^ fw«ete(l (or the table, and' the 
plants will £!0^inue l)ear4ng a long time> provided^ ^ 
they have room to gro^. tall. But many people"* 
planjt for this purpoie ffri^laprtghr, or, as^ fometcall 
them, the three kidney*bean, whofe'ieedf are lifl^ck 
and white ; this fort indeed is a plefl!iftd bemr^. 
6ut is by no means lo ^ood for the table as the 
okher, the pods being, loft, and of a rank tafte. 

If the weather be favourable toward the end of 
this month, you muft plant your cos, cilicia, and 
tbe other beft fort of lettuces, from the beds or 
borders where they grew in wint^; in doing tbia 
fome of thofe plants in the borders (hould be left, 
-to, remain for cabbaging^ becaufe Ihey will come 
earlier than thofe which are removed. You (hould 
alfo fow fome feeds of thcfe fons upon a fpot of 
.good ground^ in a. warm fituatton/ or on a mode- 
rate hot-bed, to come after the' winter plants are 
gone. ^ • 

The latter end of thisnionth youmay fow fomfe 
oabbogcs and favoys for winter ufe ; btrt thefe ate 
nbt defigned for the mairt cropi 'blif only foVa'fevir' 
td come early in the autumn; And upon hot^l^edi/, 
or ^ warm* borders^ muft be'.fowh fomd- fmall falldt 
herbs^.as lettuce, crefles, muBard; rajfe/yddiCh, 
, . turnipf* 
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turnip, Cffr. that there- may be a conftant fuppiy 
of thefe young fallei herbs for the table, 

. Sow feme celery feeds either upon a moderate 
hot'bed, or on a border of rich fsartb, in a warm 
iitoarion, to come up early; but there (hould be 
Httle fown at this feafon,. beeaufc itwiU foon pipe, 
and become, fticlty, when fit for ufe; fo that no 
mor^ fhould be planted out of thisfowing than 
cap be ufed ma month or five weeks, which is as 
long as this early crop 0/ celery will continue fit 
for ufe; and you fhould now fow afparagus feed 
10 a bed of good earth, to raife plants againft the 
next year to make plantations , ' 

Tranfplant cabbages, favoys, leeks, parfijips, 
carrots, and beets, for feed^ if it was not .done 
the forn)er month, obferving (as was there direded) 
to hang up the cabbages and favop in a dry place 
for five or fix days, that the wet may drain out 
from between their leaves,, vbicbjf left in would 
rot them. You may alfo plant fomc«cndive far 
feed, if it wa/s oniitted before, and fpme of the 
ilrongeft plants^iOf celery (hould alfo be left for 
feed: .;.:..- . ' •' 

Plant^.potatoes and Jerufalenn artichokes toward 
•the end of the -mouth, if the weather is inclinable 
10 be good, and the ground dry, otberwife it will 
be belter to. defer this work a month longer, efpc- 
cially- for the potatoes obferving to plough or 
trench the ground deep, that the .roots maybe 
placed at lead fix or eight inches below th« furface, 
otherwife they will ijot fucceed fo welU thefe 
ihould have a loatpy foil, and when the roots are 
placed in the-trenches there fliot^ld be forae dung 
laid over them, efpecially in poor ground, other- 
>vi(e the roots will not be. large. This muft. be 
underfiood for the potato^e, for thejemfalem ar« 
lichokeis fo^yery ht^xdjj^ as tO: mubiply too hfk in 
anyfoilorfituf^tipn. . , . . ,. 

Dung 
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Dung and trench ihe ground well where .you- 
intend to plant affVaragus, letting it remain in 
ridges until the feafon for planting, which will be 
the latter end of next' month; but in doing this,, 
you- fhotrid bte careful to make the bottom of each 
trench level before .you . put in the dung, which 
rtiuft alfo be laid level, otherwifc when you come 
to make the dr iVh ^or laying in the plants, the 
dung will be turned up in thole places where -it (lies 
fliailow. ' • , 

The cauliflower plants, which were placed un- 
der beil or hatid-glaflcs in Ofitober laft, Ihould,. 
toward the end oP this'monthj We parted, leaving 
only one of the ftrongeft plants tmdir each gUfs*, . 
if-yoti intend toa' large heads, but have many co-- 
vetouspeople leave two plants remaining to flbwer; 
but where this is praaifed, they cannot be-fo long 
covered with glaffes as where one plant is left; fo 
that they cannotbe prorcfted from the frofts which 
crftcti happen iu- March, when*, ifghiflfes are not 
over the plants every night, they will be in dan^. 
ger of'ftHferitig; nor will' the flowers come fp 
early; nor their heads be folar^e;' therefore it is 
bsA mini^tmcift to leave two pfants, when it is 
certain- one early large cauliflower will be worth* 
nidre than three fmall ones. But in parting thefe 
plants there muff be great care talben^ trot to difturb - 
'the roots 6f tbofe plants which are left, and the 
holes*- made in taking out the plants (hould be 
filled'up levd, that the roots of the piahtileft may 
*h0tTuflfer from the drying, winds which ufu ally 
blow the next month. But when the remaining- 
plants are grown (o large as to pirefs againft the - 
glaiTes, you flioutd raife the earth up into a bordei* 
about the-ftems of theplartts twdfeet arid a half 
broad, and five or fir inches high, that the, glafle's 
tttiy be advanced ! ft> as nbt to erufti their leaves : ' 
hy^doing this,, the /glaflfes" may be 'kept over them 
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in bad weatKer untill the middle or end of March, 
which is often of great ufe to them when the fea- 
fon is bad, and hereby they will be brought earlier 
to flower. When this is done, gre<it c^re mud be 
^ad that the earth doth not get into the heat of 
them, which will greatly injure, if not deftroy 
ihem. 

Thrpeas and beans which were fown in au- 
tumn, and have flood through the winter, will 
now begin to advance ; therefore the ground about 
them (hould be hoed, and the earth drawn up to 
their (lems, which will ftrengdien them and guard 
their flems from the injury of froft$; but this 
(hould be done in dry weather, when the furfaceof 
the ground ia dry, other wife it very of^li injures 
Ibeir tender ftems. 

Toward the end of this month you may fow 
fome purflane feeds upon a rnoderate hotybed, which 
will be fit for ufe in April ; tbo'that is«arlier than 
th£ generality of people. care to eat it, however in 
fofne families it is required fo foon. 

Look w^U to fnajis andothervermin, which may 
be deftroyed in the holes of walls, lind behind ihe 
flems of wall fruit-trees, fafr. f or if theyrcfoai^ 
titi the next month, they will get abroad and make 
great havock in the kitchen-garden* If your^^rly 
fruit-trees againft the walls begin to open their 
flowers, ihey muft be carefully covered with 4nats, 
reeds, or fome other coverings; other wife they 
will be in danger of fuffering by frofts or cold 
winds, which frequently happen at tl^is feafonj 
But where any of the&cover'tngsareufed, it muft 
t>e done with great care, fo as not to bruife or rub 
off the buds or blofToms; therefore reed^ are befl, 
efpecially when they are .made up like mate to roll 
together, they not being fo Ijahle. to. beat againft 
the trees as mats and other loofe coverings, and 
arc alfo much .eafier to rempvp at all times-Jn n\iljd 
' weathdr. 
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weather, whereby the' Woflbins' will not be made 
too tender, nOr the rtioot's of the trees drawn weak, 
for this will be attended with worfe confequences 
than ?f they were expofed to the inclemency of the 
ftafon. ; 

' You may now plant hops, dig the ground and 
prune the roots of theoldhop-groundt, being care- 
foi not to injure the buds of plants now beginning ; 
tofwell.

And where any are too luxiuianf> 
they (hoiild be the laft pruned;, bat thofe which

opening too fooo. 

Xhc fig-trees which were covered in frotty wea- 
ther to proted jlheic tender branches from injui^y^ 
ftiould bfz opened In warm weather to admit freih 
air, otherwife the ihoots of the former year ^iil 
be apt to grow mouldy,, whkh would decay the^v 
-whereby they wiU be deprived of fruit the follow- 
ing feafon; but if the froft returns they m»(l be- 
covered again, otherwife they will be in naore dan<> 
ger of having their tender branches and fruit de- 
ilroyed, than thofe which were nevet covered. 

Whenever the frames of your efpaliers are 4^ 
cayed,. and have not been repaired the formei^ 
. months,, it ffaould. be no longer d^erred^ becaufe 
the flower>buds of the fruit-trees will now begin^ 
to fwelU and thereby be in dangfsr of being* rub- 
bed off; therefore thefe frames fliould always be 
repaired when the trees are pruned,, that their, 
branches may be failened thereto,, to prevent- theict 
breaking- by fiiong:. winds^ And thofo that have 
been trained to t he efpaliers air e|idy,^;nuft now be 
pruned, if it is no;t before done,, and.fafteiied at: 
proper diAances,. that when their (hoots- come out 
with their, leaves,, they, may be ajt eqpal diftances,. 
foas not. to crofs each ot^r, or occafionconfufion*. 
Tranfplant all forts io( fruit tce^s^ wJiere they 
are wanting^ thif being the iaoft proper feafon for 
moiftjand (in which it is not fo.welL to pifnit ia-.

You may now fow the kernels and ftoncs of hardy 
fruits for flocks, to bud and graft the more gene- 
rpuft kinds upon, obftrving to coverthem equally 
with earth,. that none may appear above gro\ind lo • 
eiittee the- mtce or other vermin to them, which 
often deftroy whole bed* of feeds if they are not 
preventedi ' It wit! alfo be proper^ to have fomc 
trap for mice placed on the beds, that ifthefe 
vermin fliould approach^ .they may be taken before 
they attack the feed*. . 

In moift weather clear your fruit-trees from ^ 
mofa (where, they are infefled with it) which at 
this feafon- may beeafily done^ with iron inftru- 
ments ihaped Hfce an hoe, . and hallowed in the 
middle to- the fize of the branches which are to be 
feraped : there (hoirid be three fizes of ^ thefe in- 
ftruments, .which. will befufficient for aU'the dtf- - 
ferent branches; and the mofs being tender at xhis 
time, may be eafily rubbed ofFr. 

Look'carefully after bullfinches to deftroy them ; ; 
• for at this feafon they dd great mifchief to fru'il* 
'trees, by peckingt)fp their bloffom bnds; and wher& : 

^ they are notmolefted, they often deftfoy all the .: 
fcuit of a garden in two or three days. . 

The-carly fruit,- or forcing frame, muft now be ^^ 
duly attended, .to give air to the trees in fuch pro* 
p6rtion asthe warmth of the feafon may require; ;

You may yet fow auricula aiijj polynQthus/eeda-

mer feafon* Thefe feeds ihould be very (lightly* 
covered with light earth, {or if they are buried too 
d^ep, they often lie a year before they come up, 
and frequently mifcarry; therefore fome j>erfo9f - 
never cover the feeds, but leave them tobe.wa(hed- 
into the ground by the rain* 

If your auriculas in pots were not frefh earthed 
the lad month, that ihould be no loiter defer red^- 
the manner of doing this is direded in January;, 
for now their "flower* buds will begin to ihew apaccy^ 
therefore if it be no( done in a ihort tinne, their ~ 
flowers will not be improved by it ; and in frofty 
weather thefe flowers ipuft be covered with nuts^.. 
efpectally every night, to prevent their, tender 
flower-buds from being injuredt^ otherwife many of 
them will be killed,, fo that the trufles will he thio-. 
ef flowers. 

Tovwd the end of the month, if the feafon- 
proves favourable, ftir the furfade of the grouiul^ 
of your flowerbeds, and dear them from^ weeds^^ 
mofs,^, and- whatever filth nuy appear thereon;, 
which will be very ferviceable. to the. flowers^ and* 
add a neatnefs to the gardens- 
Dig and prepare yoiir gro^ndin the flower^ nur-* 
fery for fowing (eedsi ao4 to receive plaats th^ne^jt^ 
roomhf when you will baye .ro4Jch bufinefs pf . dif-i

at l«aft their flowers wiH'not bfe fo^faiTsnor nume- 
rous.; and many times the roots aredeflroyed by. 
froft at this, feafon. Where this is not praSifed, . 
the froft often- pinchtsthfe buds of the former atie-- 
monies, by deftfoying^ the middle of' the flowers, , 
which thfe gardeiierscall*th)2 thtum, whfei'eby the 
fitieft'ddubleflbwers are rendered fingle,'wttich i$^ 
a very great difappoiritment ; -and if the roots' were 
purchafcd, the perf<5ns who fold Ihem are ofren ^ 
bkined for having cheated" tht purchafer, when 
it is entirely owing to the negleS of covering them..

If vou did-Aot take off ibe 
layers of elms, limes, an<r other hardy foreft-irees 
or (hrubs in autunm, it fliould now be done, plant- 
ing them intq the nurfery in rows three feet afunder, 
at cj^b^een jaches diftance ; where many of the fo- 
reft-ti-eefi may Aand four or i^ve . years to obtain 
ftrengtb,^ in order .to. iranfplant them where they 
jkTt to remaia: butt^^e floweringihiubs^fhould not 
iland longer in the nurfery than two or three, for the 
younger ^thefe are. when they are .planted whefe 
they ar^ to remain, tbey.wlU naore certabiy/grow,, 
and nJia^e greater prc^cefe. ; • ? i 

■' _,Thc ground ypR mtendfor plantii»gjKjnqrfery'

the ground^ will mix wiih the roots of th^ new- 
phBted trees, prove very injurious to them, and 
be very difficult to get out again. 

Where the ground between the trees in the nur- 
fcry was not dug the fornier month, either occj«- 
fioned by weather, or want of leifure, it (hould 
now be done, obferying (as before dircQed) not to 
injure the roots, (hortening fuch as extend far 
from their ftems, in order to force put young roots 
Dearer, that they may be fitted for rranfiplanting ; 
this (bould be particularly 6bferved in hollies, and 
many bther- forts of evergreens, which fftould be 
conftantly dug round every yeaf-j cutting otf all 
downright roots, and fuch as extend therfaftlv^s far 
from' the plants, w'htch wrH bccafrbn a.great Vuan« 
tity ^of ftfong fibres to be fcnt forth neaf their uems, 
and render tliem much faftr to remove, becauf^ 
thefe will maintain a ball of earth to their roots 
when they are carefuify taken- tip; the* want of 
which renders it almoft impradicable to tranfplant 
tuch trees as Have remained many years; without 
liaVing been du^ round and their rodty cut. . ; 

You muft now phnt cheftnott,' and Kir the 
feeds, maft, or berries^ of other hardy trees and 
•ihrobs, being careful to cover them with earth ; 
for if any of them are left expofed, it will etitlce 
mice, and other vermin, whereby your feeds may 
be eaten up, and your 'whole femiffary dettroyed. 
' Toward the latter end of tMs month/lf the 
fpring prove forward and the weather rtiild, you 
fhould cut oflF the heads of yoiir 'ftocks, which 
were budded with flruit the preceding* fummer,, 
about four or five inches above the biids, always 
obferving to cut the ftock flbping^ tliat when they 
ftioot they may not be inj^retf by thefap flbwing 
froth the wounded part of the ftoct, the part of 
the flocks which arc left abive the biid will (ervc 
fcr -fti^port of others wbeiitheV (hoot. 
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If this month prove mild, toward the end of it 
you may graft cherries, plums, pears, apples, and 
other- hardy fruits; but if there are froAs aod dry- 
ing winds^ it will be better to defer it a little lai^, 
for fuchueather is o&en very deAro£live to grafts. 

You may yet plant cuttings of currartts, gix>fe- 
berries, i)nd orher ihrubs or trees which will grow 
from cuttings in fhady borders, obferving to clofe 
the earth well about them ; and if the ground be* 
tween them is covered with mofs or ihort litter, it 
will pi-event the drying winds of March from pe- 
netrating the ground, which frequently kill thefe 
late planted cuttings, wher^ this precaution is waot- 
iiig. Th^ autumn is however the bed feafon for 
this work, ^fpecially in dry land. 

Make layers of all your hardy exotic trees, which 
you want to increafe in this month, afief all haid 
frofts are over ; for fopie of thefe are. too tender 
to be. laid in autumn, the wet of the winteri fiio- 
ceeded by froft, being very deflrudive to many of 
thefe tender plants when laid. 

You may now increafe; Ibme of the exotic trett 
and fhrubs which do, not eafily propagate by layers ^ 
and cuttings, or by cutting off fome of their young 
ftrong roots, dividing them into lengths of about 
four or :five inches, planting them ioto pots fill^ 
with ligi^t loamy earth, .plunging the pq^tf into a 
moderate hot-bed, covering thenn clofe with glaflbf^ 
which will caufe then) to.pot out roots below and 
ihoots above, fo that in ove ye^r they, will ikiake 
good plaiHs; by t^ts qiethod.many plants have been 
increafed, which are very difEcuh to propogate in 
the ufi}al ways.

If the wciather prov^ mild ^nd the air foft, you 

ihould begin to ;admit.air into your green*houfe,;lty. 

drawing the uppier {aSh^s down a little^ hut this 

. ' • mud 
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taoft be done with caution at firfti never opening 
th^m when the wind is iharp, or if it blows agatnft 
^he front of the green-houfe, for a (harp-air at this 
ledon will do great damage toyourplants^ as they 
have been ren&red tender by (landing in the green- 
lioufe all the winter. Myrtles, oranges, gerani- 
umSf and other hardy plants, maft now be frequently 
refrethed with water, but let thetn have it mode- 
lately and often | for if it be given to them in large 
quantities at this (ei^fon, it will be very injurious to 
them. 

.. Pick off all dead and decayed leaves from your 
plants, and ftir the forface of the earth in the pots 
or tubs, clearing them from weeds ; and if you add 
ajittle very rotten neats dung upon the tops of the 
tubs or pots of orange-trees, it will be ferviceable 
to the phmts. You fliould ^t the fame time bru(h 
down all cobwebs^ and make the houfe clean in 
«Yery paf^^ ne^nefs^ being u neceflkry to ihc health 
0f plants as l^f'&mmak. 

Make hot-beds tafie^ lender e^olie feeds opoa* 
which are brought froni very hot countries, oblfenr- 
ii^ to work the dutog well', turning it over two or 
three times while it i«mains in the heap, aiid when 
removed to the beds it (houM be well mixed, that 
the beds may retain their heat, and fettle equally} 
for when the dung i» not equally ftirred and beat 
.down with a fork, it wtU fettk in holes, which n 
a great fault in thefe bedSj becaufe when fefrejfhed 
with water, it will ranf into the holes, and Caufe 
thofe places to' be over wet, when the other parts 
of the bed will receive little or no benefit from it; 
but the feeds of trees and (hrubs will fucceed much 
better if fown in pots of earth, and plunged into a hot- 
bed of tanners bark^ thd^l feeds ^en rensatmng a long, 
time before they vq^etate, and frequently lie in the 
•ground a whole year; 8nd if the heat of the bed 
^ouid decline too^mnch, it may be increafed again 
•by (tin log it up^ and adding fome new tan'to it. 

If 
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If any of the orange-trees' have faflFered bj ill 
management, fo much that their beads are decay* 
ed, you (bould now pruue them clofe^ and fliift 
thern into freih earth, and then prepare a moderate 
hot-bed in a giafs^cafe, into which they mail be 
placed to force ,them out early in the fprtng» that 
their (hoots may have time, before they are placed 
abroad, to harden before winter. But when they 
are taken out of the pots or tuba, you flioold be 
careful to cut off all mouldy and decayed roots, and 
cleanfe both roots and ftems firom any filth they 
may have cott(ra£ted} and when planted agaiOf 
twift fome hay'-baods round the items, from the 
furface of the ground up to their heads, which will 
prevent the fun from drying their bark ; when the 
pots or tubs are placed into the hot-bed, take care 
that the heat be not toe great, and frequently refrefli 
, them with water, not confining it to their foots, 
but over every part of their ftems, which will 
fupply their bark, and caufe Ihemlo puihoot Vfgo« 
roufly. But when the fuq begins to ihine with^rekl 
force, the ^laflTes of the houie ihould be ihaded 
with mats or cloths during the beat of the day# 
otherwife i.t will fcorch their tender leaves, and 
dry the bark of the ihoots, fo^ that they will greatif 
fuffer if too much ezpofed ; but this heading arid 
forcing of or^ge- trees flipoU not be tpo often prac- 
tifed on them, for it will weaken the trees when 
repeatecj too frequently} therefore where they are 
not in a very bad condition, , it will be better to 
ihift them, if there be occafion, and their ftems 
muft be well rubbecl with a ftrong hair-bruih, with 
fcouring-fand and water, and qut off all decayed 
bi^aucbes, and place them into a gentle hot-bed iq 
a giafs^cafe for two or three .naoaths, after whicli 
they fliouU have # (hady fituatipn wbeu they 4r^ 
brought ov^t pf the; forcing frame ; by^ this nTiCtl^ 
they wHI Wak out jigain vfry ftnong t^ vt^lU 
^ht.Qnnffi^&etm ^^^ \iiituoh.aK|a9]mil)]|^tmported

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from Italyf fliould be treated after the fame manner» 
to force out new (hoots from them ; btit their i-oots 
fliould be foaked in water two days before they arc 
planted, and all the decayed and bruifed roots ihould 
be entirely cut off, their ftems carefully waflied 
and cleanfcd from filth, and the bed into which they 
are plunged mud be of a moderate temperature for 
heat : thefe trees Ihould be planted in bafkets, be- 
Caufe the heat of the tan, together with the moif- 
^ lure, would rot the tabs if plunged therein. 
: The tan in the beds of the ftoves will now re- 
quire to be ftirred np, and fome frefli bark added to 
them to renew their heafr, which will now begin 
to decline, and if not timely renewed, the plants 
will fuffer greatly ; but this muft be done in a warm 
day, when the air is foft, for in very cold weather 
tte glaflfes muft not be opened, fo that the bark 
cOoM not be then put in without injuring the plants. 
At the fame time, the plants rooted thro' the pots 
(hould be fliifted into pots a fee larger^; but in 
dping this, great cafe muft be had not to injure 
iheir rootd, becaufe at this feafon they will hot foon 
reci'over fueh a oheck. 

Wa(h and clean the leaves of the coffee-trees,' 
artdother woody plants in the bark-ftove, to cleanfe 
<hem from mftSts and filth; and pick off all de- 
cayed k^ves, which if left on, would MtGt the 
air of the hm(e. The furface of the earth in the 
pots miift "he frequently ftirred to prevent it^ bind- 
iffcgV a^d jilways^^toept free front Weeds. 

The anana plants will now fliew their fruit 
apace, therefore they (hould be freqvently watered, 
giving thefti but' little each time to bring them for- 
trard andke^p the froit fw^lHng ; and the tati muft 
Sekejit'in a moderate lehiperatufe of warmth, for 
Offering it to decline at this feafbn, they will change 
their colour, 'and the ffuitwiU be. rendered fmall 
and worth little. Towkrd the end of this month 
you n^uft prl^sire Ibmc iirefli batk to make the fam- 

mcr 
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incr beds for tbetanaoas^ into which they ibould ' 
be plunged (bme time the next month. But this is 
to be only underftood of thofe plants which are for 
a fucceflfiona ^ and the fuckers of the laft feafon ; nor 
(hould thefe be removed too early into the beds, un- 
lefs there is a fire-place to warm the air in bad wea- 
iher, for the warm of the bark alone will not be fuf- 
ficient for them before the beginning of April, when 
the fun will have power to raife a wannth, which 
ihe tan alone ^wojuld not do.; the beds in which the 
fruiting plants are placed, mud be refreihed with 
/omc new tan the latter end*of this month, efpeci- 
Jally thofc whofe heat declines $ for if the tan is .not 
kept to a proper. degree of warmth at this feafon, 
.the growth of the fruit will be greatly retarded. 

The aloes, euphorbias, torch-thiftlcs, melon* 
thiCllea, ,and other tender fucculent. plants, fl)ou|d 
have very Jiule water given them at ^his (kafon ; bu| 
the mejfembryanthemi, fedums, cotyledooa, and 
other hardier kinds, muft -be freqviently rjefrclhed, 
tho' in fmall quantities, becaufe much wet at this 
.feafon often rots them. You muft now make frelh 
.hot-beds of tan to fow the feeds of fuch tender exo-* 
tic plants as are annual, or received from abroad ; 
iuto which you fliould plunge (mall pots, filled 
svlth )ight frefl) earth, that it. may be warm before 
the feeds are (own. This method of fq^^ing the feeds 
jn pots is preferable to any 9ther, bec^u^e the plants 
may be fhaken out of the pots^iwheri they are fit 
to tranfplant, with the earth about their roots, 
wheieby they will be in little danger of fuflFering, 
becaufe their roots will be preferred entire. And 
fuch feeds as remain long in the ground, may be 
removed inio a frelh hot>bed when the heat of the 
firft declines, which will forwajrd their vegetation. 
Toward the end of this month there (hould be 
Xprd6. hot dung prepared, to make a bed to tranf- 
plant fome tender fort of annual flowers, in order 

to 
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to forward them, that they niay flower and p«rfe6k 
their feed before winter*

The latter end of this month you (hould look 
over your artichokes^ and draw out the young 
plants which have been produced- fince the (locks 
were flipt ; if they are permitted to remain on the 
old roots, they will rob the plants, which are left, 
of their, nourifliment, and caufe the fruit to \ml % 
fmalL The beft of them may be trimmed ana 
planted, where any are wanted to repair a young ■* 
plantation ;, but as thefe late plants rarely produce 
fruit the firft year, they are feldom planted, except 
they be much wanted. 

Sow fonfe more celery-ieed about the middle of 
the month, tofucceed that.fown the former month; 
but this iliould be fo\yn on a mdift fpot of ground, 
and in dry weather carefully watered and (haded 
from the fun, otherwife it will not come up. 

You mud alfo fow fome finnochJA feed, to foe- 
ceed that before fown; for when itr is fit forufe, 
it will not continue. more than eighteen or twenty 
days before it will run to feed ; and there is an ab- 
folute neceffitjr of having a fuccelTion where this 
herb is required. j|. 

Keep all your crops clean from weods; for if IP 
at this feafoU. that work is negleSed, it will re- 
qn ire much -more, labour afterv/ards; befide, if 
weeds are permitted to grow among the young 
plants, the crops will be greatly injured by them.

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will (feflroy th€ mfs&s, and not do any injury to 
the trees ; or if the leaves which arc much curkd 
are taken off, and fomo tobacco-duft thrown on the 
branches, it will deftroy the infeQs, and may in a 
day or two after be waihed off again. 

The fruU-trees inoculated the laft fummer and 
which fticceeded, ihould have the flocks cut down 
to three or four inches above the bod the beginning 
of rhfe month (if not done the former;) for ^no^ 
the buds. wiH begin to ihoot if the flocks are cut 
down in time, ctherwife they often mifcarry; or 
if thcybreak out, they are fo much weakened by 
the growth of the flocks, as to render the jfhoots 
very weak. 

Toward fhe end of this month you muft begin 
to look over your walls and efpaliers of fruit-trees^ 
training in the regular kindly fhoo^s in their pro- 
per fiiuation, and difphcing all fore-right and iux- 
urious ones where they are produced. This is 
alfo the time for thinning apricots where they arc 
too thick ; for the fooner this is done, the better 
thofe will thrive which are left on. 

Plant cuttings of vines in the places where they 
.are to remain, obferving always to have a knot of 
the old wood to the bottom of each : and bury 
them fo deep in the ground, that the uppcrmoil 
-eye may be even with the fiirface of the ground: 
if this be rightly obferved, there will be little dan- 
ger of their fucceeding. 

Look over your vines againft walls, rubbing off 
all fmall dangling (hoots which are now beginning 
to pufli out ; and where two {hoots are produced 
froin tl>e fame eye, the Weake(J, which is* gene- 
rally the under one, Ihould be rubbed off, in order 
to encourage the (hoots, and alfo the fruit on the 
remaiiiing branches : at t^is fcafon a great quan- 
tify may be looked over and difbrsnched in a very 
ihort time, and much labour faved, which would 
be occafioned (hould thefe fiioots be permitted to 
E * * ^remain 
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remain on a month longer. By rubbing ofF the 
young (hoots early, the fruit branches will be 
greatly ftrengthened, and the fruit forwardedl by 
the branches being laid clofe to the wall^ and the 
ufelefs (hoots taken away. 

Vour beds of ft ra wherries mqft be carefxilly 
weeded, and their runners taken off: and if the 
feafon prove very dry, it will be proper to water 
them; when this is negleftcd they will prodiice but 
Jitrle fruit. 

Keep the borders near fruit-trees dean from 
yreeds and large growing plants, for they cob them 
of their nourilhment. In foils that are apt to bind 
very hard, the ground (houldrbe loofened with a 
dung' fork; and /if forne mulch be laid afterward 
on the fur face of the earth, -and in very dry fea- 
fons watered over once or twice a week, it will be 
. of great fervice to the fruit and trees. You (hould 
alfo keep the ground clear between the rows of vines 
rip the vineyard; and in ihe beginning of the month 
the (lakes (hould be fixed to them, that the branches 
inay be faHened thereto j which is better than to 
let. the flakes remain to them all the winter, he- 
■caufe they would decay m^OFe in one^winter than in 
two fummers; for the vines need not be flaked in 
that feaion, if the lad years (hpot'& arc tied toge- 
ther to prevent their being brcken by ilrcng winds. 
In the middle of the month uncover the fig-trees 
which were fcrecned from the froft in winter; but 
it (hauld be done with caution, for the young feuit 
now beginning to appear, will b^ in danger if too 
fuddenly expofed to the,open air. 
- The fruit in ihe forcing-frame muft now have' a 
large (bare pf fre(h air, in prOpoition to the heat 
of the weather; theif branches (hould alfo be fre- 
quently fprinkled over with water, which will he 
very ferviceabie tojhe trees, and caufe the fruv^ to 
be fairer; and their roots being frequently watered, 
y^ill be of cqud advantage to the trees and fruit.

The beginjiing. of this nwnth may fafely be re- 
moved many forts of evergreens, as hollies, yews, 
pyracanthas,^ alalernufes, phill/rea, ciftufes, ever- 
green oaks, firs, pinea,. cedars, cypreffes, medicago. 
frutefcens^. hairy cyiifus, £jfr. obfervingt if'pofli-. 
ble, to do it in a cloudy or rainy day ; bccaufe the 
fiin and wind are apt Xo dry the fibres of their roots.- 
while they are above-ground, which is very jniu- 
rious to them.. Thefe new planted trees fliould b« 
v^ell watered to fettle the earth to their roots, and. 
the furface of the ground ^ould be covered with 
mulch to prevent the fun and wind fron> penetra* 
ting their roots.. 

At this feafon you may plant out the two fort$ 
of laurel-leaved tulip-trees, the Carolina bay, can-/ 
die-berry myrtle, Carolina fpindle-tree, evergreeti. 
caffine, tupelo, and fiich other exotics as are \^^ 
tended to be naturalized to this climate; for. as. 
thefe are to be turned out of the pots, the outfide.. 
of the hairs of earth only (hould be taken off, .to 
give room for the new fibres to fhopt. 

You may now fow evergreen oak adorns, and . 
the feeds of firs, pines, cedars, cyprefi?, *mag- 
jiolias, tulip-tree j as alfo feeds of moft exotic 

trees^ 
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trees, which arc brought from Caroh'na» Virginia, 
and the more northern parts of America. The par- 
ticular diredions for doing this are^exliibited in the 
Gardeners Diction ART. 

The beginning of this month jovt may graft 
hollies, and about the middle you may inarch 
iirs, pises, junipers, l^c. by which method fome 
of the fcarce forts of evergrcen^trces may be pro- 
pagated; but thofe trees thus raifed will never 
grow fo large as thofe raifed fronn feeds, the ftocks 
feldom keeping pace in their growth with the trees 
inarched, fo that they are in danger of being blowa 
out> for which reafon, whenever this is pra&ifed, 
the inarcbment fhould be as near the ground as pof- 
Cble. 

You (hould now look oter grafts, andobferve, 
W'here the kntm is much cracked, to renew it, left 
the drying winds penetrate to the graft^s and deflroy 
them. Likewife the buds of fuch trees i\hich are 
.jRow (hooting, fhould be carefully looked over, and 
.where you obfcrve their tops infefted with infeds, 
and their leaves curled, you fiiould pull them off 
before the infeds fpread too far. 

Keep the ground clean betweeiTthe rows of trees 
in the nurfcry, for if weeds are permitted to grow,^ 
they will foon over-top young trees, and greatly 
-weaken them: there being nothing more prejudi- 
cial to trees, than fufieriag the weeds to grow 
amongft them, efpecially in thefprifig feafon. 

If this month prove dry, you muft diligently 
water your feed-beds of evergreens, foreft-trees, 
and ihrubs, which muft be ihaded from the fun in 
the heat of the day ; the young plantations of 
ihofe which were draw^n out of the feed-bed, and 
the ftocks for fruit trees lately planted, muft be 
watered in very dry weather; thefc being Onall, 
the fun and wind will foon penetrate to their roots,, 
and dry them up. This is to be under flood of fmall 

plantations,. 
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plantations, for in large nurferies it would, be a 
great Work to water aH the ftocks. 

The beds wherein you f6wed.fccds cither in au- *' 
tumn or the lad month, fhould be carefaU/ weed- '^ 
ed, for the young trees will many of them begin 
to appear; and if weeds are permitted to grow, 
their roots* will be fo much entangled with them, 
as to render it very dilBcuh to ptiH them up wiifa- 
eut drawing the plants with them ^ and as weeds 
^e of a quicker growth than the plants, they will 
Ron over-top them and retard their growth. The 
rubs or pots of cedars which ar« beginning to come 
up, miift now be removed to a (hady fituation, for 
iDo much fuiT will foon deftroy tbefe young plants. 
Yoir muft- br carefal to guard your feed- beds of 
pines and firsj whicb tbwanTtheend of the month 
will f)egin to appear^ from the birds, which are 
very apt to peck off the tops of the young plants^ 
dis they truft out of the ground with the hu(k or 
Ae feedl upon them, which are alwayir broi^ht op^ 
upon the head of the plants.' 

IVork to he dme in the PleasUIi£-G ardbi):.' 

The gravci-walks broken up and turned the lalV 
month, Ihould in the beginning of this be raked' 
fevel and rolled; that they may be ready for ufe v: 
and the grafs-walks and lawns in view from the 
tjoufe muft be duly mowed,^ for this is a fcafoa* 
when moft people delight to walk out, fo that the' 
walks of the garden ought to be well kept. Be- 
fide, where this is negleQed in. thib fpring, the 
grafs will foon become rank and coarie, and be 
fome time before it can recover, where the greateft' 
care is afterward taken of it. 

Clean the borders of the pleafure- garden from.^the 

.weeds, and tic up the tall growing plants to flicks- 

to prevent their being- broken or blovwi down by 

wind. 

. You may now fow fuch annual flowers in the 

V* borders 
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borders, as do not require any artificial heat to 
bring them forward ; fuch as tand/ tuft» venus 
looking-glafs, lupines of feyeral forts, fweet peas» 
Tangier peas, dwarf lychnis, lobei's catchfly, venus 
navelwort, convolvulus minor* nafturtium indicuroi, 
flos adonis, though autumn is by much the bed 
feafoii for the laft ; lavatera, orieotai mallow, car- 
thamus, or baftard faflFron, hleraciums of feveral 
forts, centaureas, lotus of feveral kinds, fnaik^. 
caterpillars, linarias, fecuridaca', aftragalus, raol* 
davieas, with feveral other hardy kinds of annual 
and perennial flowers, which thrive better, if fowtt 
•where they are to remain, than if they are tranf* 
planted; therefore they (hould be fown thki in 
patches upon the borders of the pleafure-garden, 
and when ihey are come up thin th^m, leaving 
but few plants in each patch to flower^ that they 
may be the (Ironger. 

In tills month you fhould fow mod forts of hardy 
perennial and biennial plants in the flawer-aurfery^ 
which 'were not fown the former month, as Can- 
terbury bells, fweet witliams, pinks, carnations, 
hollyhocks, French honeyfuckles, ftock gilltflowers, 
wall-flowers, centaureas, everlafting pes, with 
many oth^ forts, raifed in the flo'Wer-narfery ta. 
fupply the borders of the pleafure-garden. 

The beginning of this month you nuay make 
fome flender hot-beds, to fow fuch of the annuals 
as require a little warmth to bring them forward, 
but v/i11 do better if raifed under a covering oi 
mats than under glafles, which generally draw them, 
too niuch : and tbo' fomewhat later with this ma- 
nagement, there is no inconvenience in that, be- 
caufe' they are defigned to come in autumn when 
there is a fc^irci ty of other flowers, which renders 
them tlie more acceptable : of thefe arc the African 
and^ French marigold, convolvulus major, balfa« 

mines. 
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mine3» marvel of Peru, Aveet fuhan, Indian pink, 
with fome others. 

You mufl; now make frefli hot beds for tranf- 
. phnting your tender annuals, as amaranrhufes, 
gomphrena, hibifcgres,* double- flrr.iped baifamines^ 
£«fr. which muft be brought forward at this feafouj 
otherwife they will not arrive to any degree of beau- 
ty, which chiefly confifts in their Arengrh. Nor 
will they perfed their feeds, efpecially if the au- 
tumn prove cold. 

You fhould now tranfplant the young plants of 
the China Aarwort, either upon a moderate hot- 
bed, or on a warm border to acquire ftrength> ob;^ 
ferving to water ancj (hade them until they have 
taken root. 

Put .fome more roots of tuberofes into a mode- 
rate hot-bed, to fucceed thofe planted the former 
month, that there may be a continuance of their 
fiowers thro' the feafon. 

The feeds of choice carnations and pinks rauft' 
now be town either in pots, tubs, or borders: but 
care niuft be taken not to bury the feeds too deep, 
by which they are often deftroyed. Thefe muft be 
gently watered in dry weather, otherwife the plants 
will hot <:omc up. 

The pots or tbbs of feedling auriculas and po- 
lyanthufes muft be carefully fcreened from the fun ; , 
if they slt^ expofed to its full heat but one day, it , 
will deftroy them while young; they muft alfo be 
frequently watered. 

Set (iicks to the carnations which now begin to 
(hoot up th^ir fpindles for flowering, and faften 
the ftems thereto^ with bafs matting, to prevent 
their being broken by the wind ; and take care to 
guard them from fparrows, otherwife thofe birds 
will petk off the inner or heart leaves to the ftumps.\ 

The fine auriculas will now begin to (he^ their 
beautiful flowers, therefore the oots fliould be rer 
moved under fome covert to j^eferve them from 
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wet, which would wafti-tbc mcalincls off their 
flowers, in which great part of iheir beauty con- 
fifts : they (hould alfo be defended from the heat of 
the fan, which will haften their ^decay ; but they 
ixiuft have as much free air as pofRble, other wife 
the flower-ilalks will draw op every weak. Thefe 
pots are ufually placed on (helves which are framed* 
foas to rife above each other/ which is very proper 
for flowers of humble growth, otlierwife the pofs 
muft be , taken up to view the flowers: sis ihefe 
Hands are always covered over to keep ofl^ the rai» 
and fun, the front (hould be kept open at all times 
when the weather will permit ; and thofe of them 
from which ktds are propofed to be faved to obtaiir 
new flowers, fhpuld be removed into the open air 
asibon as they are fully blown, and placed where 
they may have the morning fun and a free air, 
without which they rarely produce good feeds. 

This is alfo a good feafon for taking off theflips^ 
of choice auriculas for an increafe of them* Thefe 
flips (hould be put into fmall pots and placed in the 
ihade, obferving to water them in dry weather 
gently until they have taken root ; but if any of . 
them taken off (l)ould be deftiture of fibres, they 
Ihould be clofely covered with fmall- glafles to for- 
ward their putting out roots. 

The beds of fine rahunculufes, ancmonTcs, tufips^ 
add hyacinths, which are now in flower, (hould 
be covered cither with mats or cloths to defend 
them from wet and the heat of the fun ; by which' 
method they may })e preferved a much longer time 
ia beauty, than they naturally remain when expo- 
fed to the open air ; but the covers (hould be taken 
off every morning and evening when the weather 
will permit, that they may enjoy as much of the 
free air as poflible, without which the flowers will 
not continde long in beauty, and their roots be 
greatly weakened. 

Toward the latter end of this month take tip the 

roots 
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roots of fafFron, colchicums, yMlow autumnal 
amaryllis,. and fuch other bulbous- rooted flowers 
as blow in autumn, )vbofe leaves are decayed. ■ 
Thefe.may be kept out of the ground until the be- 
ginning of Au^fly when they mud be planted- 
again. 

Tranfplant fuch forts of evergreen -trees *nd. 
flirubs as have not begun to (hoot ; ibefe may be 
fafely renioved, provided the air be clouded, and> 
there is a profpeS of rain in a fhort time ; and if • 
the ground be very dry where they are to be plant- 
ed, large holes (hould be opened in proportion to 
the fize of the trees where they are to be placed,* 
and plenty of water poured into each, fo as to ren- 
der the ground like pap or mud; then place the . 
trees therein, and after the e.^rth is filled in about 
the roots, raife it up fo as to make the furface hol- 
low like a bafon to contain water, and cover it- 
with mulch to prevent the fun and air from pepe^- 
trating the ground to dry their roots; and repeat 
watering them once a week, provided the weather, 
prove dry.

beils, ground ivy, deadjietUe, wood forrel, cow- 
flip, primrofe, radifli-root. 

/Vork to he done in tie Cke^^! UovsE and Stove. 

Th^ Indian bay, broad fhlnirg leaved lauruf- 
tinufes, myrtles, ciftufes, teucr'fums, pblomifes, ^ 
olives, carobs, melianthufes, tree wormwood, . 
oleanders, and other lefs tender plants, may be 
taken out of the green-houfe toward the middle or 
latter end of the month, according as the feafon 
proves favourable, that the orange- trees, and other 
more tender plants, may be placed thinner, and, 
enjoy more air; but the plants which are taken 
out, fhould be placed where they may be defended' 
from cold winds and frofty mornings, oihcrwife ., 
they will fuffer, being made fender by ftanding ia 
the boufe. , 

Orange-trees, or other exotic plants as want 
fliifting, fhould be removed, and thofe which re- * 
quire larger pots or tubs muft be placed therein ; 
obferving when they are taken out of the tubs or 
pots to pare ofF all mouldy or decayed roots, and 
■wa-fli their ftems and heads, to clcanfe them from 
the filth they have contra6led by remaining in the 
houfe; and when they are new planted, they (hould 
be duly watered ; thofe that are expofed to the open 
air (hould be placed where they may be fcreened ^ 
from the winds, and (haded in the heat of the day ] 
from the violence of the fun. ''By removing the 
orange-trees early in this month, they will have 
time to make new roots before they are fet abroad, 
and ftrength to piroduce their flowers in plenty. ^ 

The orange-trees which are noi removed at 
this feafon, (hould have the earth taken out of the -.' 
tops and fides of the tubs or pots, and filled up 
again with frefli rich cartb> and their flems and %'^ 

" r heads "* ^^ 
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heads cleaned ^s' before: thb will tlreng^then them 
greatly for flowering; but never apply any hot 
kinds of dung to the furface of the earth, as is bjr 
fome unikilfoUy praftifed,. to the deftruSion oF 
their trees. If therefore you would lay any dung 
upon the furface of the earth in the tubs-, it (hould^ 
be rotten neats dung; but this fhould not be done 
ij3 too great qju an titles^ and thoroughly retted. 

Open the windows of the'green houfe moft parr 
of the day when the air i& mildj for at this-feafon* 
the plants require a large (hare of freffi air, other- 
ivife iheir fhoots will draw up wtak„ and. produce, 
but few flowers, and be lefs able to bear the openj 
air when they are renioved.out of the houfe. 

•'You may now graft oranges,, jafmines^ and- 
«>ther tender plants, by approach, but fuch as will- 
take buds are better if propagated that way ; for 
trees rnarchcd feldom unite fo well with the graft, 
and never grow to fb large a ftze as thofe budded ;.. 
■ fo that this method of inarching: trees is feldoia' 
pra£bjfed, except on forts which cannot be propa- 
gated fo eafy any other way, op for the fake ot 
having fruit upon the trees foon ;. for by inarching 
a branch with young fruit on it,, the graft may be 
feparated from the old tree when it is well united 
with the ffock, and abearingtree may be procured- 
the fame feafon ; but thefe feldom laft long^ or 
make much progrefs. 

The hark beds in the ffove which Have declined 
their heat, and were not renewed the former 
.^ month, (hould be ftirred up with a fork to the bot- 
tom, and fre{h bark added thereto^^ which will re- 
new their heat :. at the fame Ume fuch plants as^ 
have rooted thro*' the pois (hould be ftiifted, fome 
ef wjiich (hould be put into larger pots, giving 
them frefli earth. Howevei it will not be prudent 
* to enlarge the pots too often, for if the plants are 
• over pc tttd ihty will not thrive, therefore it is pre- 
ferable to pare off their i©ots on the oulCde of the 

balls 
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balls of earth, asd put them into pots nearly of 
the former Cize, and then plunge them doiwn into 
the bark again immediately ; but this work muft 
he done when the air is warm, becaufe there will 
be a neceflity to open the gTaflfes pretty often^ and 
if the air be fliarp it wiR injure the pfants. 

The ananas or pine-apples muft now be care- 
fully tended, obfervtng to refrcfh them often witb 
water, as alio to prefervea kindfy heat in the beds ; 
and iuch plants as are removed into frames, flioutd 
be welt covered with mats every night to keep them 
warm ; but in the middle of the day, when th^ 
weather is hot, they fhould have air admitted bj 
raifingthc glafles in proportion to the warmth of 
the fcafon, otherwife they will be in danger of 
fcorehing; and the young plants for the next year's 
fnilt, (hould be fifted into the pots they are de« 
figned to remain in until the beginning of Auguit,, 
when they muft be planted into pots in which they 
are to remain for fruiting. 

Shift fuch feedling exotic plants as require it inta 
larger pots^.and ftir up the bark of the beds to ue- 
fiew their heat> adding fome frefh tan to them^and 
then plunge the pots down again, obferving to wa- 
ter and ftiade them until they have taken root. 

The- coffee trees will now begin to flower^ 
therefore their leaves and ftems muft be cleaned 
from filth, by waftiingit off whenever it appears ;^ 
and refrefh the trees with water two or three times 
a week^ according to the warmth of the feafouii 
which will caufe them to flower ftrong.

IF the weather prove hot and dry, it greatly re- 
tards the growth of moft efculent plants, and 
particularly the beans and peas which are in flower 
(efpcdally ihofe on dry land) frequeotly fuffcr 
greatly, mpft of. their blofToms falling off before 
their liiaturity, fo that they are not fucceeded by 
pods. Bui when the weather happens to be wet, 
the markets are plentifully ilocked with moil forts 
of gardj^n plants. But this does not only increafe 
the quantity of plants, but alfo a great plenty of 
weeds, whereby the labour of a kitchen-garden is 
n)ore than doubly increafed in a dry feafon ; and 
if the young crops are negleSed but a very ftort 
time in moift weather, the weeds will get the better 
of them, and weaken theni fo much, that they 
will hardly recover their full ftrength again, nor 
the plants (with all poflible care afterward) ever 
arrive to flie fize they woiild have grown to, pro- 
vided they had not been ftinted. Befides, many 
forts of weeds will perfefik their feeds in a (licrt 
lime, and being flied upon the ground, will occa- 
fion much labour for feveral years to extirpate them 
again. Among thefe are (hepherd^s-pouch, ground- 
fei, dandelion, fumitory, pimpernel, chiekweed, 
and fome others. And thofe that do not feed fo 
early, will (if let ftand) eftaWiih themfelves fo 
firmly, as to occafion much trouble to get theni ^ 
out of the ground : therefore it is certainly thef 

beft 
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bed way to ckar all the crops from ^eeds as foon 
fts pdtible io the fpring, and keep them conftantly 
fa , 

The fame caution 13 neceffary in regard to yoar 
dunghills^ for at this feafon there will be great 
quantities of weeds produced rhereon ; as alfo upon 
the heaps of compoft, which, if not deftroyed in 
time, will (bed their feeds, • wjiereby the garden 
and potSL wiil be plentifolly ftocked; from the nna" 
Burc or cbmpoft carried into it. 

In the beginning of the month you (hoi>ld fow 
purflane in the open ground^, and a little endive 
for blanching carfy in the feafon; but Ai^ fown 
early is apt to run up for ked vtrj foon^- and mult 
not be depended upoa to fuppiy tte tabte long: 
continue to (bw all the forts oC fmalt f&Uet- herbs 
♦very three ^v four days, otherwife there will net 
be a fuppiy of thefe fit for ufe, for at this feafon 
they foon grow too large; but thefe (hpuldbe fown 
in a north border,, where they may have little fuir, 
or be weli kk^kdtdt in the heat of the day. 
' Sow peas and plant beans for latter crops ; but 
this (hould be done on a>moift foil, otherwife they 
feldom fucc^^d^ weH, unlefs the fea&n be uncom- 
monly wet and cold. 

Plant kidney-beans for a fecond crop ;^ the large 
. Dutch f6rt and the fcarlet bloffom beans are the 
beft for this feafon, becaufe they will continue 
bearing much longer than any others and are alfo 
far better for the table : about the twenty-third 
day of this month you ihould fow cauliflowers for 
winter ufe, obferving to (hade the bed with mats 
every day, and keep the ground, moift,. otherwife- 
the feeds will dry, and the plants come up very 
fparingly ; the plants raifed at this feafon will pro- 
duce their heads in Odober and November, and in 
mild feafons fome will contimie till near Chriftmas. 

In mofH weather plant out to the places where 
Ihcy are to- remain,, the red and: white cabbages 

and 
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and iavojs (or winter ufe^ and tranfplant the firft 
fown celery into dulls for blanching^ whidi will 
come early if (>1anted in this month. 

The early crops of fpinach and radtftes being 
by this time taken ofF the ground, the Weeds fiiould 
be ckared from the caullfiower and cabbage plants^ 
beausy or any other crops planted on the fame 
ground; and in roojift weather draw fome earth. 
about the fiems of the plants^ which will keep the 
roots moift, and prevent the (iin and wind from 
drying their ftems, to which, if they arc expofed^ 
it will greatly retard the growth of them ; but in 
doing thisy take great care not toraife the earth fo 
high about them, but efpecially the cauliflowers^ 
as to fall into the centre of the Icaveat which 
will entirely deflroy them. * 

Tranfplant radifhes for ktd, planting them in 
TOWS three feet di{lance> and two fee^ afunder in 
the rowsi obferving to nu^e choice of fuch only 
as have tong^u ftrait, well- coloured roots and fmall 
tops, rejecting all fuch as are forked or^lbort root- 
er] ; for which reafon it is, that the moft curious 
gardeners never fave feeds from fuch as remain 
where they were fown^ becaufe they cannot judge 
of-the length or goodnefs of them. 

The cucumbers which are under frames^ and 
have not a fufficient depth of earth upon the dung^ 
mud be carefully (haded with mats in the heat of 
the day, for the fun is often too .violent at this 
feafon for them through glafles ; but the melon 
plants fhoutd be gradually hardened to bear the 
open air in the day time in warm weather, for 
the more air they enjoy at this feafon, the better 
will the fruit fet upon the vines ; aild where it is 
laid of a proper thicknefs upon the dung, the vines 
will not hang down or drop their leaves, but bear 
the fun well ; for it is from the (hallownefs of the 
eafth on the- beds that the vines of cucumbers 
and melons are fo frequently obfervcd to flirink in 

^ hot 
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hot weather, and occafions their decay much fooner 
than they would do, if their roots enjoyed a pro- 
per depth and width of foil ; for their roots fpread 
as f^r in the ground, where it is laid on the fide of 
the beds, as their vines extend on the furface ; fo 
that where the beds are but (hallow or narrow in 
earthy the vines will require {hading in the heat of 
the day ; but the covering (hould not remain on 
too long, which is as great a fault on the other 
fide, as it is only the mid-day fun which can be 
too violent for them, and that only in extreme hot 
days. But fuch plants as hzvt been raifed under 
hand-glafles for the fecond crop, (hould have full 
liberty to grow, by raifing the glaffes upon three 
bricks of forked llicks, and the ends of ihtra laid 
out from under the glaffes ; but this rauft not be 
jfonc too foon, efpecially if the nights are cold; 
and if it ffiould fo happen after the plants are laid 
out, they nniufl be covered with mats every night, 
to prevent their being nipped by the froft. 

When the melon plants are fuffered to run out 
from under the glaffes,. the paths between the ridges 
fhould be filled up level with the ground on the 
. ridges, and the^ whole trodden down very hard, 
' which is a fure method to caufe the fruit to fct, 
provided they have no water, and are expofed to 
the open air at all times in the day when the wea- 
ther will permit. 

The early cauliflowers will now begin to'appear 
in the centre of the plants; therefore they (hould 
be earefuUy looked over every day, breaking down 
fome of the inner leaves of fuch as appear in 
flower (as it is ufually termed) to prcferve them 
white ; for by being expofed to the fun and air, 
they will fooft change yellow. 

Hoe winter crops of onions^' carrots, leeks, 

parfnips, and beets, to clear them from weeds ; this 

method of hoeing between crops is far preferable 

to hand weeding, becaufe the whole furface of the 

"- ground 
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ground being fticred^ the fmaii feeditng weeds will 
be deftroyed, and the plants arc thereby greatly 
forwarded in their growth ; and the keeping your 
crops clear from weeds at this time will be of great 
fervice to them, and fave much labour the fucceed- 
ing months. 

Tranfplant ctlicia, cos» imperial^ and brown * 
Dutch lettuces into north borders, to fucceed 
thofe planted the bil month ; and toward the end 
of -the month you . may fow fome coa, cilicia, 
brown Dutch, and common cabbage lettuces^ to 
fupply the table in Auguft ; fhefe feeds mud be 
fown. in an open ,ntuation, for walls^ pales, or 
hedges^ will draw the plants up weak. 

. Sow finnochia in drills about eighteen inches or 
two feet afunder, to fucceed that fown the tail 
month; and draw the earth up to the plants which 
are almoft full grown, to blanch them. 

N. B. This (hould have alight, rich, moid foil, 
when fown at this feafon, otherwife it is apt -to 
?run to feed, efpecially if the feafon proves dry. 

You may yet .plant flips of fage, rofcmary, 
Jiyflbp, lavender, marum, maftich, and moft other 
aromatic plants, obferving-to (hade and water th^m 
until they have taken root ; biit it is much better 
to plant thefe flips jufl before they flioot, becaufe 
the flioots which have been produced the fame fea- 
fon are tender, fo droop and frequently decay, 
whereby they do not take fo welL 

The early cabbages now begin to turn their in- 
'iier kayes^ for cabbaging, which may be forwarded 
by tying their leaves together, either with a withy 
orbafs mat, as is pra^ifed by the gardeners .near 
Juondon} which caufes them to whken within 
much fooner than they otherwife would, whereby 
■■ they have them fit fpr .ufe or the market a fbrtnight 

or. three weeks earlier in the feafon. 
^ Look over your artichpkes again, >cnd pull up 
all the plaBts from th^^aot^j whkh have been pror 
' • ' duced 
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fyork to be done in the Fruit-GarDEN. 

In the beginning of this month you muft look 
over your wall and efpalicr trees, and carefully 
take off all foreright (hoots and fuch as are luxu- 
riant and ill placed, and train the kindly branches 
as you would preferve, rcgufarly to the wall or 
efpalicr, which will prevent them from growing 
into confufion ; and ftrengthen the fruit branches, 
as alfo admit the fun and air to the branches and 
fruit, which are often obftruSed by the luxuriant 
growth of thole (hoots to the great prejudice of 
them both. The negl^ft of doing this work early 
Xill ocdifion much more trouble, and greatly in- 
jur*e your trees. Where this work is negleSed 
this month, the trees cannot be brought into fo 
good order by any after-mariagement the fame year. 

Where apricots and peaches have been left too 
thick when firft looked over, ihey (hould be thinned 
the beginning of the month, obferving never to 
leave two or more fruit together (as is too often 
pradifed by covetous perfons) tho' there be but a 
fmall crop on the trees, for the leaving of the fruit 
finglc, will make thofe left on much larger and 
better flavoured, and render the trees ftronger for 
fuccceding years : whereas, when^they' are over- 
charged with fruit, they are often fo much t^^ak- 
cned a« not to be recoverable in lefs than three or 
four years, notwithftanding they may be under the 
moft (kilfut management ;' befides, one dozen of 
fair well-flavoured fruit is preferable to five or fix 
dozen of fuch as are fmall and ill-nouri(hed, -and 
will fell for more nwney in the markets. Thedif- 
tance allowed to all forts of fruits muft be propor- 
tionable IQ their ufual fizes ; for inftance, the mid- 
dling or fmaU peaches and neSarines, five or fix 
inches afunder is fufficient, but for the large (brts 
eight inches is full near enough. This muft alfo 
be proportioAed to the ftrcngth of the trees, and 

ot 
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of the bnmclies on which they grow: for weak 
trees ftould bine a lefs number of frait left on 
them than thofe which are fti;ong, becauie they are 
lefs capable of nouriihing them; andfuch branches 
as are wei^ muft not have mnch fruit left on them 
for the fame reafon, becaufe when branches are 
overcharged with fruit, they are often recidered fo 
, iweak as to be liable to fuffer by the leaft incle- 
mency of the leafon. Pecahes and nedarines^ 
whofe fruits are only produced on the (hoots of the 
former year, fliould not ^have more than two or 
three fruit left upon a branch where it is ftrong^ 
and but one on thofe that are very weak. 

You muft now look carefully over your vtnes^ 

«nd ftop fuch (hoots as have fruit on them at the 

iecond or third joint beyond tiie fruit, and train 

the branches clofe to the wall in a regular order; 

but tUe (hDots «s aredefigned for bearing the fuc** 

ccedingyear, (houtd not be ftopped until the latter 

rend of the next month, or the beginning of July ; 

-for when they are ftopped too foon, the lower buds 

joften pufh out weak (hoots, which is a gr^at pre* 

judice to them. At the fame time you muft rub 

off all weak trailing branches clofe to the places 

where they are produced, for if fuflFered to renuin, 

they will occafion a great confu(ion of branches^ 

whereby the fruit will be greatly retarded in their 

growth, and the (hoots for bearing the following 

year will be greatly weakened. If this be duly 

obferved, there will never be a nece(Ety for diveft- 

jngthe (hoots of their leaves talet the air and fun 

to the fruit, as is by fome un(kilful perfons too 

often pradi(bd, to the injury both-of the fruit and 

branches. For the fruit always require to be 

fcreened by fome leaves, otherwife the fun ftod air 

wiH harden, .and inftead of accelerating, will re« 

tard their ripening $ and the (hoots reqiaire theif 

leaves to mfptre and perfpire, >irbereby they dif* 

icharge the inpeffluoui moifture. 

F In 
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In moift weather you mirft iook tarefvllly after 
fnatis, efpecially in the eveflingt tad ii)ormag8» or 
jifter warm (howerst wken tbef ^^H come from 
behind wall-treea, and other plms of flieltcr, fo 
tnay beeafily taken: thefe are great enenues to 
choice fruity but efpecially to peinrfae^ neSariDes, 
and apricots. 

If ihe feafon prove dry, yon muft not forget to 
-refrefli the trees lately planted with wacer; in doiog 
¥^hich it will be proper %o fprinfcle the water o^cr 
all their branches, which will be of great ferv ice in 
waftiing ofiF dijft and filth which their leaves nnay 
have con traded ; and open the pores of the fliooifl^ 
<which in very dry weather are nuoy tincjes -almoil 
^tofed, whereby the trees fuffer greatly; nor is the 
water, when poured t© the root only, capable of 
irelieving them when in this condition; this is one 
. reafon, why rain is much oiore effe^aal thaa arti- 
ficial watering:^ but thefe watsertngs ihoirid he al- 
ways performed in the evening after the heat of the 
day IS over, that the warer niay have time to foak 
down to the roots, and the ^loifture be dried off 
from the leaves by the morning fun ; for when this 
is done in the morning, and the heat of the fnn 
4:oming upon the trees fgon afier* the leaves arc 
frequently fcalded thereby ; the fpherical drops of 
water which remain on their furface, cauiing the 
rays of the fun to converge to a focus meeting in 
appoint. 

Keep the borders about your froiUtreed clear 
from weeds, and alfoffom all Aror^gro wing plants, 
which will exhauft the goodnefs of the foil^ to their 
great prejudice ; this ihould alfo be carefoHj ob- 
fcrved in the nurfery for the fame reafon. 

About the middle of this month you muft took 
oter your vizAeyard grapes, taking ofF daiigtiBg 
fhoots, apd ftop thofe which have fruitupon tHem, 
which muft BOW be failened to the ftakes to pre- 
vent their being br^a bf vdodi^ l^ot ^ fhoots 

for 
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for the next ycaA bearing muft be trained upright j 

to the ftakcs, and not flopped nniil the end of the 
next mofith or the beginning of July, for the rea- 
fons before given for the wail vines. 

YotJ nmft aHb obferve to keep the groand in the 
vineyard very clear from weeds, and fuffer no forts 
of plants whatever to grow between the rows of 
vines, for nothhrg -Can be more prcjudrcial than 
permttting weed$ or plants to ^row in vineyards. 

The vines and other frint-tnecs againft hci '' 
walls, (hooW now have a large fhare of air when- 
ever the vieathcr will permit, otherwife theiV (hoots 
wiiU be drawn too weak, and the trees * thereby » 

rendered (hort in th<;ir djuration: the apricot?, 
peaches, and other ftone fruit-trees againft thefe 
walls, (hould be frequently watered ; for as the 
rain will be excluded from both the trees and bor- 
ders by the covers, this muft be fupplitd with wa- 
ter, fprinkled all ovei^ the branches carefully' in the 
evening, for the reafons before given. 

Toward the latter end of this month break ofi^ 
the cUy from trees grafted in the fpring, and 
loofen their bandages, otherwife they will be fub- 
jeO: to break off -where they are pinched with the 
bafs in windy weather.

You muft carefully keep the ground hoed be- 
;tweea the youqg trees» for nothing is more injuri- 
ous to. them than to fufFen weeds oi^oither. plants to 
,grow amongft thein^ for thefe .jx)b tbem of theix 
nourifliment ; and if weeds are permitted to get 
^ftrcngthy it will be much more >trouble to root 
them out afterwards. . Nor fliould you ^ilant .aaj 
kitchen herbs between your pow« of trees (as is 
-by foncieuafkilful and covetous perfons pra^lifed j) 
for thefe will draw all the nourilhment from them^ 
\and render them weak and^unheilthy. 

The middle of the month youfnud look otct 
your grafts, and take off the loam from thero,\and 
.thofe fattened with bandages fbould noW fee un- 
itied, other.wife the graft will be ptnchfed at the 
.ftock, and be in danger of breaking ofF with the 
♦wind ; and where there are any (boots pot cmt boast 
the flocks below the graft, they fliould, be rubbed 
■ofF, Qtherwife -you will rob the ,grafts of thek 
^ouriftimer\t. You fliould alfo look over the trees 
budded the la ft feafon, and when you^obferve the 
Jeaves to curl up by being inferted w.iiii infers, 
•j)ull off the curled leaves, otherwife they will fpotl 
the upright (hoot; and if there are any fhoots 
produced from the flocks under the bud, they 
Ihould alfo be entiiely rubjbed . off" for the reafon 
before given. 

Where your buds or grafts have made vigorous 
.ftioots, it will be proper to fupport ihenfi with ihort 
ftakei; otherwife tliey will be in danger of being 
broke out of the flocks by' ftrong winds, efpecially 
thofe in ex;pofed fit uai ions. 

Your feed-beds of young plants muft now be 

carefully wecdedj and in dry weather frequently 

" rcfrefbed with water^ oihcc wife they will be fo 

ftiQted 
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ftintedas not to make any progrefs the fame feafon. 
Your young plants of cedars, firs, pines, cy« 
preft, bay, arbutos, juniper, hoHy, tsfr. rouft 
now be often refrcflied with water; this- ihould 
riot be given to themin large quantities; btit rather 
often and moderate. You muft' aifo obferve to 
fluide then) from the fun in the ihidd^e of the day« 
to which if they are to mtich expofcd while young, 
h is often very dcftruQive to them; as are alfo the 
diy ing winds- which frequently Veign in the fpring; 
and ire very often the deftruSion of' numbers of 
plants by drying their tender ftenrls. 

You m^y now make layers of the double and 
finglie virgrns- bower; and' other climbing plants; 
for many of thefe wilPnotptft oat rcors from ihs 
old woody (hoots, bat the tender branches of she 
ft;ne year's growth' laid down iff this month or the 
beginning of the next will take root very well. 
Yotr may alfo lay down alaterdufes, phillyreas, 
and- fonrw other evergreen- treesi which alfo tal:e 
root better from young ihoots than old branches. 

If thismonth prove very dry, you moft x:ontinue 
to water fuch evergreens and other young trees as 
were removed the laft momh» other wife they will 
iiifFer greatly. But do this with caution, for man/ 
people deftroy their trees by over-watering them: 
Alfa renew the molch round the trees, to prevent 
the fun and wind from drying the ground. Where 
theroots of new-planted trees are carefully mulch- 
©d, if they have water once a week in dry weatheti 
it will b^ fufEcient,. 

fVork'to lie done in the Flow er-Ga1ei den: 

The beginning of this month you fhould take up' 
jrour dioice hyacinth roots which are paft flower*- 
iogf.and lay them horizontally in a bed of earth > 
to ripen, leaving their leaves and flems out of the 
fpound to decay,. in the manner direded in the 

Gardekeks^ 
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Gardeners Dictionary^ under the article 
h) acini h. 

Shade your choice tulips^ ranonculufes, an&* 
monies, and other curious flowers now blowing 
from the fun, during the heat of the day, which 
will continue them in beauty much longer than if 
fully expofed. 

Take up roots of faffron and other forts of au- 
tumnal crocus, as alfo colchtcurds, antamnal ama* 
ryllis, hsemanihus^ Perdan cyclamen, and pancra- 
tium, w.horc leaves are by this time decaying, and 
fpread them on mats \n the (hade to dry; after 
which fome. of the forts may be kept in bags until 
July, when it will be a proper fcafon for planting 
them again. But the Perfian cyclamen (hould not 
be kept long but of the ground, and thofc other 
roots fhould be guarded from rats and mice, other* 
wife they will deftroy them. 

This is alfo a good fcafon to tranfplant fuch of 
the bulbous and tuberpfe-rooted flowers as blow itt 
auiumn, which ftould be done when their kavea 
are decayed; as the autumnsd cyclamen or fow- 
bread, flarry autumnal hyacinth, i^c. provided 
their leaves are dec;aytd, otherwife it (hould be dc*. 
ferred a Utile longer, but the roots (hould not be 
kept long out of the ground. 

Clean the borders of your flower-garden from 
weeds, which, if permitted to grow at this feafen 
will be more difficult to deftroy, dnd^caufe a deal 
of trouble to extirpate afterwards.. 

About the middle of this month, if the feafon 
prove favourable, you may pUnt out your hardy 
annuaU,. fuch as marvel of Peru, fweet fultan, 
China flarwort, fwett refeda, called mignonette 
d*Egyp^ French and African marigolds, comrnon 
female bal famine, capficom, brown JQlly or egg 
plant, z^innla, foreign thorn apple, double^ China 
pink, fpiked amaranths, and feveral other forts, 
which, if artfully difpofed, will aflFord an agree* 

able 



«ble pkafiir^, sfter the beauty of the fpring U pad; 
but they (houtd be thoroughly inured Id the open 
air before they ^re tranfplanted out of the hot-bed* 
Sow dwarf annual flower-ieeds in patches upon- 
ttie borders of the flower-garden, where they are 
inteoded to reaiain, as candy tuft, Venus look* 
ifig-glafs,. Venus navelworf, dwarf annnual flocks^ 
dwarf lychnis, LobclV catchfly, convolvulus mi* 
Ror, fnails and caterpillars, Avith many other kinds; 
theie will fuccecd thofe Town the former months 
knd hereby the borders may be kept in beauty 
rtirough the (eafon ; and alfo plant the feveral kinds 
ef lupine,, fweet fcented peas, Tangier peas, feed» 
of the Indian na(lurtium> large convolvulus, and 
•ther climbing annual plants, where they may 
fcave roMn to fpread, aiid have fome fupport ; in 
which places they will flower, and make a beautiful 
appearance late in the autumn^ 

Tranrplant fach biennial and perennial flowers 
a^were fowtr in the flower-nurfery in March, if 
they are grown large enough for the purpofe, inta 
beds of fr^(h earth in the (kme nurfery, where 
ihey may remain till the latter end of September, 
©r beginning of OSober,, when they muft be 
removed into the borders of the flower garden : of 
thefc forts are Canterbury bcll^,. Fwnch honcy- 
fuckles, fweet wUliams, pinks, columbines, fox* 
gloves,, Greek valerian, hollyhocks, with many 
<rther^. 

Tie upthe fpindtes of carnations, divefting them 
^f all fide pods, which, if permitted to remain on, 
would weaken the principal flower; and alfo ptrr 
•down fticks to faften the ftems of all flowers which 
are rifing up to blow, otherwjfe they will, be in 
danger of being broken by the winds. 

In this month, if the young flowcr-ftalks of the 
•feveral forts of lychnidea, the late flowering after 
w ftarwort with narrow leaves,, and the double 

fcarlct 
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Icarlet lychnis, are cut ofF and planted iit a (hady 
border^ they will take root very well ; and this is 
the beft method of propagating feveral of ihefe 
perennial flowers. The cuttings of the ftarwort 
will make good plants,, and produce flowers the 
follpwing autumn. 

Make a frefli hot-bed for amaranthufes, dou- 
ble-ftriped balfamine, and other tender exotic an- 
nuals, and put them into larger pots of good earth, 
placing them upon the hot- bed, and fill up the in- 
terftices'between the pots with earth; if care be 
taken of them at this time, they will be very firpng 
and beautiful, and from thefe plants good feeds 
may be obtained. 

Your auriculas, now paft flowering, ihou|d be 
removed into a ihady fituation (not und^r- the 
droppings of trees, which will rot them ;) but ra- 
ther in the (hade of buildings, where they are exr 
pofcd to the open air ; in which place they muft 
remain, until the heat of fummer, is oven 

TranQplant ftock-gilliflowers, Wallflowers, feed^ 
ling pinks, carnations, and other perennial, feed- 
ling, fibrous-rooted flowers in . moid weather; 
and fow feme feeds of annual, fcarlet, and purple 
flock-gilUflowersj which will produce (horter plants^ 
and often endure the cold of the next. winter 
better than thofe fown earlier, and are become 
larger plants.^ 

Toward the latter end of the month you may 
take up fucb of the early l>lowing tulip roots, 
whofe leaves are decayed ; alfo fpring crocus, fno w- 
drops, and feme of the forward apemonies, if their 
leaves are decayed ; after* which, the roote which 
are intended to be taken up, (hould not be permit- 
ted to remain long in, the ground, lefl they fend out 
new fibres. 

Plant fome tuberofe^ roots upon a moderate hot- 
bed, to fucceed thole planted in March and April,; 
by which method, you may continue a fucceflTion of 

this 
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this fragrant flower until the end of Odober in - 
beauty. 

Your pots or tubs of fccdling irifes, narciflufes^ 
tulips, and other bjtilboas- rooted flowers^ (hould 
be removed into a (hady fituation the beginning of 
this ntionth (if it was not done in April,) where 
they muft remain until autumn; nothing being 
more injurious to thefe young^oots than expofing 
them to the violence of the fun in fummer, cfpe<« 
cialty thofe in tubs or pots : thofe in beds ihould be 
alfo (haded^with matiin the heat of the day* 

Toward the end of this month the leaves of tho ' 
Guernfey lilies will decay, when their roots ihould' 
be tranfplanted ; and at this feafon they may be 
ftfely tranfported, becaufe you may keep them two » 
months out of the ground without injury. 

The young plants of fcabroufes, fvveet fultan, « 
liidianpink^ chryfanthemum, buphthalmum, fweet^ 
rcfeda or mfgrronette, andOriental peritcariai may 
now be planted into the beds or borders of the 
flower-garden, where they will make a -beautiful' 
appearance^ and give a fragrance when they flower. •

PUce your ' pots t>f choice '^carnations ' upon the

Tha^grafs'walk^ and lawns in the pleafure-gar- 
den fhouW now be'^uly mowed and rolled, other- 
wife thegrafs wlH foon grow rank and unfightly; • 
and where daificsj plantaiuj or other weeds^ are 
mixed with the grafs, they fhould be vreeded out,/ 
otherwife many of their feeds will ripen and feat - 
ter, and thereby multiply their fpecies, which ^ 
wll overpower ' the grafs, afid render the verdure- 

Icfs agre^^ble. 
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The gravel-walks (hould be kept clean, for a 
Utile negleQ at this feafon will render it troub)c- 
fome to bring theni into good order agaia for a 
)'ear or two.

Make layers of myrtles, pomegranates^ jafmines,.

obferving to lay fome QtuUh over them> and fup- 
ply them frequently with water, which wilt 
greatly facilitate their sooting v but not in too great 
quantities. 

In the middle of the day, if the weather prove, 
hot, you fliould (hake theglafles of the ftove and 
the hot'beds where your choice exotics plants are. 
placed, and let them have free air in proportion to* 
the warmth of the feafon ; and fuch ef your ex* 
otic plants as want (hifting ihould be removed, and 
fome of them placed in larger pots,, giving ^themt 
frefli earth, and then plunge them into the^ hot-> 
bed again, obferving to ihade the glafles until they 
have taken fcefli root. 

Toward the latter end of the month plant cut-^ 
tii^s of mefembryaBthemi,. fedums, cotyledons^, 
cereufes, euphorbiums, and other fuccUlent plants^ 
laying them in a dry (hady place a. week or fbrt«^ 
flight, according as they are more or lefs fucculent 
before they are planted, that the wounded part may 
be healed bver, otherwife they are fubjed to rot ;« 
and when they are planted they (hould be placed

v^ith water a« they may require: the hardy forts>. 
may alfo be planted in a bed of light earth* u^here^ 
if they are fcreened wiith mat$^ t^y wcili (teelf 
take root. 

Cleanfe the leaves of aloes and other tender «](<» 
otic plants from diift and filth, which they con- 
traded in the houfe during the winter, and eut 
off all decayed leaves, for now the wodnds given 
to them will foon hea! : this is alfo a proper time 
to cut off the heads of thofe forts of aloes- which 
grow with large Aettitf and ftldom afford oiF^fets ;. 
fo that there is no other niethodto propagate them, 
than by taking off therr heads for planting, and 
thereby canfing their flems to fend forth a frefit 
fhoot or two; but obferMe to leave three or four 
good' leaves upon the flem to draw the fap, other- 
wife the (lem will decay wiihout prodiKing dny 
new head ; you mud alfo keep theiti \n the houfe^ 
aiid not exfofe thenfi abroad to the wet^ until the 
wounds are perfedly healed ; and if plunged into 
a fiH>derat^ hot-bed, it wtU facilitate their (hooting.. 

Turn over you heaps of comport td prev^it 
weeds growing on them ; and the oftener this is^ 
dtme, the belter wilkhey be mixed^and fweetcned 
for life. 

Bring out all your hardy exotic pla^^ts, fucb a^ 
ctftufcs, geraniums, ^hyli<?a, celaftrus, foitf^l-tree, 
amber-tree^ ardot'tfee, hermannias, yeHow itidian

If the ftafon prove cool,. :ind the bark- bed where 
your ananas are placed (hould abate of its heat» 
you mud (lir it np again^ and mix alitlle new barfc 
wiih it, which will renew the heat,^ and forward 
the fruit: it will alfo be of great fer viae to the 
young plants, defigned fo? fruiting the next year;, 
for if the tan- beds are kept is a kindly heat alt the 
fum'mer^ and a fuiScient ihiH-e of air admitted to 
them, they will becon>e flrong and healthy^ ai)d 
produce large fruit.

and fome forts of aloes« 
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Work to be dme in the Kitchen-Gardih. 



THE iK^ioDing' of thk moiitfa^ traDfjplanl 
cabbage and favoy plant9> to fupply the 
kitchen in winter, either on an open fpot of 
ground, or b^ween rows of beans, caultf owers^ 
OfiTi. which may be takeo off .the ground in a fllort 
tiine, wh^eby they will have room to grow ; and 
beings ihaded by. the o||i«r ^of% at firft plantingi V 
will take root fooner than if quite efpofed to the 
fun ; and by obfervit^ to pm one crop to fucceed 
another, a ikilful perfonViH produce more vege*' 
t^bl^5 fi;oin one acre of land, than othert can from 
two or ihrce, which is what every perfon, who it 
acquainted with the London gardeners pradice 
mufl be copvioced of. 

The cauliflower plants fown the laft month for 
winter ufe, will be Bt to tranfplant toward the 
end of ihis { when they ihouM be pricked out inta 
becis.of rich earth, obferving to- (hade them untii» 
they. have t^ken root; and be fure to-watcr them 
duly in dry weather, otherwife they are apt to ftink 
and be infelled with infers* 

Hoe and clean cai^rots, parfnips> onions, le^^ks,. 
beets, and all other late crops \ for if the weeds 
are permitted to grow at this feafon,'raany of ihem 
will (hed their feeds in a ftort time, and become 
trOuUefome hereafter ; and the larger forts will 
overbear tjie crops, and draw them up weak, to 
their great prejudice*. ^ 

Yovt 
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You may yet make flips or cuttings of iSge, 
rofemary, fltrchas, lavender, hyflbp, winter favory, 
and other aromatic plants ; iho* it were better if 
done earlier in the year, becaufe this month often 
proves hot and dry^ and the plants having long and 
lender (hoots, are in greater danger of mifcarrying, 
Thefc cuttings (hould have a fmall part of the for- 
mer year*s (hoot to them, whieb is the fureft me- 
thod of fuctefi. 

Plane out young plants of all forts of fweet herbs 
fpwn \j\ March ; as thyme, hyflbp, fwcct-marjo- 
raiti, (Je: and alfo cUry, bornW, (brr^l, marigoUs^ 
and many other forts, oMiervtug to allow tliem 
foom enough to fpread, which wilt i-ender tfatm 
much ftronger thati thofe which remiitti \n the 
Ifeed-bedc ; but thefe m%ift be My watered, and the 
fweet herbs |>laAtedifi beds flibutd be (creencxl bom 
the foil tintil they huft tatsett root* 

Ckaf and koc Ihe^rbufttf whtreonywf eartied 
€auUfiowek-s grew, w1>ii<h will ht aU- gone by the 
middle or tatter end of this month. And if jou 
have ridges of ctteunobers or melons made between 
the rows of citulifiowers, (as is the praCltce of the 
London gardeners,) dig all the grotind between 
the ridges of cucumbers, and lay out- the vines in 
regiilar order 5 ttis Vrill not only looftn the ^ound 
for their roots, but alfo dcftrby ihewe?;ds and ren- 
der the forface of the gfomid whclfomer for the 
vines to lie upon: in doing this, be very careful 
not to bruife or break the vines, which would be 
very injurious to them ; and (if poffible) let it be 
done in moill weather. 

hfow you ihould fH\ up the alleys between your 
laft ridges of melons r if this be done with loam 
and very rotten ^ow dung mixed, or with rotten 
tan, and the whole trodden down very clofc, the 
plants will not require any water afterwards ; for 
if their roots have depth enough 0/ (Irong bnd or 
ta%^thcy will produce a much, greater crop of fi-uit 
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than tbofe pUnted on- (hallow beds, which niuft 
be watered, ^d.tbe fruit will be much better flar 
voured. 

Sow turnips upon a moid fpot of ground, wboi 
there is a profped of raio in a little tiaiCp for 
moiilure will bring up the plants in a few^ays^ but 
in dry weather the feeds will remain in the ground 
and not vegetate ; befides, if the plants come up^ 
and the weather continues very hot and dry, the fly 
will take them nnd dedroy them in a (hort tune. 
To pre.vcnt which, fome farmers fteep their feeds 
in water ftrongty impregnated with oiir% and 
folphur. 

The beginning of the month you may fow fome 
. broccoli feed for the fecond crop, and finnochia 
to fucceed that fown the middle of the former; 
in very hot weather this plant wjU not remain good 
above a fortnight before it runs ta feed, fo th^t i{ 
it be not often fowrif there will be a want, to fup* 
ply the kitchen* 

Traniflant celery into ihatiow treocbes fof 
blanching, allowing about four or five inches fpace 
between them in the rows; andnoake the trencbcf 
three feet afunder, that there .n>ay be room enough 
between them to earth up the planu when full 
grown. 

Plant the lad cro^ of. kidney -beans to fucceed 
thofe planted in May ; and fow brown Dutch, and 
common cabbage lettuces for a late crop;^ tranf* 
piaitt fuch lettuces as were fown the beginning of 
May, obferving to place them in a (hady fituatioii^ 
but not under trees, nor too near walls or other 
buildings, which will draw them up weak and- pre* 
vent their cabbaging. 

Tranfplant endive in^an open moid fpot ol 
ground for blanching, allowing the plants a foot 
didance each way, that they may have room to 
fpread; and the latter end of this month fow fome , 
feed for the full crop. 

CoBttnue 
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Continue to fow- fmall fallet herbs every three 
or four days ; fuch as creffes, muftard, turnip, 
rape, radifh, Off* for at this feafon they w* 
Ibon grow tdf> targe for ufe. 

Then the finnochia plants Ibwn the forrhcr 
month, obferving to allow themi room enough to 
grow, otherwifc they will draw up weak, and ne- 
ver fwell at bottom ; but thofc taken out (hould 
not be tranfplanted, for they rarely are goodfor a»y 
thing, being very fubjeft to ruiv to feed before 
they arrive to any fize.* 

Tlic broccoli fawn in Misry (hbuld b^ now prick- 
ed out into beds at about three inches afunder,. 
where they will grow ftrong, in order for planting 
out the next nyonth ; ^br where they are fuffered- 
to grow in the feed4)ed* too long they draw up 
weak, and never- produce fo good heads as thofe 
that are (hort and ftrong in the ftcnis., 

. W^ed and thin- the plants^ in your cucumber- 
holes which were Town for pickling; obfervrng to 
fcave but fbur of the ffrongeff aod'beft fitaated 
plants in each hole; aod^at the fame time earth up 
their (hanks, which will greatly .flrengthen themi 
and water them to fettle the earth. 

Ptant'Out cardoons for good, allowing each plant* 
four feet rOem, otherwife they cannot be earthed 
ttp fo high as they require when fully grown. 
- In dry weather gather feeds of the forts that arc 
ripe, fpreading them upon mats or cloths to dry,, 
before ftiby are rubbed or beaten out of their hufka 
or pods. 

Gather herbs for dryingoF ftich forts as are now 
-in flower, t^/s; cardaus benedidus, mint,4avender,. 
clary, fage, marigold flowers, Wr. and hang 
'Ihem.up or fpread them on cloths in a fliady place, 
where they may dry leifurely, which will render 
them better for any p«rpofe, than if dried in the 
fuD ; and this is the beft feafon for diftiHing moft. 

forts 
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forts of herbs, which being now in. flower, are 
much, better than when fuffere^l to Aand longer. .^ 
Your melon plants growing upon beds not deeply 
earthed-, and arc now fetting their fruit, fhould be 
fhaded in the beat of the day with mats If the 
weather prove very warm, otherwife thei^ fruit will 
4irop ; and be vCareful not to give them too much 
* wa.ter, which is often injurious to them. Thebcft 
method is to water the alleys between the beds^ 
which will foak through to the rpots of the plantSf * 
and thereby fupply them with moidure ; and there 
will be no danger of the plants rotting by this me- 
thod, as the water wjll not come near their ftems. 

Gather up, faails in the morning and evening, 
iand after fliowers of rain, at which times they wilt 
€ome<abroad frpna their holes and places of harbour, 
iind are eafily deftroyed. 

The weeds which now come up in mod gar- 
dens are, wild orach, nightlhade, thorn-apple, 
ground fel, fow-thiftlcs, fhepherdVpurfc, dande- 
lion, pimpernel, 6*ff. which, if permitted to grow^ 
will foon fhed their feeds, whereby the ground will 
be pleftti&illy flocked with them, and by their 
;growth arnong crops wiH foon get the better of 
xhem, and fpoil all the plants near them. 

You nnay .now traniplant ieejks out of the feed- 
>beds into the places where they are to remain, ob- 
serving to water them until they have taken root : 
-this is often praSifed in fmail gardens where any 
early crop of beans or cauliflowers has been pro- 
duced on the fame grotmd, before the leel^s are 
planted on it. ^ 

' The young afparagus-heds planted, rn March^ 
.ftiooild be Jccpt very clean from weeds, which j if 
permitted to grow, will foon weaken the roots, 
and fon>etimes deflrdy them. For wherever a lar|;e 
^Weed happens to fiand near any of the afparagus 
plants^ their roots will infinuate themfelves be* 
.tween thole of the a^acagus; fo that ia pulling 
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liip the weeds, the roots of afparagus are often 
4ca^n with them. 

PnduUs of the Kitchen-Garden. 

CauViftowcrs in pltnty, cabbages, young car- 
rots, beaiis, peas, artichokes, afparagus, turnips, 
cucumbers, melons, kidney- beans, cabbage lettu- 
ces of various kinds ; all foris of young fallet- 
kerbs J as chervil, creffes, muftard, rape,^ radifh, 
com-fallet, purflane, fuckers of artichokes, and 
fome heads of early artichokes from the old ftocks, 
tanfey, mint, baum, and other aromatic pot-herbs, 
fome late radifhes, Wr. fome early finnochia, large- 
rooted parfley, alfo celery and endive, where fown 
very early, with other kinds. 

All forts of fweet herbs, as lavender, thyme, 
winter favory, hyflfop, maruni, maftich, floechas, 
t^c. alfo fage, rofemary, origanum, pennyroyal, 
parfley, forrel, burnet, buglofs, borage for cool 
tankards, with many kiftds of medicinal or culi- 
nary plan^ts. 

Work to be done in the FruiT-Qardbn. 

Begin to inoculate ftonefruits toward the end of 
the month, doing it in an evening or in cloudy 
weather: the fir (1 fort fit to bud, is the mafculine 
apricot, afterward all the other forts of apricots, 
th^n the peaches and neSarines, cherries, plums, 
'Uc. obfcrving to take- of each fort according to 
their times of ripening. 

You muft now look over your wall and efpalier 
trees again, and rub off all (orerightj^ ill-placed, 
or luxuriant branches, and train the others r^u- 
' larfy at equal diftances to the wall or efpalier ; 
but be not too oflkious with thfe knife at this fca- 
fon, neither fuffer any of the leaves to be pulled 
from the branches, Unlefs idiftempcrcd ; for pulling 
off the leaves- w?H cxpofe the fruit" too much to the 
fon in tire daf, imd cotd'H^the oight^ ai^'tilerebf 
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cI]^cJe, tji^ir ^owtkc; h^ddcSj, by taking off the 
IjQOt^QS'toofQodi ibe bttds fcH'iBed ftC their foot- fialk» 
^m b9[ gftaily, injured* 

Where fe^h^ and Qefltrines have been left 
iw clc^e togeUier when they were thinned^ they 
itkouH fiow be t»ken<off> being careful not to fuffer 
^wd or more fmiis to grow nearer than five or fia; 
tn<(hes ^)aft> wbith will greatly improve the fruity 
and ftfeagtbentbe.' tfe« for the fucceeding year. 

Look iaf^fi^lly aCier fnaiU and other vermin 
inrbWh ifliMI yonff choke fruit, aod if not tamely 
freventedsi fpoU it io a ibort time at this feafon. 

ki duy wefttbei water the trees tranfplantcd the 
former feafoas obferving to preferve mulch upon 
the furfacc of the ground about their roots, to pre- 
rvejjt their being dried by the fun and windj and 
feften f hofe (hoQts which have bcien produced, eiihef 
-tQtbevMiU or^fp^lier , in the order they ibouM 
^n^wi if pernaUted to grow loofc, they M'illbeui' 
danger of beiug broken by winds, ^c. 

Obfervt to ktep the ground about your trees 
clear from weeds, and all other plants ; for if they 
are fuffered to grow, they will exhauft the nou- 
tifliment of tfee ground, to ttje great injury of the 
trees, and alfo to the fruits fuch trees produce ; 
«]id^iU not^ be nej^^ fo large nor well tafied, as 
thofe produced, upoiv tree? where no plants arc fuf- 
fered to grow 9boiit iheox : you (hould alfo gently 
(lir up the. earth of the borders with a dung-fork, 
tptpofen-it where it has been ti^odden down, by 
looking over and naiUngthe^ trees: or if the foil 
ia v^y ftrong.and fi^b}^ to be bound, or grow 
hard, this will prepare the ground to receive every 
fiiQwer of vai;^, and admii tti :ta Chetr roots ; but 
t^h IhouJd bo: very carefoliy performed, for as not 
to fork too deep,...tO: Aftufb tbe rMtaof the treos, 
«r #xpofie^ thfm to ibe fii^und «tr. 

The vines ,im4i <*W bt; lopfcfdt ov^- V^^* 
jKMkthe branches w^icb are loofe nauii be fauenetf 

t* 
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to the wall ; and all fide Qu>ots or weak trailing 
branches,, nnoft be entirely Itkenofl^ that the fruit 
may enjoy the benefit of the fiin and ilir, which is 
abfoluteiy neceffary to promote their growth ; but 
this is often neglected in maiiy gardens, and th(^ 
branches permitted to bang from the wall> and 
entangle with each other ; fo that when they are 
put in their proper pofition, their leaves will be 
often difplaced l)y having their back piirts upward^ 
whereby the fruit will be retarded in its growth, 
until they have turned their furfece upward again; 
.and this negled occafions the late ripening or ill 
tafte of Irha fruit, and alfo renders the wood foft 
aod pithy, by which means it produces a much left 
c|uanlity of fruit the following year. 
*' The vineyard Iho^fld alfo be thus ihanaged at 
'this feafon, faftening the (hoots to the (lakes in re- 
gular order, that eacli may eqisally have the advan- 
tage of fun and air ; and keep the ground perfedly 
clear from all other plants or weeds^ which, if per- 
mitted to grow^ will greatly prejudice them the 
following year,

rmes,' and grapes ; and- in the hot-houfe, ananas 
or pine apples.

Work t9 ie dme bt the NukSERY. 

Obferve in this month (as direded in the fonncr) 
to keep the ground between your rows of trees in 
the nurfery entirely clear from weeds, for they are 
very injurious to the trees ; and nothing can Kave a 
worfe^appearance than a nurfery over-grown with 
weeds, therefore this caution cannot be too often 
repeated : obferve alfo to keep the feed beds in 
which the feeds of trees and flirubs were^own, en- 
tirely clear from weeds ; for thefe plants being 
young' are fopn greatly injured, if not totally de* 
ftroyed by tHem. 

Toward the latter end of thi^ month you mud 
begin td bud apricots, and fome early peaches zntf 
neSarines, but in this be guided by the condition 
of the trees from whence the cuttings arc taken ; 
for if the feafon has proved very dry, the bnds wtll 
not eafily part from the fhoot, in which cafe it will 
be proper to defer this work a little longer. 

Obferve to renew the mulch about your new- 
planted trees where it is decayed, for at this feafon, 
if the weather proves dry, the moiftureof the earth 
■will be exhaled, and the young fibres will foon be 
dried up, where this work is noL carefully per- 
formed. 

You may yet lay down the tender (hoots of virgin 
bovi^er, paflion-flowers, and many other climbing 
plants, whofe'fhootsof the fame year put outVooti 
readily when laid at this feafon; whereas if the 
laying them is deferred till autumn, they frequently 
mtfcarry, or not haVe roots fit to take off from the 
ftocks under two years; after thefe are layed, ob- 
ferve to water them in dry weather, which will 
greatly promote their taking root. Bat thefe wa- 
terings dught not to be too often repeated, nor too 
rnuch at a time, for tlut will rot the tendeir fibres 
as they pufli out : therefore the bed method is t^ 
lay fome mulch on the furface of the ground aftei* 

G till 
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the layers are put down, tp prevent the fun from 
drying it too faft, and then a little water will be 
fufficient, and the layers will more certainly take 
root. You may alfo make layers of feveral hardy 
exotic trees, which, if laid in the young wood, will 
many of them take root before winter : whereas 
when the older branches are laid down, tjiey fre- 
quently fail; and when they fucceed, will be 
much longer beCorc they put out roots: fo that 
whatever fcarce plants you have a mind to increafe, 
may be ti ied this way, fince we are not affurcd 
what plants will take root with this management. 

Trim up your evergreens according to the ufes 
forwhich they are defigned, for if you fuffer them 
to grow rude in fummer, they cannot be fo eafily 
reduced afterwards ; bdTdes, the ruder they grow, 
the more naked they are near the ftems. , 

Toward the latter end of this month you may 
prick out into beds the feedling plants of ail forts of 
pines, which, if carefully fliaded and watered, will 
foon take root at this feafon ; and tfaele plants will 
be fironger, and. much 'better prepared to live 
through the following winter, than thofe left in the 
feed-beds, as their rcots will be better fixed in the 
ground, and their ftems fliorter. All the young 
feedling exonc trees and fhrubs muft now be taken 
great care of, to fhade many of them from the fun 
in the middle of the day in very hot weather, other- 
wife they will be in danger by the earth being dried 
too faft about their roots : for as they are near the 
furface, the heat in very warm feafons will be too 
great where expofed to the full fouth fun; for the 
ground drying too foon will occafion often watering, 
whereby their tender fibres are frequently rotted ; 
therefore by fr>ading them, much labour in watering 
is fa\'ed, ,and the plants will,thr5vc better. 
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H^ork to be done in the Pleasure or Flower- 
Garden. 

Tranfplant annual flowers out of the hot-bed, or 
where they were raifed, into the borders of the 
flower-garden; fuch as capficums, balfamines, 
convolvulufes, love apple, Africans, French nja- 
rigolds, amaratithufes, Indian pinks, China ilar- 
wort, marvel of Peru, chryfanthemums, tobacco, \ 
palma Chridi, alkekengi, fweet refeda or migno- 
nette d'^gypt, (Iramoniums, yellow fultan, car- 
difpermum, zinnia of two forts, martynias, fmall- 
leaved bafil, Canary lavender, hibifcus of feveral 
kinds, ^c> obfcrving to do it in a cloudy day, or 
in an evening, and give them water to fettle the 
earth to their roots. ^ 

You may now lay down your carnations, pinks, 
double fweet Willia.nns, and fuch other fibrous-rocFted 
plants as are propagated by layers, being careful to 
water them as foon as done; but give it them very 
gently, otherwife it will endanger the wafhing them 
out of the ground, or breaking them ; and this wa- 
tering fhould be frequently repeated, which will 
greatly facilitate their rooting. 

This is a proper feafon for taking up and tranf- 
planting the roots of cyclamens, witillarias, dens 
cahis, faffron, Perfian iris, fnow-drops, winter 
aconite, fpring crocufes, and fuch other bulbous- 
rooted flowers, whofe leaves are decayed, feme of 
whith do not fucceed well if their roots are kept any 
long time out of the ground, as the dens canis and 
cyclamen ; and the Guernfey and belladonna lillies. 
may now be taken up, and either tranfplanted again 
immediately, or if fent to any dillance, the roots 
may be wrapped up in wool, which will preferve 
them for two months or longer. 

Cut off the {lalks of fuch flowers as have done 

blowinsj, and are decaying ; and tie up fuch flowere 

to flicks as are yet to blow, efpecially your tall 

autumna;! plants, being often broken dowa by the 

G % v/ificj. 
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wind, if they are not timely fupported with (trong 
ftaker. 

Take up your hyacinth roots out of the beds 
wherein they were laid the former month to ripen, 
and clear ihtm fiom earth and filth, laying tnem 
upon a mat in a fliady place to dry, after which 
put them into drawers or boxes, where they may en- 
joy the free air, without which they often grow 
mouldy and decay. 

It is now tiqie to take up the* roots of tulips^ ane- 
raonies, ranunculufes, narciflus, fritillarias, crown 
imperials, tulips, and other bulbous and tuberoCr^ 
rooted flowers whofe leaves arc decayed, and fpread 
them upon mats in a fhady place to dry ; then clean 
them from filth, and put them up in boxes or bags 
until the feafon for plaoting them, being careful to 
put them out of the reach of rats and micr, other- 
wife they will cat them up, but efpecially the tulip 
roots. 

Ydur carnations which begin to break their pocis, 
fhould be opened in two or three different parts at 
equal diffances, that tbeir flowers may expand 
equally on every fide, otherwife they will throw 
their petals out only (m one fide of the pods, where- 
by the flowers will appear very irregular: obferve 
alfo to cove§them with glafles foon after their pods 
are open, to fcrcen them from moifture ; and in the 
heat of the day the glafles mud be covered whh pa- 
per or cabbage leaves, to fcrecn the flowers from 
the heat of the fun, both which are very injurious 
to them ; but fome very eurious perfons make their 
covers fw their flowers with oiled paper, which is 
much better ihan glaft, becaufe the heat is not fo 
* gr^at through them, by which means the flowers 
will not be in danger of fcorching as with glafs, ; 
look carefully after earwigs and ants, for if thefe can 
come at the flowers, they will deft: oy them in x 
ihoittime, by eating the fweet ends of the petals 

next 
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next the ncaTarium, whereby the leaves will fall 
oiit of the pods. 

Tranfplant fuch forts of perennial or bFennial 
fibrous-rooted plants as were fown the two former 
months into nurfery-beds, where they (hould be 
allowed room enough to grow till autumn, which 
is the proper feafon for planting them in the borders 
of the flower garden to remain : of thefe kinds are 
French honeyfuckles, feedling pinks, fweet Willi- 
antis, (lock gilliflowers, columbines, dames-gill!- 
flpwers, Canterbury bells, hollyhocks, fcabioufe.-;, 
wall-flowers carnations, fox- gloves, campanulas, 
(sc, all of which muft be raifcd in the flowcr-nur- 
fery the 6rft feafon; and in the autumn tranfplant- 
cd into the flower-garden, to flower the following 
fummer. 

' You may now inoculate feme of the more curi- 
ous forts of rofes, which do not fend fonh flickers 
fo as to be increafed thereby : the bcft ilocks for 
buiil;^ then: upon are> th« Francfgrt and damalk 
rofes, which are the freed fhooters. Now inocu- 
late jafmines, of all the kinds you want to increafe; 
And you may yet alfo inarch jafmines of all thofe 
kinds which aire rare : alfo inarch oranges, lemons, 
citrons, pomegranates, i^c. 

^ Plant cuttings of phlox's pf the feveral forts, 
double fweet Williamis, double fcarlet lychnifes, 
pinks, late flowering afters, and fuch fibrous-rooted 
plants as you want to increafe ; which, if planted in 
a bed of light rich earth, ftiadcd from the fun, and 
duty watered, will take root very well.

The orange-trees being now in flower, fliould be 
conftantly fupplied with water in dry weather, to 
encourage them tQ fet their fruit ; and the e^th on 
the furface of their tubs and pots lliould be ftirred, and 
fome rotten neats dung laid thereon, raifing it round 
the outfide of the tubs or pots, fo as to make an 
hollow to cdntain thc^ water ; but never lay any 
new dung upon the pots, nor put any (licep or 
deer dung into the water to enrich it, as by too 
many peiibns praSifed, to the great prejudice of 
their trees j for thefe ftrongly impregnated waters, 
inftead of affording npu«i(hment, caufe their leaves 
to change to a pale yellow colour, and the trees arc 
apt to flower out of the proper feafon, which ren- 
ders them weak, and many times deftroys them in 
two or three years time. The beft water for thefe 

.trees is fuch as is taken from rivers or ponds, where 
it is ftilly expofed to the fun and air ; fo that if you 
have no other than fpring or well water, it fhould 
always be expofed to the fun and air two or three 

^ days before ufed. A Ifo gather off the flowers as^ 
they blow, leaving but few upon each tree for 
fruit; and thofe only upon the (Irongeft branches, 
and where beft fituated to ftand. 

Plant cuttings of myrtles in a bed of light rich 

earth, obferving to water and fli^de them until 

they have taken root; and now you may plant 

cuttings of geraniums, cytifufes, leonurufes, dorias, 

cHchryfums, hcrmannias, African fages, othonna, 

African marigolds, lantanas, halteria, African ftar- 

wort, ciftufes, fabagos, lotufcs, arfltotis, conyxa?, 

African fumachs, and many, other exotic plants • 

which are ihrubby ; but in chufing the cutting;?^, 

take fuch as have no flowers oi) them^ and thofe 

Awhidh have ftr^ngth, and not fuch as have been 

drawn weak by ftanding too long in the green-houfe, 

G 3 treating 
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treating them in the manner direQed under their 
fcveral heads in the Gardeners Dictionary* 
You may now (hi ft fuch of your green- houfe 
plants, putting thofe that require it into larger pots^ 
obferving to pare off all the mouldy and decayed 
roots, which generally grow round next the fides 
of the pots ; and take out as much of the old earth 
from the ball as you can convenientty, without 
leaving their roots too bare. When they are new 
planted, they fhould be placed in a ihady fit nation, 
where they may be defended froni ftrong winds ; it 
will alfo be proper to fupport them by driving 
flakes into the ground at proper diftances, to which 
a rail fhould be faftened at a convenient height 
.from the ground, and their ftems fattened to the 
rail, to prevent the wind from diiplacing them un- 

• f il they have taken new root, after which remove 
them to the places where they are to remain during 
the fummcr feafon, which (hould be in a flieltered 
Situation : but it will be proper to fatten their ftems 
when removed to a rail, to prevent their being 
})lown down by the wind. 

Take oflP cuttings torn the ftveral kinds of ce- 
TCufes, fedums, euphorbias, mefembryanthemi, 
cotyredonsj^ Indian fig, crafliilas, kleniajs, and other 
fucculent plants as are wanted for an increafe, lay- 
ing them in a fhady part of the-ftove for about a 
fortnight, that their wounded parts may heal over 

^ before they are planted, otherwife they will be in 
danger of rotting. 

Stir up tht bark in theh«t beds which havebeeif 
long rnade, and where it is wanted add fome new- 
bark to th^m, which will renew their heat, and 
plunge the pots down again immediately; this 
fhould be done in foft warm weather when there is 
littfe wind, left by cxpofing the plants in cold wea- 
ther to the open air, t{iey fliould fuffer ; or if the 
weather h bad, they (hould be carrried into the 

ftovc 
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ftov€ while this is doing, for tejider plants wili 
not bear the open air, when theVind is (Irong or 
cold. - 

In hot weather you ihould give air freely to your 
moil tender exotic plants: and in fmall (loves 
where the plants are near the glaffes, it will be ot* 
great ftrvice to the plants to ihade tlie glaffes w ith 
mats in the great heat ofthc day ; but in large 
ftoves where they have room, they will not re- 
quire to be fhaded unlefs when new potted, till 
they have taken frefti root. 

Tranfplant Teediing exotic pliants raifed* in the 
fpring into feparate pots, and fuch of them as. are 
very tender fhoiild be plunged into a frefli hct-bed* 
to promote their growth ; but the hardy ones will 
only require to be flieltered unt-il they have taken 
root, after which time they may be removed to the 
places where they are to remain the fumnicr 
feafon. 

You may new take up the roots^ of the Canary 
campanula, and moft of the bulbous and tuberous- 
rooted plants which come from the Cape of Good 
Hope ; as the haemanthus^, African cornflag, blue 
tuberous-rooted crinum, fifyrinchiums, fquills. Per- 
fian cyclamen, cunonia, watfonia, antholyza, lixia, 
ernithogalums, and feveral other forts wbofe leaves 
are decayed : at this time their roots may be fafely 
tranfplanted, or will bear to be carried to a diftant 
place if they are carefully wrapped up in mofs ; but 
fome will require to be planted into pots offrcfh* 
earth immediately, pkcing them wherii? tfaey may 
have the morning fun till efeven o^clock,. and give 
them^ now and then a little water in very dry wea- 
ther, but do it fparingly until they, puili forth new 
feaves ; for much water at this ieafoit, ,when the 
roots are almoft inaSive, ivill rot them. 

This is alfo a proper fealbn for tranfplantin^ the 
roots of the Guernfey and belladonna lilies, their 
leaves being entirely decayed, at this time frefh

roots (hould be procured from al>road ; for theft 
taken up afterwards, when they have put out new 
roots, feldom fucceed fo well. The roots of the 
former (hould be planted in pots filled with the fol- 
lowing conopoft, or ip a warm border where they 
can be fcrcened with mats in hard frofts to preferve 
their leaves ; viz, one third part of frefh e^th from 
a pafture, a third part of fea fand, and a tnird part 
of lime rubbilh. Thefeftiould be well mixed, <and 
the bottoms of the pots or the borders covered with 
ftones, to jmake an open paffage for the water to 
drain off; then fill the pots with the compoft and 
place the roots therein, and fet the pots in a fitua- 
lion wJiere they may enjoy the morning fun, but 
give them but little water until they begin to pufh 
out their leaves, and afterwards they fhould have 
it fparin^y. The fecond fort which is pretty 
hardy, wi)l thrive bed if the roots are planted in 
warm borders : but if the ground is moift, the bor- 
ders fhould be raifed fo high as the wet may not 
come near the bulbs, and fome rubbifh Ihould be 
laid, at the bottoni jo drain off the moidure. 

The tuberofes which were planted early will now 
begin to flower, when thofe plantcd'upon the hot- 
bed naa^ be removed into pots (preferving as much 
earth as poffible to their roots) and placed where 
they arc to remain for flowering, obferving to re- 
freHi ihein-often with water; and thofe planted 
later, in crd^r to fucceed the firft, muft haye as 
much free air as paffible, and be frequently water- 
ed ; which will render them ftrong, and caufe them 
Co produce a greater quantity of flowers. 

The anana plants muft now be frequently refresh- 
ed with water, but not in too great plenty ; and in 
hot weather they fhould have much free air, efpe- 
cially thofe under frames or in very. low ftoves ; for 
if the glafles are kept too clofe down, their kaves 
wiU be icorched, to the great prejudiceof the plant^^ 
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aod the fnxit will be lefs <le&cate ; but if they hare 
too much water, and the glafles opened too much 
in the day-time (as fome have injudicioufly done,) 
the plants will fuffer as much that vray ; for upon 
IM-oportioning the quantity erf" air and water equally 
depends the whole fuccefs. _ 

The tniddje of this month you may begin to take 
out of the ftove fome of the hardier ions of aloes 
and» other fucculent plants, placipg them at firfl in 
the green-houfe, where they may have a large 
fhare of air to hacden them for a few days ; then 
they may be placed abroad in a {hady Tituation, 
where fnails and other vermin are not in too great 
plenty ; for when expofed to the violence of the 
fun, as focn asthey are taken outof ihe houfe, they 
change colour, and appear unfightly, therefore 
fliould be inured to it by degrees ; but if fnails or 
flags can come to them, they will gnaw their 
leaves, and greatly deface them. After the ftove 
is thinned of fome of thefe hardier fortF, the other 
more tender plants fhouid be placed at a greater 
diftance on the (lands, and cleaned from filth, 
whereby they will enjoy more air, and be rendered 
ftronger and more vigorous ; and fuch as wilt bear 
the open air in the middle of fumrner, will be bet- 
ter prepared to be placed abroad at the end of the 
month.

jL he beginning of the month fow the laft crop 
of kidney-beans, in a fituation where they may be 
defended from morning frofts in autumn ; for this 
crop will continue bearing ti!I Michaelmas, pro- 
vided they are not injured by froft. If the ground 
be very dry when they are planted, it will be proper 
to foak the beans fix or eight hours in water before 
planting, which will greatly facilitate their growth : 
the beft fort for this purpofe is the fear let-flowering 
kidney-bean, which wil] continue bearing until the 
froft decays the plants. 

Cleanfe the ground where the firft crop of cauli- 
flowers grew, from their leaves which have fcatter- 
ed, and any other rubbifli or weeds ; and if you 
have cucumbers for pickles between the wide rows 
(as is the common pradice of the London garde- 
ners,) you muft draw up the earth round the holes, 
Fn which the plants grow with a hoe, forming it in 
a hollow like a bafon, to contain the water given 
them ; and if there are cabbages for winter ufe, in 
the narrow rows (which is affo by the fame gar- 
deners prafiifed,) they fliould have earth drawn to 
their ftems, and the whole ground e^itirely cleared 
from weeds. 

About the end of this month fow fpinach for 
wiriter ufe, as alfo coleworts, carrots and onions, to 
ftand the winter for fpring ufe ; and turnip for the 
laft crcp (hoirid now be ftwa in the open field to 

come 
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come in the fpring. Tranfplant favoys, broccoli, 
and cabbages for fpring ufe, and plant out cauli- 
flowers for the autumn crop. 

Plant celery into drills for blanching (if it be the 
Italian fort ; but if the turnip-rooted^ it is better to 
plant it on {evel ground, drawing up a fmal^ ridge 
of earth on each fide to prevent the water from ef- 
c^ping ; iand plant out endive for blanching. Con- 
tinuefollowing all forts of fmall fallet-hci bs, which 
at this fcafon foon grow too large for ufe. 

In dry weather, obferve to water the plants as 
have been lately tranfplanted, and be fu peal ways to 
do it in an evening, for one watering at tjj^at time is 
of more fervice than three at any other part of t^e 
day, the moifture having time to penetrate the 
ground (and reach to the extreme fibres of the root, 
by which they receive their nourifhment,) before 
the fun appears to exhale it ; whereas when water- 
ed in the morning, the fun coming on foon after, 
thCvmoifturc is drawn up before it reaches the root : 
and where there is convenience, lay mulch upoo 
the furfaceofthe ground about the roots of the 
j)lants. 

You muft now diligentfy deftroy weeds in every 
part of the garden, which, if fuffered to remain, 
will foon perfeS their feeds; and when permitted 
to fcatter, will fill it for feveraly^ars, tothe noTmall 
- trouble of the gardener, as alfo tothe great injury 
of the crops Obferve alfo to clear du;ighills from 
weeds, for they are too often negleSed ; and if f<er- 
mitted'to feed there, will be brought into the gar- 
den, and be as troublefome as it fcattered in it, 
which is what few people regiard, though it is a 
thing of great momenr; as is attb the keepiag the 
borders round the outfideofthe garden free from 
them, ei^ecially thofe which have downy feeds, 
for they will be wafted by the winds into the gar- 
den, and prodtscf: a ploitilal fupply. 

Gather 
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Gather feeds of fpinach, corn-faJler, WcUh onioc^ 
crefs, and all other forts that are ripe, cutting off 
their ftalks, and fpreadingthem upon mats or cloths 
in ^ dry aii y place that they may harden, and then rub 
or beat them out of their hy(k^ or pods, and put 
them up iUf a place where vermin canjtiot deflroy 
.them. 

Pull up onicns, garlicky rocamboles, efchalots, 
y^, when their leaves bc*^ i 'o wither, and fpread 
them thin in a dry airy p!<.c!^, that they may be 
perfedly dry btfcrt UM up fi)r winter ufe. 
- . Continue to earth up yo-ii celery, plarited in th< 
drills the former months, as it advapt' « in height; 
*::km be carefi.ll not to draw th^ eaah up into the 
heart nj- mkWte of the plants, for thjit will ftop their 
growth and rpt them. Tie iip the endiye which is 
full grown, to blanch it, obferving always to do it in 
dry weather ; for if the leaves are mpift wh^n tied, 
they will rot in the iniddle. 

Pull up the (talks (^ beaas» cabbages^ ^r. afid 
t|ie haulm of peas, and other leguminous plants 
which have done bearing, that the ground may be 
clear; for if they are permitted to remain, they 
will . harbour vermin, to the prejudice of your ad-' 
joining crops. 

Your melons, which now begin to ripen, (hould 
have no water given them, bec^ufe it wiU render 
them watery and ill-tafted ; though perfons fond of 
very large fruit, find their account in fupplying 
their plants conftantly with water in great plenty, 
efpcciaHy in hot weather ; but they do not regard 
the quality of their fruit, fo much as the fizc of 
them ; for which reafon the market-gardeners al- 
ways prefer the hardy forts of melons, which pro- 
duce the largefl fruit, though they are not better 
flavoured than pumkins. 

You may now repair your young afparagus-beda 
made the laft fpriog, by planting freih plants 

where 
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where any of them have failed ; but it fliouW be 
done in moift weather. The young afparagos 
planted at this feafon will be rOoted before winter, 
and put out fomc flioots in the autumn. 

The cucumbers brought up under hand-glaffes, ^ 
being now in full bearing, muft be duly watered in 
dry weather, otherwife They will be cxhaufled in a 
Ihort time, and decay. 

Tranfplant the celery into beds which was fown 
in May, that the plants may acquire ftrcngth before 
they are planted intodiilts: ^nd tranfpfant fome 
endive, to fuccced that planted the former month. 

Now you may fow the turnip-rooted radilh,. 
which will be in great pcrfeftion for the tabfe ia; 
"Ofikober, and continue good until the bard froft de- 
ftfoys them j and where the common fort ofradifli i^ ' 
required for the table in autumn, if fdme feeds are 
fown on moift groiind the latter end of this mlbnthy 
. they wilf be fit to draw in a month or five vreeks 
after^ . and continue good a month longer. 

Clear the artichokes, planted the laft fpring,' 
from weeds, and all other crops fown between them, 
that they may have full liberty to fpread; for if 
cFotided with any other plants at this feafon j they- 
will produce fmall fruit; and the artichokes now 
fit for ufe upon the old flocks, when gathered, 
fliould have their ftcms broken down clofe to the' 
furftace of the ground, that the roots may not be 
injured by leaving the bottom of the ftems upon 
them, as is too often praftifed by unfkilful gar- 
deners, who only cut off the tops of the ftalks of 
their artichokes, leaving the main Item ftanding, 
to the great prejudice of their roots. 

You may now fow fome broccoli-feed for the 
laft crop, which will be fit for ufe in April, after 
the heads of all the former crops are gone, when 
there are only the fide (hoots of them remaining ; 
and thefe late fown plfints will produce much more 

tender 
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tender heads than any of the fide flioots of the for- 
mcT fowings, though hot fo large as the head?. 

Sow feme endive for the laft crop about the mid- 
dle of this itionth, to fucceed that fown the former 
month, which will not continue fit for ufe much 
longer thart OSobcr; whereas the plants of this 
fowing will continue until Apnl, if not deftroyed 
by fevere froft. 

Where fmall fallet-herbs are required, they (hould 
nov/ be fown on north borders, ami repeated rfVcry 
three or four davs, for at this feafon they will foon 
grow too large for ufe. 

The cofs, ci!icj|i, and other forts of lettuce, 
fown the laft month,- muft now be tranfplanted out^ 
and if the autumn proves favourable, will be fit for 
ufe in September. '

Work to he done In the Fruit-GardeN and 
Vineyard. 

The beginning of the month you muft look 
carefully over your wall and efpalier-tre»s, rubbing 
'off all foreright (hoots thaf are produced, and train 

. aB 
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all regular (hoots defigned to remain clofe to the 
wall or efpalier, in their due pofition, whereby 
the fruit will have the advantage of fun and air to 
' ripen them, and give them their proper 4=1 vour. If 
this be rightly executed, there will be no occafion 
to divert the branches of their leaves, as is by fonrxe 
iniftiJful perfons praftlfed, to the great prejudice 
both of their fruit and trees : nor can I here for- 
bear repeating, what I have eHe where often taken 
notico ofj viz. not to fufFer fruit trees to remain 
H^gleaed till this feafbn (as is too often pra6tifed) 
and then to fummer- prune them (^s it is copfi- 
inonly called,) in doing which the gardenei s cut 
off all the luxuriant branches^ 'and (horten thofe 
defigned to remain* and then nail them clofe to 
tAe wall, fo that from being (before this^reffing) 
jn a very iiide diforderly way, they are reduced 
intd an ^x^d- Qtder at once; but hereby the fruit, 
which was greatly (haded by the luxuriant growth 
fit th^kam^vb JSiddenl^^^xp^^ Jlia 

and air, which hardens their outward (kins, and 
retards their growth ; whereas, if their fhoots had 
been conftantly trained to the wall or efpalier, as 
ihcy were produced, the fruit would have conti- 
nually been under an equal coverture of leaves, 
^nd fo confequently lefs liable to fuflFer from any 
extremes of weather, whereby they would alfo he 
corifideraby forward»?d in their growtl), than when 
tfhey arc managed in the other way ; this pradice 
fccing too generally followed, I think it cannot be 
top much expofed, and the proper di regions can- 
iiot he too often inculcated. 

In the beginning of this month bud all forts of 
i^uiis, not done the precediijg month, obferving 
always to do it in an evening, or in cloudy weather. 
Hoe and clean your ground about your efpalier- 
tfecs from weeds, as alfo the borders near waft- 
ifuit-t]^pe$, for if pennitted to grow at this feafon, 

they 
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they will rob the trees of their noUriflsmefit ; and 
cut off all fuckers which arife from the roots of 
the trees as they are produced, for thefe iojure them 
muchy if they zt€ fufFered to remain. 

Look carefully after fnails inthe mornings and 
evenings, but efpecially .after a fhowcr of tain- 
when they will be tempted to come abrotd, and 
may be at that time eafily taken ; for tbcfc vermin 
do great mifchief but particularly to ftone fruit. 

Place glafs phials filled with honey- water Jn dif- 
ferent parts of the waHs, to deftroy wafps ind pif- 
mires, which infeft the choice fruit, but arc by 
the fweetnefs of the water tempted into the phials, 
and frequently drowned ; but they (hould be hung 
before the fruit begins to ripen, tor then they will 
be much fooner tempted to the water than after 
they have tafted the fruit: where there are a fufB- 
cient number of thofe glafies placed in tiitlc, the 
fruit may be prefcrved from them. 

The vineyard rauft now be tarcfully footed over, 
and alt dangling Hioots and wild wood muil be dif- 
placed, that the fruit may not be too muQh co- 
vered swith leaves, but by no meanis dived any of 
the fruit branches of their leaves (as Tome unfkil- ^ 
ful perfons too often praQife,) for thefe arc abfo- 
lutely neccffary to their growth ; nor wiH there be 
any occafion for this pra£lice where they arc duly 
placed, and the luxuriant (lioots conftantly rubbed 
off as produced. Where this method is begun 
early in the feafon, and conftantly purfued, as there 
may be occafion, the fruit will be forwarded above 
three weeks (as I have experienced,) and will be 
much Cairer and bettor tafted than in the contrary 
management ; for when the (hoots of the vines are' 
permitted to hang loofe from the walls or' iUkes, 
their leaves will take a contrary direfiion, which, 
upon having their {hoots afterwards faftened up in 
their right pofition, will have their back-fide up- 
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ward; and until they are turned into their proper 
■ pofition, the fruit will be at a (land, and make no 
progrefs in their growth, which is connmonly eight 
©r ten days in efFeding; fo that the "fruit lofes 
eight or ten days in the princijpal feafon of its 
growth, which, together with being too much fhaded 
in the former months, is fcarcely ever to be re- 
trieved in this climate. 

You muft alfo keep the ground conftantly cleared 
from weeds and other plants between the rows of 
vines, which is alfo of great confequence in this 
country ; for where there are other plants fufFered 
to grow, they not only rob the vines of their 
nourifhment, but alfo, by perfpiring, caufe a 
damp in the air about them, and prevent the Am 
and wind drying the furface of the ground, whereby 
the fruit is filled with crude nouriftiment, and ren- 
. dered lefs delicate. 

Look carefully over your fruit^rees budded or 
grafted the former feafon, and obferve that no 
fhoots from the (locks remain, for they will rob the 
buds or grafts of their nouriflimerit. 

Where_ any fruit-trees againft walls or efpaliers 
are not of the forts you defire, you ihould now 
have buds of thofe kinds put into their tender 
(hoots: if there are feveral buds put into different 
parts of each tree, when they fucceed, the walls 
or efpaliers will be foon covered by them again, fo 
that by this method the trees wijl be in full bear- 
ing in three years; whereas when the trees are de- 
ftfoyed, and new ones planted in their places, they 
will be feven or eight years before they arrive to 
that perfeSion.

Continue to bud apricots, peaches, neSarines, 
cherries, plums, pears, tjff . This (hould, if pof- 
fible, be performed in a cloudy day, or in a morn- 
ing or evening when the fun is not violent, the 
cuttings being very apt to'flirink in very hot fun- 
fliine, which caufes the bud to adhere too clofcly 
to the wood, unlefs they are put in water, which 
is what many people praSife ; but this is not fo 
proper, for the buds covered with water will be (b 
much feturated with tnoifture, as to prevent their 
uniting with the ftock, fo that they often mifcarry ; 
therefore, when it is neceflary to put them into 
water, only the lower part ©f the cuttings (hould 
be immerfed about an inch, for the upper part will 
attra£k the water better than if they are entirely 
covered. 

in 
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In about three weeks after the flocks arebudded, 
look over them to loofen the bandage, otherwife 
the bwds will be f inched, and greatly injured, if 
not deftroyed. 

Obferve to keep your nurfery clesin from tveeds 
at this feafoii, which will now foon ripen their feeds, 
if permitted to remain, and fill the ground fo as 
not to be cleared again for ftvcral years. 

Continue to *rain your eVergreen-trees for the 
purpofes they are defigned ; *ifid where any of your 
foreft-trees (hoot vigordufly "near their roots, thofe 
branches may be pruned off to encourage their 
heads. 

Keep the beds, whferein young flocks and trees 
were fown in the fpring, clear from weeds, and in 
very dry weather fupply them with waterj^ which 
will greatly promote their growth. 

Abotit the middle of this month, if the feafon 
prove moift, you may fafely tranfptant many forts 
of evergreen-irees, as alfo tratifplant young fced- 
ling pines and firs from the pots or cafes in which 
they were fown; but the beds where they ar^ 
planted, fliould be fliaded with mats every day un- 
til they have taken root: where this ia bbferved, 
the plants will foon be rooted, and make a great 
progrefs, fo that it is by much the fureft fealbn 
for this work ; but this is chiefly to be underftcod 
of young feedling plants, and where they are not 
to be removed to any great diflance, for their roots 
are foon dried, when taken out of the ground at 
this feafon ; therefore they fliou^ld be planted again 
immediately, otherwife the fibres of their roots 
will dry, whereby they will fiiffer greatly : there- 
fore, when^hefe plants are carried to any Kttic 
diftant jrface, their roots fhould be placed in (hal- 
low pans of water, or covered with wet moft 
while they are out of the ground.

Continue to tmke layers of pinks, carnations, 
fweet Williams', 4rc; where it was not done the former 
rooftth; but the ftioner dene the better, provided the 
{hoots are ftrong. enough to lay dawn. 

. Tra'nfplint ftieb bieniriasl or per^imiaj fibrous- rooted 
flowers as were fown late in the,fplfhg; fiich as 
pinkjs, carnations^ ftock-gilliflowers, wallflowers, 
heUy-hockft, .French hcneyfuckles, Canterbury bells, 
fcaibioufes, pyramidal bell-flower, HTcarlet lychnis, 
rofe caiBpton, fox-gloves, tree primrofe, Greek va- 
lerian, columbines, polyanthnfes, and fon^ others, 
.which fhouW be planted in ntirfery-beds, wlwre they 
n^y have room. to. gtow until Michaektias when you 
may trati^|4ant them into the borders of the flower- 
gardeft.. 

. Glean yoar- borders diligently fronif weeds, b«t 
efpeeially thofe that foon flied their fteds; for if 
p^rmktwJ to ftaod to fcatter tHem, H wilt he a 
conft^nt troiiWe for feveral years to extirpate fhem. 

Gather the feeds of flowers as they ripen, drying 

thetn inthe fhade, and prefcrving them in their huflis 

or pods until the feafon for fowing them ; but let 

H them 



■A 
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them be well dried before they are put up, othcnviier 
they will grow mouldy and decay. 

Cut down the ftalks of flowers beginning^ to wither, 
and decay, and tie up all tail-growing- plants remain-^ 
ing to flower^ left the winds blow them down and 
break them. 

Inoculate rofe$, jafmines, and other forts of cn^ 
rious flowering fhrubs and trees, this month being 
the principal ftaibn for this work. 

Cut and trim hedges, clip box-edgitigs, mow' 
grafs-plats, and keep the walks, conftantly rolled^ 
and they (hould be carefully weeded, for if they are 
fuffered to remain at this seaibn, they will feed in a- 
little time, and fill the walks with weeds. 
. Your choice carnations being now in flower^ 
fhould be carefully attended, to open the pods when 
they begin to bum on the contrary fide, that they 
may blow equally; for if this be not done in time, 
the petals or floWer leaves will come ail out on one 
fide of the pod, and render them ill-fliaped. Alio 
guard them from infeSs, efpecially ants and ear- 
wigs, which will deftroy ihem in a fliort time if they 
can come to them; the flowers fhould alfo be co- 
vered with gbfles, bafons, or oiled paper, to keep 
off the wet and the feorching heat of the fun. But 
in all this, there mull be great diligence in managing: 
them according to the temperature of the feafon, 
wher^ perfor* would excel in thelargenefs and beau- 
ty of their flowers; therefore the large carnations 
are not fo proper for perfons who have much other 
bufinefs on their hands, but rather for thofe who 
cboofe fuch eafy employment to divert themfclves. 

You may now increafe the double fcarlet lych- 
nis,* by planting cuttings of the flower-ftems, each 
of Avhich (hould have three or fcfur joints, 7)ut- 
ting two or three into the ground, and the other 
left: thefe muft be fown in a fliady border of light 
ftefli earth, obferving to refrefh them with water 

according 
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according to the draught of the feafon ; and if they 
are dofety coveted wiih hand-glaffcs, they will more 
ctrtainly take root. ^ , 

Toward the latter end of this month, you may 
take off the layers of pinks, carnations, fweet Wil- 
liams, £?c. alreSidy taken root, and plant them euher 
lAto pots of borders of good frefli earth, where they 
" may continue umil you have convenicncy of planting 
them where they arc to remain for flowering; for 
it is not proper to let them continue too long upon 
the oid roots, becaufe if they fhould not be (bund, 
the layers will be infc&ed by them; but when you 
pJant thfefe out, they mull be carefully watered and 
(haded until they have taken root. When theft 
layers are cut off from the old roots, that part of 
the ftalk which came from the old root ihould be 
cut off clofe to the place where it was flit when laid 
down, and their leaves fliould be trimmed. 

The latter end of this monfh, fow fome feeds of 
aftnual flowers in warm borders, to (land through 
the ■ winter, that they rtiay flower early the next 
futnfmer ; by which method you may obtain good 
feeds of many plants, which, if fown in the fpring, 
do not conftantly ripen their feeds in this climate; 
fuch as fweet-fcented peas, fv/eet fultan, Anaftatica, 
fome forts of orobus, double larkfpur, annual flock, 
Venus navelwort, Xeranthcmums, jaceas, with fome 
others. If thefe live through the winter, they will 
not only flower earlier, but alfo grow much larger, 
and produce their flowers in much greater plenty^ 
and thofe w:hich have double flowers, will be much 
fuller than thofe fown in the fpring; for which reafon 
when the winters. prove fevere, it will be very pro- 
per to fcrene fome of the tendered forts from frofl". 

Your choice auriculas Ihould now be kept clear 
Irom weeds; and all decayed leaves, if fuffered to 
remain upon them, will rot and fpoil them; they 
fhould alfo be placed in a (hady fituation, but not 
under the droppings of trees. 

Ha The 
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The feedling auriculas which came up laft fprfng, 
muft now be pla'nted out into tubs or pots filled with 
rich earth, and placed in a (hady fituation; and as 
they arefmaU, they muft bq treated tenderly, giving 
t&em water gently; and be careful that they are not 
drawn out of the ground by worms,, nor eaten by 
fnails and flugs, thefe vermin being great ^emies to 
them. 

Keep the walks and quarters of your wiUcrncfs 
free from weed and litter, and trees growing out of 
order may be pruned, to render them beautiful, for 
this is the feafon when wildernefles and'fliady walks 
are chiefly frequented; fo that they fhould be well 
kept/ otherwife they will be difagreeable, 
. In thf beginning of this month ypu may bring 
your mod tender annual plants out of the hot-beds ; 
fuch as amaranthufes, gomphrenas, datura with 
dcubic flowers, martynia, mefembryanthen(ii, double 
b;ilf2mine, and fomc others; which fhould now be 
placed in the parterre-garden, to fupply the borders 
where the fpjing flowers grew, and are now paft : 
by this fuccedipn, the borders may be kept in beauty 
through the fummer.

Continue to, make cuttings icf' ftfch cxo^cfs as are 
iKsant^for increafe, if not donetfte pr4?ceding m^m^hau 

- The b^ft method of planting cuttings at this feafen y?, 

.to prepare ajbpd of ligjjt iich^ai>ti», ineo wfeich they 
ihould be planted pceuy clofe togetfher, and tfhen arch 
thehed over with hoops, covering thebedclofc with 

. oiled paper to ihade tbem in hot weather, and ob- 
fefve to ^wa^erthena duly M^hen they reqnire it; but 
let them be expofed 'every night to receive the dew, 
which will be of great ufe to them; but this is to bir 
praQifedonly upon fucb for<« as a*e not very tender, 
(ecaufe the tender ftove^p4ants will require a moderat e 

iustrbed tp make them pot otot roots, efpeciatly the 
fucculent plants; fuoh as cereus, eMphorbias, cac- 
mfesy.f^me ibrts of cotylQA>n^ ffc. hut aU the (brts 
pf geraniums, myntes^ ftnecHi(/9,'*at^di9tuie9, hardy 
apocynums, melianthus, forrel-trec, leonurus, Afri- 
can fage-trees, phlomifes, hermannias^ amber-tree, 
Md other, (hrubs ft^ttk tiife Oipe bf Oood l4ope, will 
take root much better in a b«d «f rich earth, than if 
planted in a hot-bed. 

Shift fttch exotic plants a« have been raffed from 
feeds in the4p»ng,: putting thtm Into ftparttc pot5*$ 
and ftich is were fepara1t0d the fetter ^nd of May, or 
the begtJiningi of the laft m<5hth', ' requh-ing' largti* 
pots than t*iey wm^ firft pbnt^ into, (honld now be 
ihifttd again; but, unlipfs they are fuch as grtrw 

fai^. 
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faft> it. will be beft to confine their roots, and not 
over pot them, for that will pretcnt their grov^th : 
then ptange fneb of them as are tender info the hotr 
bed of ^tsioner^ bark, obferving to wafer th&irt and 
ihatde tbeglafies until the]r bare t^ken ht^ roof; af- 
ter whieh^ they muft hsrve air and water iit propor- 
tktfi to the heat of the ureather. 

Wa(h ntH akm the teaveft arid tefnder Ihoot^ of the 
dkoice exotic plants from fiUh s^nd infects, both 
'which commonly inftft them at this feaffon (dpecially 
diofe in the bark-ftove,) which, if not cleartcd in' 
time, will fpread themfelve^ over moft of the other 
plants in the fame ijove, fo as not, to be cafify dc-* 
ftroyed^ and- not only render the plants unfightly, 
bm greatly retard their growth. 

Ir hot weather gite the tender etotrcs as much 
free air as poffible, efpecially wlien there is not much 
wind ftirring; and in the mi<Mle of the day it will be 
proper tc^fli^de the glaffes of the hot-beds where they 
are near the plants, when the fun is viofeirtly hot, 
otherwHe the earth in the pots will dry too faft: this 
fliould alfo be pfadifed in fmall fioves where the 
glafies are near the plants; but in large artiT^ftoves 
whef c the glsrffes are at a diftance, they wifl not re- 
<|uire ihading, provided they are drawn down to ad- 
mit a foffieienc portion of air. 

Stir trp the tan of the beds whofe hciit begins to* 
ilecfine'^ and add a little new bark, which wiH rcnevir 
the heat and caufe it to continure- a confiderable time* 
longer : at the fame timfe fuch plants as require it 
ftoutd now be (hifted, giving them larger pots, if 
their tGtH have been confined. 

The aniUtas witt now ripen veryfaft if the fcafon 
be. warm: fhewfwe when the fririt is cut, the pots 
with the old. plants (houtd be phinged into a warnl' 
bed, to force out fucket»s early enough to take off 
before winter; ia order to whrch, they fllotHd have 
' tfeeirterg6 leaves ftottened, and all the imder leaves 

. . , H 5 Ihould 
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fhould be dripped off, which will caufe the fucker 
to pufli out very foon. 

Where the sinana plants^ which are to fruit tHe nexi. 
feafon, ha;Ve filled the pots with their roots, they* 
may be now fhifted into the pots they are to (land ii» 
to bear fruit : by doing thi^^fo early in the year, thejr 
will have tin>e to n>akegood roots before winter: for 
jif they .do not fill the p^ts before fpring,. ihcy feldom 
produce very large fruit- The tan-beds in- which* 
they are placed for the next year,, fhould be kept m 
a good temperature of heat, but a large (hare of free 
air flu)uld be admitted at all times when the weather 
is favourable. 

Make layers of the Spanish, Arabian, and Azo- 
rianjafmines; asaifo of alkhe tender foits of paffion- 
flowers^ which- wiU eafier take root at ^e tender 
joints of the new (hoou,, than from the (hoots of ther 
fornpieryear: but obferve toflujoge the pots into sk 
hot-bed, efpecially fuch as are tender,, otherwife 
they will not fucceed. 

Gather all forts of exotic feeds as they ripen^ ancF 

. fpread them upon papers to harden and dry ; after 

which they fhould be carefully preferved in their 

pods, or hufks, until^ the- pcoper feafon for fowing 

them. 

Such of the tender annuals as^ wilF endure the open 
air, fhould be now fet out of the hot-beds in fome 
well-fheltcred frtualion, where feverai wiH produce 
feeds better than »f k^pt conflantly in them. 

Where any of the tendes (love plants are infefted 
with tnfe^, or have conH^a^ed much filth upoR 
their leaves, they fhould be wafhed clean and expofed 
to the open air ia a warm fUuatton, and fheltered 
from ftrong winds, which wiB be of great fervice to 
them; bi^t when infefled with infeds, wafh them 
with watex in which there haj been .a good quantity 
of tobacco flalks fteeped, which wUl effefkually de- 
fray them, where carefully applied, efpecially i€

X HE beginning of the month t&^ onions, to 
Tupply thq table early in the fpring for fallets, 
6fc. and„ left, the winter fhould prove feverc, it 
will be proper to fow a few Welih onions at th^ 
fame tijnc^ for theft^ will endure the greateft cold 
when the common forts are frequently deftroyed ; 
tut theft have a ftroug^r flavour than thq commoo 
fort,' which is the oqiy reafgn why. they are not fo 
much cftecmed. 

Sow fpinach for a Aipply in winter and fpring, 
"The beflTort to^ndure colg^i is the prick ly-feeded, 
which is wharmoft people fqw at this leafon, i|: 
tteing much hardier thaft the round- leaved;,* of this 
there are two or three Icipds,^ which differ in the 
fize of their leaves ; but the Ikfgeft aadmoft profit- 
labk is, what' gardeners call the burdock fpinacb. 

About the t^nth oi; .twelfth day.of thia n>onth^ 
fow your early patterfea and Yofikfiii^e cabbage 
feed^ foj that fown earlier, wil! in njiU winters 
feeqyeptly run to feed iu the ipring: a;)d if fown 
later than this time, the pfeuts will ngt , hav^ 
firength to refift the. cotd, iior wHI they cbmc fo 
ca^k, provided they fiaud througji tho winter, as 
thole fown at this time. 

TTh.^. twenty-iirft or twenty-third of thi& month 
fow forne cauIi9ower-feed for the early crop, to be 
gifted under btU or hand-glaftcs, or cfofe to fouth 

afpefied 
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afpeded walls where they are deTigned to Aand 
open; there (hould alfo be fome more fown about 
the twenty-fixth day for a fecond crop» to plant 
under frames to abide the winter ; for it often hap- 
pens in mild feafoas, that many plants firft fown run 
to feed in the fpring, for four or five days diiFerence 
in fowing occafions great alterations in thefe pJants: 
therefore where there is not a fecond fupply^ tl^ere 
will be a great difappointmenit When the nrft mif- 
•carry ; bdudes, thefe will come to flower after the 
firll is gone^ fo that the table will be fupplied much 
longer with the fecond (owing, efpecially if the 
feeds lafl: fown are of a late kind of cauliflower. 

About the middle^ or toward the end of this 
month, fow fome common cabbage and brown 
Dutch lettuce, to be planted under frames to come 
early in the fpring; and part of themnnay be 
planted on warm borders without covering, which 
will live through the winter^ provided it be not 
very fevere : you.may alfo toward the -end of the 
month fbw ibme Cos and Cilicia lettuce, to plant 
on warm borders hear walls, pales, or hedges, 
where, in a mitd winter, they will live without 
any covering, though it will be proper to have fomQ 
plants in frames, for thofe near walls are often 
killed in fevere frofts;. and Ibme of thefe (houtd be 
left in the fpring upon the fame borders, which 
will be fit for ufe very early the following feafon, 
before thofe tranfplanted out fromthefe borders, or 
from under frames: but where left, they fhould 
tiot be too clofe together, nor too near the wall, 
being apt to draw up weak near walls, pales, or 
hedges. 

In moift weather tranfplant endive and celery 
for blanching, which fhould be well watered to 
fettle the earth to their roots ; and in dry weather 
water them until they have taken good root/ 

Yo« 
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You may now tranfj^lant fome of the lettuces 
fown the former month, for a fupply in autumn : 
thefe fhould be planted in a warm fituation, left 
the frofts, which often happen early in Odober^ 
ihoutd injure them; and water them until they 
have taken root. 

Toward the latter end of the month (bw feveral 
forts of feeds, which remain a long time in the 
ground, which, if fown in the fpring, will often 
mifcarry ; as chervil, angelica, lovage, mailer- 
wort, fcurvy-grafs, fennel, alexanders, fweet fe- 
feli, com fallet, and fome others, which always 
fucceed better when fown at this (eafbn, than in 
the fpring. 

Your beds of coleworts, tfr . fown the laft month, 
(hould be carefuHy weeded ; and if the plants are 
i^ery thick, fome of them (houid be drawn out, and 
tranfplanted into another fpot of ground, that the 
reft may have more room to grow. 

Cut off the flowering branches of moft (brts of. 
aromatic plants pad flowering, as lavender, rofe-^ 
mary, favory, hyflbp, Wr. .that they may make 
new {hoots before winter; but do not perform this 
work in very dry weather, for many times the 
plants ire deftroyed by it, efpecially if they are cut 
too clofe, when there happens to be a long drought 
after. 

i^ull up onions, garlick, rocambole, and efcha^ 
lots, when their leaves begin to wither and fair, 
and fpreadthem thin in an airy place to dry, before 
they are put up for winter ufe. 

In dry weather earth up your celery which is 
large enough, obferving not to bury the hearts of 
, the plants,^ for that will rot them. Alfo tie up en- 
dive full grown, or cover it with boards or tiles, 
to blanch; this muft alfo be performed when the 
leaves are very dry, btherwife the plants will rot. 

Your artichokes planted lateft laft fpring, will 
BOW begin to ftiew their fruit, therefore aill fmaQ 

fuckers

fuckers coming out oa the fides of the ftalks (hould 
be cut off, for if permitted (o remain on, they will ^ 
weaken and ftarve the top fruit; you fhouid alfo 
dear them from weeds, or any other large growing 
plants which ftand near them. 

Tranfpliant' broccoli (hot planted out the former, 
month) into the place where it is to remain for 
flowering, obferving to water it duly until it has' 
taken root. This ihould' be planted m rows about 
two feet and a half afunder, and a foot an^ a half 
diftance from each other. 

Tranfplaat fome favoys to come late in the fpring ; 
in the fevere winter they wiH not grow large, nor. 
cabbage fo well; but in mild winters they 0ft«» 
fucceed, and come late in the fprin^. 

Obferve to keep the melons front too much wet, 
' which often c4ules the plants to decay before the 
fruit is ripe, efpecially the cantaleupe, and ether 
curious fot'ts that are impatient of wet; fo that 
where treated la the common method, the plants 
generally decay before their firutt is ripe^ and are. 
of no value. 

Cucumbers for pickling are now in feafon^ thes e- 
fore they ihould be looked' over twice or three times 
a week to gather fuch as are fit; for in a (hoft 
time, they will grow too large for that par^fe; 
they muft alfo be frequently watered in dry wea- 
ther, which will caufe them to produce a greater 
quantity of fruit. 

The afparagus planted laA fpring, fhouid be 
carefully cleared from weeds; for at this fealbn^ it 
will make new ihoots, which will be mu^h ftroiig- 
er, where they are not injured by weeds (» other 
plants, than'OQ the contrary. 

Winter crops, fuch as parfnips,, leel^s, beel^, ' 
cabbages, (^c. fhouid be conftaiitly kept clear ffORi> 
weeds, which, if fuffcired to grow^ will greatJy 
ftiijure them, aad the weeds wiUfoo^ fcattey tircir 

feed|» 
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feeds at this fcafon j whereby the grouod will be 
plentifully flocked with th^m, which cannot b^ 
rooted out in many years. 

' l-he dunghills .fliould airo be cleared from weeds^ 
particularly cheYiopodii and nightihade, which arc 
now very eommofn upon ahnod every dunglull; 
abd if the feeds are permitted to fcattcr, when th^ * 
dung is carried into the garden, they will be mixed 
therewith, and thereby fill tl)C ground •; therefore 
they fhould be pulled up ahd call into the heap, to 
rot at fome diftance froiii the garden or dunghill^ 
©r dri^d and burned ; fur^lf only Koed down, and 
permitted to lie upon the dunghill ^as b by fomc 
pradifed^) the feed* lyill ripen iu tJiey fie^ «nd bt " 
atmofl as bad as IF fuffered to grow to maturity. 

You may in this month plant flips of fage, rofc- 
mary, floechas, lavender^ n^aflich, and other aro- 
matic plants, where it was omitted in the fpring; 
but they win not be near fo Hrong, or capable of 
refiding the cold of the next winter fo well as thofe 

Slanted in the fpting ; therrfore will re()uife to be 
lelter^d, if the winter prove (cvere. 
Cut fuch herbs as are now in flower to difti^ or 
to dry for winter ufe, always obferving to do it 
when they arc dry, and hang them up in a dry 
(hady place ;^ for if dried in the fuo, they wilj 
fhrink up, ttirn black, and be of little worth. 
• Continue to fow *he feeds of crefTes, rafie^ tur- 
nip, radifli, muftard^ and other kinds of failct 
h;crb§ eve^y <veek, that the tafal^ may sot be ur* 
furniflied, for how thefe forts Ipoh grow /too large 
for ufe. 

' Gather alt forts of kitchen gardiefi ieeds, now 
ripe, fpreading them upon mats ^to dry^ and tifcn , 
bW or rub tbem Out of theii* hvflu or fods, and 
put them up .till fhefeafons for fowtng tham* 
' The radlfli feed now rn pod mull be guar^led, 
to prevent birds from devouring it, which they will 
do in a Ihort time, if not continuaJly watched. 

^ Sow 
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Sour turnips for a latter crop, which may, be 
done any time before the twentieth day of this 
month; but thofe fown later feldom apple well, 
eTpecially if the autumn prove cold. 

Earth up finnochia fiill grown, to blanch it, thaV 
it may be fit for ufe ; and continue to tranfplant 
celery into drilfs, that there may be a fucceffion for 
the table through the feafon. 

Spinach fown the end of laft month for winter 
ufe, will now be fit to hoe, which ihould be done 
in dry weather, that the weeds which arc cut may 
be foon killed ;. for in moid weather they wilt take 
toot again, and require another cleaning. At thi$ 
fimc the fpinach fhould be cut down where it grows 
too clofe, for the plants (Hould not be left clofer to 
each other than three inches, that they may have 
room to fpread, and produce large leaves, in which 
the goodnefs of winter fpiiiach confids.

JVork 
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^JVork to be done in the Fruit-Gard-XN gnd 
Vineyard. 

Look carefully over wall-fruit-trees, to d^flroy 
fnatl$ and other vermin, which gnaw the choice 
fruits and fpoil them. JDcftroy fparrow^ and tom- 
tits, which will peck your choice pears; figs, and 
graphs, as fad as they ripen, where not defended; 
and if ndt done the former month, you (hould fix 
fome phials with honey-water on different parts gf 
y€ur trees to deflroy the wafps, which will drown 
themfelves by attempting to drink of the watfs. 
Thefe phial^ (hould be fixed before die fruit begim 
to ripen, when the wafps and files will be much 
fooner inticcd than after they have tafted the fruity 
fo that by the timely ufe of this method, the fruit 
may be prefcrved. 

Where any branches of' the trees projeS from 
the waH, or have been difplaced by winds, tf^. 
they ihould be carefully fifteued in their due poCU 
tion, that the fruit may receive the benefit of the 
fun ;, but do not pull off their leavers (as by (bme 
perfons^praSifed,) for this cxpofes the fruit too 
much, whereby it becomes hard, and feidom ri« 
pens kindly, efpecially when done long before the 
fVilit ripens. 

The vines in the vineyard and againft waffe 
ihould now be gone over for the laft time, pulling 
off ^11 trailing branches .lately produced, and faften 
the loofe branches in their proper places, that the 
fruit (now full grown) may. receive the benefit ^f 
the fun and air. Alfo obferve to keep the ground 
clear from weeds between the.rows of vines, that 
the fun may dry up the moifture every day, fo riiat > 
the reflection of heat may be greater to ripen the 
fruit. 

Untie the buds of fruit-trees inoculated the laft 
month, otherwife their bandage will pinch the 

bark 
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bark of the (locks, and prevent their growing 
equally in the part where the bud is put in : ob- 
ferve alfo to clear the lower part of your flocks 
from (hoots, and keep the giound clear from weeds 
near the roots of your fruit tre^.

, T he beginning of this month you fhould look 
carefully over the (locks budded the laft month, 
and loofen the bandage; left the buds fliould be 
pinched thereby; and where. any (hoots are pro- 
duced below the buds, they Ihould be cut off. 
Alfo look over vour trees budded the former year, 
or grafted in tlie fpring, cutting off all fhoots pro- 
duced below the place where they were budded or 
grafted, for if thcfe arc permitted to grow, they 
will ftarve the buds or grafts. 

Keep the ground clear from weeds between your 
trees, and train up the feveral forts of evergreens, 
foreft-trecs, and ftirubs,. for. the feveral purpofes 
they ai-e. defigned, but do not trim the ftcm» of 
ftandard trees too clofe ; for if they have not fome 
fmaIlftioot« leftx oi> the fides of their ftems, to de- 
tain the fap for (Irengthening ' the ftems, they will- 
not be able to fupport their heads. 

Toward the eiid of this .month begin to ckar 
and trench the. ground, where you intend to planit 
out flocks, or young foreft-trees in autumn, that 
the rain noay foak and meHow the ground before 
the fcafon of planting; and. if your land is ftifi^, 
the laying it a month or fix weeks in ridges before 
it is planted, will mellow the cods, ami render^ 
them much eafier to be broken than if newly dug. 

Look carefully to your young feed! ing-trees, to 

obferye that they do not fuffer by drought, nor 

over-borne by weeds, which at this feafon foon get 

up to a confiderable height.

Tranfplant the layers of carnations, prinks, and 
double rwtet-williams, which by this time will 
h*vc taken root, if timely laid. Thoft choice forts 
of carnations defigned for pots, may be planted at 
this time, each in a fmall halfpenny pot, filled with 

' frefti light earth, and placed in a fhady (ituatiori 
until they have taken root; after which remove 
them into a more open fituation, where they msiy 
remain until the end of O^Stober, when they fhoulj 
he placed under a hot-bed frame, or plunged into 
an old bark-bed without heat, and arched over with 
hoops, th.1t they may be covered in iv inter, to pro- 
teQ them from hard rains, fnow and fevere froft ; 
but they fliould be always open in mild Weather, 
oLherwife they will d aw up weak. In this manner 

^ they may be much better preferved than if plante^ . 
oat at firft into pots where they are to remain for' 
blowing, becaufe they will ft:n 1 iii a fixth part of 
the compafs ; and in the fpring they may be turned 
out of the fmall pots with the earth to their roots, 
whereby they will not receive any check, and 
place them into larger pots to flower. But thofe 
carnations^ pinks, and fweet-williams, defigned for 
the borders of the pleafure-garden, fhould be now 
planted in beds in the flower-nurfery, to remain 
till the middle of OSober, when you may dig the 
borders of the pleafure garden, and new plant 
them ; at which time they may be taken up with 
a ball of earth to their roots, and planted in thebpr- 
dcps with other flowers. 

Now fhfft your choice aurictilas into frefti rich 
earth, obferving to clear them from (lead leaves, 
and place them in a fhady fituation until they have 
taken root; this will ftrengthen the plants greatly, 
and improve their flowers' the following fpring. 
You may yet remove the roots of bulbous irifes^ 

frltiUarias, and hyacinths of Peru; and alfo the 

roots 
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roots of lilies, martagons, crown imperials/ pce-^ 
dnijis, and flag irifes, whofi? Leaves are now de^ 
cayed; but if fufFered to remain muchjonger un- 
rem6ved, many of them will pufli out firefli fibres, 
when it will be two late to remove them, but efpe- 
cially white lilies, becaufe they foon put out new 
leaves; after which time, if they. are. removed, 
they rarely flower the following feafon. 
' Gather all forts of flower-feeds as they ripen, 
andfpread theni to dry in the fun; after which,, 
they fhould be preferved in their pods or hufks,. 
Until the feafons for fowing them, for the feeds of 
moft plants may be kept longer good in their pods 
than when. rubbed out. 

Tranfpl^nt polyanthufes, primrofes, and feed- 
ling auriculas, obfei-ving to ihade and water them 
until ihey have taken root, as alfo to clofe the earth 
to their roots, otherwife the worms will draw them 
out of the gr<5und; to prevent which, fome per- 
fons make a bedof cold dung, beating it down very 
clofe, then lay good earth thereon, three or four 
inches thick, and plant their feedling auriculas into 
It: this dung keeps down the worths, and pre- 
ferves the plants from being turned out of the 
ground, and in the fpring they will root into the 
dung, whereby they will be improved. 

Cut down the flalks of fuch plants as have done 
flowering, and are decayed; and fallen all tall«^ 
growing plants to flicks, to fupport them from 
being broken or blown down by ftrong winds, . 
^which often reign at this feafon. 

The pots of annual plants muft now be duly wa- 
tered in dry weather, otherwife they will foon lofc 
their beauty ; and fuch as are tender fliould be re* 
moved into ^flieher when the nights begin to be 
cold, that tfiey may perfefl their feeds, whfch in 
bad feafons feldom ripen well, if not proteSed fxx}m 
the inclemency of the weather ; particularly the 
double (Iramonium, double balfamine, quamoclit, 
deep blue couvolvtilns. with fome otlier tender forts^ 

' ToWard 
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Toward the latter end of this mpnth begin to 
prepare yoiir bcd$ to receive your choice hyacinths, 
tulips, and ranimctilufes, that the earth may fettle 
befbre the roots are planted, otherwife when -^ it 
finks unequally, there will lie holes on the tops of 
the beds, which will detain the water, whereby 
the roots in thofe places will be rotted. If thefe 
beds are made three feet deep, and fome very rot- 
ten ncats dung, or rotten tanners bark, laid in th« 
bottom, the fibres of thefe roots will ftrike down 
into it in the fpring, and receivings great nourifh- 
ment, it will caufc them to flower very ftrong; 
but the earth of thefe beds fliould not be fcreened 
very fine, but only the larger (lones raked out, and 
all the clods well broken, for when it is too fine it 
is very apt to bind in winter. 

Clean all the parts of your flower-garden from 
weeds, which, iJFpermitted to fland^wiliftied their 
feeds in a fhort tinie, whereby your garden wilJ be 
fo flocked with them a:s not to oe rootod out in.fe- 
veral years. 

• You may now fow the feeds of anemoniesj pul- 
fatrlhs, ranuncultifes, crocufes, fritillarlafi, hya- 
cinths, tufips, 'narciffules, cjxlanien,, irifes, auri- 
ctilas. Hires, martagons, polyanthufes,. ^c. in pots 
or boxes filled with light rich earth, ebferving not 
to cover the feeds which are thin and light too deep, 
for tbey will rot in the ground when buried deep, 
efpecially the rannnculufes, pulfatillas, aneraonies, 
auriculas, polyanthufes, and fritellarijis ; but the 
larger feeds may he covered thicker. /Thefe pots 
of. boxes (hould be placed where they q^y have 
the morning fun till ten or eleven o'clock, for if 
, too much expofed to the heat of the fnn at this 
feafon, the feeds will not fucceed fo well ; they 
rnuft alfo be frequently refreflred with water, but 
give it them very gently, otherwife they will be . 
in danger of being wafted out of the grounds 

The feeds of feveral kinds of annual flowers may 
now be fgwn on warm borders to ftand the winter, 

4hat 
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that they may flower early the following fummer, 
whereby they will be much ftionger, and produce 
a greiiter quantity of flowers than thofe fown in xht 
fpring, and their feeds will conftantly ripen belter. 
Of thefe are the fweet pea, Venus navel-wort, 
dwarf annual ftockj Lobel's catchfly, xeranthe- 
mums, fweet fultan, cerinthe of Qiiee or four forts, 
myofotis, chryfanthemiim, adonis, meadia, Cape 
Horn pea, Indian fcabrous, and moil forts of um- 
belliferous plants. 

You may now propagate the double fcarlet 
lychnis, double rofc campion, double rocket, gen- 
tianella, double ragged robin^ batchelors button 
red and' white, double catchfly, and Canada Icon- 
urus, by flipping and parting their roots ; but thefc 
flips fliould be planted in fliady borders, or other- 
wife they muft be duly fliadcd every day in dry 
hot weather with mats, and conftantly fupplied 
with water, until they have taken root: they will 
make very good plants (provided they are carefully 
planted and duly watered) by the beginning or mid- 
dle of GSober, when they may be either planted 
into pots, or the borders of ^ the flower-garden, 
where they will flower ftronsj the following^ fcafbn. 
The pkafure-garden mart now be duly looked 
after to keep it neat, for in moift weather the grafs 
muft be frequently mowed^ rolled, and polled, to 
have it fine: the gravel walks muft alfo be kept 
dean from weeds, and conftantly rolled; and a9 
the leaves of trees often begin to fall at this time, 
they fliould be daily fwept up to have the whole 
garden decent. .

About the beginning of this month inoculate 
orange-trees, obferving to turn that fide of the 
ilock where the bud is put in, from the fun. Cut 
off oranges, jafmines, and other exotics, which 
were inarched the foi mer fpring, from their mo- 
ther-tree5, being careful in-the operation not to 
^ loofen the graft from the (lock, nor fliould the clay 
or wax be rubbed offunril the following fpring. 

The beginning of this month is a proper feafon 
for fhifting aloes, fedums, mefeitibryanthemi, ce- 
reufes, euphorbias, and other exotic fucculent 
plants; now in full growth, which will take root 
asrain fooner than at any other time of the year : 
alfo at the fame time take oflF the offsets of aloes, 
and plant them into fmall pots filled with frefh fandy 
earth, placing them where they may have the 
morning fun, obferving to refrefh them now-and- 
then with a little water in dry weathel", which, if 
duly obferved, there will be no occafion to give 
them any artificial heat to encourage them to take 
root, for at this feafon they are'grcatly difpofed to 
yfend forth roots. . 

The feVera! kinijs of tender exdtic plants, con- 
ftantly prefcrved in the bark-ftoves,, fhould now be 
fhifted, that they may make ftrong roots before 
winter; ^^^ ^f fhifted too late jn the feafon, they 
do not recov^Vsil l>efpre the cold comes on, which 
checks their giov/th, ib that they >^'iJ} itot ^pjj|^^ . 
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^o vigorous, qor will they be fo ftrong to maintain ' 
^hemfclves in winter : but if they are not fhiftedat 
thisfeafon, their roots will be fo matted in the pots 
that they grow mouldy in winter and decay ; which 
has often been deftructive to many choice plants. - 
' The beds in which the ananas are pliiced ftiould * 
be now refrcftied with foriie new tanners bark, (pro- 
vided it was not done the former mortth,) for the 
evenings toward the end of this month often begin 
to grow cold ; and if the heat of the beds alfo de- 
cline, the plants wjll receive a check ; and this be- 
ing the principal feafon of their growth, it will pre- 
vent their ftrengtheninsj themfelves for fruit the 
following year ; nor will ihe heads or dfFsets newly 
planted, be fufficiently fumifhed" with roots before * 
winter, if the beds are not kept in a kindly tempe- 
rature of warmth ; and as the mights grow cold^ 
the glaffes fhould be covered^ with mats to keep 
them warm; but the plants defigned to fruit the 
next year, fhould not be too much forced at this 
feafon, efpecially fuch as are forward, left it drive 
them into fiuit in the winte/, * which is often the 
cafe^: and even the fuckers, taken off early the ., 
fame feafon, are fometimes forced into fruit a year 
too foon, when they are kept too hot, or by re- 
ceiving a great check in their growth. The plants 
virhich are to produce fruit the following year,,' 
fhould now be (hifted into pots where they are to 
remain, if not done in July ; and if difturbed "later* 
in the feafon, they will not have time to make good 
roots before winter. This is to be imderftbod of the 
plants defigned to fruit in pots: for thofe to be 
planted in the tan irt autumn, fhould^ not be dif-* 
turbed at this feafon ; for they mud nevejr be franf- 
planted after they (hew their fruit, as that will 
greatly retard them, and caufe their fruit to be fniall. 

The feveral kinds of hardy green-houfe plants ' 
Should now be ihifted, and fuch as require it mufl 
have larger pots ; for if their roots are too much 
I 3 confined. 
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confined, and matted ^bout the pots, ihey will 
grow mouldy and decay. When rtiifted,, they 
fiiGuld be placed in a (hady fituation until they have 
taken frefh root ; after which they may be expofed 
ag^in to thc-fon until the time of houfing them: 
btit do not expofe them too much to ftrong winds, 
which will blow thtm out of the pots ^gain, when 
they have been lately removed, unlefs fupported 
by ilakcs. 

You Ihould now tate fome of tlje cirth out of 
the tubs or pots of orangertrees, filling them up 
again with rich fi efh earth, wliich will eocouragiS; 
tJttcm to fupport their fruit in winten 

W^ih and clpanfe the leases apd ftem$ of yo«r 
cpffte-tree?, and other exotic plants frotn filthy 
which they are vtry fubjeS to contraQ at this fea- 
fon; and if not cleaned off,, will entice vermin, to 
tjfic great injury of your plants* 

Tm^ard the latter end of the moT\tk you m^y re?* 
XDbve your cereufes, euphorhiumsy and othe/ v-ery 
tender fucculent plants placed abroad, into th^ 
ftpve agaift, cr into the green-houfe> to prpteS 
them From ffreat rains or early froft ; for at this 
fealbn the nights begin to- grow cold, and there oP* 
ten happens much rain, which is very injurious to 
tbfim> wh«n expofed thereto ; but if the fe^fon is 
warm, they may continue abroad a fortnight longer,

IVork to be done in the Kitchen-Gardhst. 

X H E middfef of this month plant out your cau- 
liflower-plants Town in thQlaftmonth, placing.them 
either upon old cucumber or melon-beds ; for if put 
upon beds without any dung under them, the 
worms will draw them out of the ground ; but if 
the feafon proves cold, and the plants backward, it 
will be proper to- make a flight bed with waiin 
dung, which v/.ill bring them forward: the diftance 
thefe plants fhoiild be allowed is three inches from 
row to row, and about two inches afunder iathe 
rows, which will be fufBcient room for them to 
grow till toward the end of OSober, when they 
mud be tranfplanted again into their winter-beds, 
or in rows to be covered with bell or hand-glaflfes* 

Toward the middle of this month fow fomc feeds 
ofCos, Cilicia, and brown Dutch lettuces, to plant 
under fames or hand-gfaflfesj which riiay be covered 
in fevere frofl; that if thofe on warm borders arc 
deftroyed, thefe may be preferved : and if the 
^former efcape, thefe will come after them, and 
the table be betier fupplied. 

The cardoons planted out in June fhould now be 
earthed up; in doing which, carefully tie up 
their leaves with an hay-band; then lay the earth 
up to each plant about eighteen inches high, being' 

careful 
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careful not to bury their hearts. This work ihould 
always be performed in dry weather. 

Yon may nov/ make muihrcem*beds ; in doing 
which you muft obferve to make choice of dung 
25 hath laid about three weeks or a month on an 
heap, whereby its great heat is loft; npr fhould the 
dung intended for this purpofe be thrown on an heap 
to fernient, as isthepradice for hot-beds; bccaufc 
if it ever is. violently hot, it will not take the fpawn 
of the mulhrooms near fo well, as that not fo much 
fermented, which is the reafon of fome perfons 
preferring the dung of ftone horfcs to that of other 
animals; and let your knobs offpawn be laid to dry . 
in a ftiady place a fortnight before you put them • 
into the bed. The particular dlreftions for making 
thofe beds may be feen in the Gardeners Dic-» 

TIONARY. 

Hoe and clean turnips, and the fpinach fown laft 
month, from weeds, cutting oiifthe plants where too 

, clofe, obfefving, if poffible, to do this in dry weather, 
ptherwife {the weeds will take foot again, and be 
very troublefome. Alio weed jthe beds of onions, 
carrots, cauliflower, cabbage plants^ and cole^ 
worts, fown the laft month ; for if weeds are perr 
mitted.to grow, they will foon over- top the plants 
and fpoil them. 

^. Earthifp yoijncelery asit advances in height,

them to dry upon mats or cloths; ^nd then beat 
them but of their hulks, and put them up in a 
place until the feafons for fowingthem. 

In moift weather you may tianfplant your c^te- 
wort plants fown in July/ into the places where' 
t^ey are to remain 'till fpring ; and you fliould alfo 
tranfplaiit your cabbage plants (own the beginning 
of Auguft^ that theyN may acquire ftrengih before 
^ they are planted out for good. 

^i;anrplant fomc of yoiv late fown endive on 
borders under warjn Walls, paks, or hedges, W 
(land'till February before it is blanched; and in 
dry weather tie up endive fuU grown to blanch it 
for ufr? of iPthe plants are covered fclofc with tifcs 
or boarrfs, they will blanch equally well. 

if the feafon prove dry, water your laft crop of 
cauliflowers, which will be fit for ufe the next 
month; othervvift tlieir heads will be Very fmalf, 
efpecially if the ground be dry. 

Gonttniie to keep all- your htd crops cljcar from 
weeds ; fpr if they are not well cleaned before the 
great raitis of auiuipnfalf, it Wrll'be diffitcrlt to d.e^ 
ftroy th?m afterwaTci-, fyr at. this feafoii thfey are 
generally produced hv plenty.' 

Toward the latter end of this mbnfh tranfKant 
lettuces.of ftveral forts upon warm bptdci'n, where 
they may remain to cabbage early in thfe Spring;

If there ihodd happen much rain at this feafon, 
your yoong cauliflower plants muft be protcfted 
rherefipom; otherwkfe. it will caufc their ftems to * 
turn b!ack,and the outfide fkin will d^cay In a (hojrt 
time. This b- what gardentrs term black ihanked. 

Moft of youF fumnier crops being entirely 
cleared from off tlie ground, rn dry wcajher hoe 
and clear it from weeds,, wliich will prefcrve it neat 
aad clean, until you fl\4ll prepare it for frefii cfop?, 
or tiH it is trenched up to lie till if ring ; wec;d!5 
growing after th? crops are taken off th^ groucid, i 
impoveriflies it,, thoi^h Jiot fuffered to feed. 

At the end of this month plant focnc beans, and . 
faw fome early peas; the heft fort of beans for tl^iis 
purpcfearethemaz;9gan, inwarai borders;, where, 
if they abide the winter, they will proxiuce t^ir 
crops early the fucceeding i)>rijig. 

TiisinTplacit your latter crop of ceJery into drifel.s 
which at this feafon fhould always be planted on/, 
drier ground tbao the former; foi: a^.tliis is to re- 
main till the (^ring, it will be in danger of rotttiig 
•n 3-very moift foil. 

You mould now tranfplant the laft crop of broc- 
coli where it ib to remain, that it may acquire 
ftrength before^he froft comes on to check it ; and 
irtw earth up to the ftems of your former crops, 
whiclv will greatly proteft them fiom the ftoft. 

Thc'f 
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new borders are iftade, it wiH have time to fettle 
before they are pfanted; but if the bordicrs were 
prepared in the former month, the ground fhould 
be now turned over a^ain, which wilV prevent the 
growth of weeds, and b«f)f g^eat ferviee in exp&f- 
ing the earth to the air, aiM* hereby the clods will 
be broken and rendered fk to receive the trees.

' The middfe or latter end of this month, you majr 
plaat cuttings of laurel in fiiady borders, obfervinj 
to water them frequently in dry weather, which* 
will promorc th^ir taking root; for at this feafon 
there is little danger of their growing, provided 
they are duly watered, 

X ou may alfo plant cuttings of honeyfuckles, 
goofeberries, currant?, and feveral other hardy 
nets and 1hruh§, which will grow from cuttings, 
for at thts feafon they generally fucceed better than 
in fpring. 

The ground where you intend to plant out your 
young ftock^ fbr fruit-trees, and other hardy trees 
and flirubs, fliould now be well dug (if it was not 
done the former month,) that the rain may foak 
ijito It, and moiften it before the trees are planted. 

'i*owa:rd the end of the month ydu may begin tp 
tranfplant fome forts of fruit- trees, foreft-trees^ 
hardy flirubs, ^c, obferving to remove tjiafe firft 
whofe leaves are moft decayed ; but if the feafon 
prove dry, it will be better to defer it till i-ain falls;- 
but if th^rre is a neceffuy to remove thfm, they 
mult b<i now and then watered,, oiherwiffe their 
bat^: willihrink; and the 'tre<s thus early removiedj 
Wilt pufh out new fibres in, a fortnight or three 
weeks timt': b"ut the trees fliould be well fupporteS 
with (lakes, otherwife the ftrong winds will bloW* 
Them out of the ground in winter, or di(p]ace them 
lb much aa to injure their young roots : there fbould 
^Wb be fome mulch laid upoii tiie furfacfe of the 
jground about th'cirirbots the Wglnning of Nov^ni- 
Tyer, before the cold weather fets i|i,. to prevent the 
IVift fi:om penetrating, which will gr.eatty dlainage 
ffceffe ne wftbc^^ "T^ t ree& ttius^ iiianagpd will. be fo 
^i^ell fettled arij rooted before the fucceeding fiim- 

mer. 
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mcr, that dry weather will not injure them ncarfo 
much as thofe planted in fpring; for which 
reafon moft (kilful nurfery-men choofe to plant out 
their quarters of (locks for fruit, fored-trees, and 
flowering (hrubs, at this feafon; becaufe, where 
there are large quantities, it will be very expenfive 
to water them ; but for very moid land it will be 
better to defer this planting till fpring, becaufe the 
wet in winter will often rot the- tender fibres of 
new-planted trees as faft as they are put out, but 
cfpecially in very moift feafons. 

Wliere furs, pines, and other refinous trees are 
grown fo rude as to require fome of their branches 
to be cut off,' this is the beft feafon for fuch opepa- 
tions, for now they are not fo fubjeft to weep as in 
the fpring; and there will be time for their wounds 
to heal over before the great rains in winter comes 
on, or hard frofl, both which are hurtful ta frefli 
wounded trees. Walnut-trees and maples fhould 
alfo be trimm^ at this feafon, where it h necef- 
fary, for the fame reafon. 

tVork to be Jons in tie Flower-Garden. 

Dia^ th^ borders of your flower-garden,, and If 
jieceflary, add frefti earth or very rotten dung, and 
plant all forts of hardy flowers therein, obferyln^ 
to mix them in Aich a manner that there may be a 
regular fucceflion of flowers throughout the feafon, 
in the different parts of the garden. 

Now is the time for tranfplanting biennial and 
perennial flowers, fown and raifed in the flower- 
nurfery, into the borders of the pleafure-gardeix, 
where they are defigned to flower. 

The layers of pinks, carnations, and fweet-wi|- 
liams, not tranfplanted from the old roots'the fo("m^r 
iTionth, muft be no longer deferred ; bj^caufc if n^ 
planted early in September, they wl!! uQt bave.tia;e 

cnor.sfh 
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enough totake root before the froffy weather comes 
on, whereby they will be in danger of fuffering, ' 

Plant early tulips in a warm fituation, where 
they may be defended from cold winds; in which 
places they will fiower in March, or earlier, ac- 
cording ^s the feafon is more or lefs forward. - 

The choice hyacinth roots fhould nov/ be planted; 
in doing which, after having prepared the beds 
with good earth (mixed up according to^he direc- 
tions given in the Gardtners Dictionary,) 
about three feet deep, you (hould take the earth 
out of the beds about fix or eight inches deep; 
then make the bottom level, and draw the lines 
length wife and acrofs the beds, at the didance th« 
roots are to be placed, that they may (land ecfually 
in rows; then place the roots upright exadly in 
.the middle of each fquare, and lay the earth on 
thern gently, being careful not to difplace them : 
the beds muft be filled up about five inches thick 
with earth, above the top of the bulbs/ This is a 
much better method of planting them, than that of 
making holes for each root with a dibble or other 
inftrument. 

The box-edgings, grown too thick, ftioufd noW 
be taken up and parted, planting it down again ac- 
cording to the dire^ions given in the Gardeners 
Dictionary; and the. edgings planting the lad 
feafon, and not fucceedcd well, m^y now be re^ 
p^red. . . 

Prepare the beds for the choice ar^eraonics, ra- 
nunculufes, and tulips, the beginning of this tponth, 
if not done the lafl;, for the eirth (hould be allowed 
fome time to fettle before the roots are pbnted ; 
ptherwife it will fettle unequally afterwards, when 
there will be danger of ^loTing the roots in places 
where the beds fettle in holes, becaufe the wet will 
be detained dure,, and rot them. 

The 
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The beginning oi the month you ihouM pJant 
fome of your ordinary double anemonies in warm 
borders, where they may be fcrecned from cold 
winds; in which places they will ftower early in. 
the fpring, provided the feafon prove favoirrabfe^ 

Slip and plarrt out pofyanthttfes, prinvrofes, Loa^ 
don pride, thrift, double catchfly, pinks, peach- 
leaved •bell-flower, fcarlet lychnis, rofe campion, 
daifies, double camomile, doiible ragged robin, fe- 
verfew, and all forts of hardy fibrous-rooted plants 
propagated by. paring their roots; obfervis^ to 
^lofc the earfh faft to their roots when yoii^pfant 
them, otherwife the worms will draw, them out 
of the ground. 

Cut down the ftafks of decayed Sowers^ and 
where they are not to be tranfpbinte<^ dijf the 
ground about rhem, and add fome Gotten dung or 
frclh earth to the borders, which will greatly 
lengthen their roots. 

You may yet fow the feeds of ifiHis, tulfps^ 
crown imperials, hyacinths, frltiJIarits, cofchioims,. 
cyclamens, ranunculuTeB, anemonies, and moft 
ether bulbous and tuberous-rooted flowers; though 
it were better if done the middle of the iaft month,, 
efpecialty if the (eafon was moiil, otherwUe it is as 
well now^ pi'ovided it be done early. They {btnM 
be fown in pots or tubs filled whh light frefli earthy 
and pretty thick^ ob&rvinv not to cover them too 
thick whh earth, efpeciaily the rannnculofa ^ 
anemonies, whofe feeds are very thin anrf ftibjeft 
to rot, if buried tpo deep. They miift be phced to 
have only the morning fun unfit the beginning of 
the next mont^, when you ra*ift remove them into 
a warmer fjtuation. But if the feafon prove dry, 
they ihould be rrfreihed gently with water. 

Sow the feeds jof auriculae and polyanthufes. in 
Bot$ or boxes of light irkh earth, beii^ very care*

l^Yvk i§ %^ proper feafon foj* parting and tranf•^

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valley, Solomon's feal, acanthus, hardy apocy- 
nums, columbines, fcarlet* lychnis, campanulas^ 
perennial lathyrus, feveral forts of foxgloves, per- 
ennial poppy, i^c. that they may be well- rooted 
before the fpring^ other wife they will not flower 
fo ftrong the following fummer. You may alio 
part the roots of the early flowering afters and gol- 
den-rods, whofe ftalks are beginning to wither ;

them proper room, otherwife their roots will fpread 
over whatever plants grow n^ar, them, but the late 
flowering kinds ftiould not be removed before the 
latter end of next month. 

This is the feeft fcafon for tranfplanting All forts 
of hardy wood plants and flowers into wildernels 
quarters, where they will make a fine appearance 
the fpring following. 

It is alfo the beft fe^fon to tranfplant laurels, 
lauruftinufes, and ^tbutus ; for the laurels now be- 
gin to prepare their buds for the next year's (hoots, 
and the other two begin to produce their fliowers ! 
therefore the fooher they are planted *when the rains 
begin to fall in the autumn, the better they will 
fucceed. -

Work to ie done in the Green-House, cnd^ 
Stove. 

The very tender fofts of fucculent plants removed 
out of the (love in fummef, muft now be carried, 
into the green-hotife for a fortnight, efpecially if 
the feafon proves wet, or the nights cold ; for by 
' favour of the weather, thefe plants are fometimes 
permitted to remain abroad Until the end of this 
month ; when at other tihies it is often fo had, as 
io render ft neceffary to caf ry them in at the be- 
ginning or middle of the month ; for much wet is 
very prejudicial to them, and fmall morning fierts 
would dcftroy or greatly damage many of them: 
therefore every one fliould be direOied by the fea- 
fon, when to remove' thefe plants into the houfe. 

If the bark beds in which the pine-apples are 
filunged liave loft their heat, they fhould be re- 
frefiied, by ftirring ftie bark up with a fork, and 
adding fottie ftefh tan thereto, which'will renew 
the heat; and if the nights prove cfold, the gJaffes 
(hould be carefully covered, that the plants may 
be kept in a growing ftate; for it is better to keep 
them in the frames until the middle or end of Oc- 
tober, if the feafon be not too cold, than to place 
them in the ftove too early ; becaiife, whenever 
you remove thcrti irito the ftove, there muft be fifes 

nude 
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tmdc every night, which wiH often dry the earth 
in the ^ts (6 faA that they will require to be fre- 
^uetftJy wafcrcd, which is not fo proper for theinr « 
lihis f&ar<^, htit this' is to be iinderftood of fuch 
l^lams bnly as are |>f«c^ in a dry (love in winter ; 
for thofe ddfigned to be pipilged into a bark-bed in 
the flow, may be rembved thither toward the end 
of the nrionth j at which tirtie the tan muft be re- 
riewed, that it may retain a warAith through the 
winter ; aftd thofe ptanrs intended to be planted 
int6 the tan for the neit year's fnfit, ihould now he 
ihakett out of the p<its, and planted as they are der 
figned to remain^ that they make good roots before 
«<vinter, for upon this depends theif producing 
Jarge fruit. 

Toward the lattet 6nd of this month the orange- 
trees Ihould be removed into the green-houfe, ob- 
ferving always to do it iiva dry day, when the leaves 
have no moifture upon them, and place them thinly . 
in the houfe, and as near the windows as poifibJe 4 , 
for there will be lio oecafion for placing them as 
they are to (land during the winter, until uhe 
myrtfe$ and other hardy plants are brought into the 
^loufe, which need not be done until the middle or 
end of OSober, unlefs the nights prove very cold 
and frofty;^ for the longer they can be kept abroad, 
the better they will thrive^ and be in lefs danger of 
fuffermg in winter; but if the. orange-trees are 
kept abroad too long, their leaves will change to ^ 
pale yellowift colour; and when this happens, they 
rarely recover th^f verdure till the following 
fummer . > 

The other kinds of exotic plants intended for the 
ftove, or glafi-cafes where conftanf fires are notne- 
ceffary, mart be removed into fhelter as the feafon 
grows cold, beginning with t^he tendered firft, and 
fo proceed on to the more hardy kinds; and never 
flacc them in ex^Q order timil they ace all houfed* 

The 
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The latter end of this month) or beginning of the 
next, the tan->beds in the ftove fhould be prepared 
to receive the tendered exotic plants, which niuft 
be placed therein when the batk begins to warm ; 
but caEe mufl be taken not to fuffer the bark to 
heat viofentljc, for that wiH injure the roots of the 
plants, and endanger their health; becaufe when 
th^y receive damage at this feafon, it is almoft im- 
pofliblc to recover them in winter; therefore if the 
bark be found too hot, the pots muft not be plunged 
therein until the heat be abated. - 

When the exotic plants are placed in the Jioufe, 
care (hedd be taken to pick off all decayed leaves 
from them, and clear them and their branches 
, from filth or infe6ks, which, if permitted to re- 
main upon them, will greatly injure them; and the 
earth in the pots fhould be loofened with a fmall 
trowel, being careful not to injure their roots ; and 
where the^ftems or branches of the plants have con- 
tracted filth, they fhould be well cleaned before 
they are placed in the ftove.

Asparagus-beds not dreffed the 

fbrmcr month, (hould now be . done by cutting 
doAvn the withered haulm, and hoeing the weeds 
from the beds; into the alleys^* tl^en <iig the alleys, 
and caijt th6 earth over the .beds,, burying the weeds; 
but where the beds want inanuring^ which they 
Should have annually,, there fhould ba fomc very 
rotten dung laid over them after the wefds are 
cleaned off, arfd the earth of the alleys fpread there- 
on. When this is finiihed, there may be one row 
of cabbage or colewort plants planted in the middle 
of each alley, where in fevere winters thcfe will 
often efcape, when thofe planted on the level "ground 
are deftroyed ; and as they will be taken away in 
March, by the time the afparagus-beds are dreffed 
in the fp™?> they will not injure it in the leaft. 

In dry weather continue to earth up celery and 
cardoons to blanch them, and draw up fome full- 
grown endive to plant on the fides of the ridges to 
whiten, becaufe the cold at this fcafon increaiing, 
will injure it where remaining above ground tied up 
to blanch, as was direSed in the former month, 
tfpecially if it prove frofty ; but in mild feafons the 
endive, tied up, will continue good till the middle 
of ntxt month. 

Tranfpfant 
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Tranfplant brown Dutch and common cabbage 
lettuces, upon warm borders, near walls, , pales, or 
hedgee, to abide the winter; as alio fomecos, Cili- 
■ijia, and imperii tet^uces*; butr it will .be proper .to 
plant fortiebf ail jthefefortsiupon beds, to be covered 
with frapies Qi' mats in 'winter, becaufc if the froft 
fliould be very; fcvere, it willi deftioy .t-hc. cos arid 
Cilicia lettuces, where cxpofcd to the open air. 
But the plants put under franies, fliouid be fmaller 
than thofc pUnted in open borders, bedaufe the 
large, when, qoyeri^d,' .will be apt to be too forv/ard 
in >m4l<{ winters. . I : 

The fpinach, carrots, onions, /t^r. which were 
fown the end of; July, oc in Auguft, muft now be 
kept cleanfi'omrwe^ds^for if permitted to grow, they 
will OYer- run andfpoil the crops, efpecially thcfpi- 
jiach, which will . rot ■» off wherever they fpread 
over it. , . 

Plant b^ans and fow peas Upon dry, grounds, and 
in warm fitiiajiions, which: (hould be repeated twice ; 
the fir/l at the beginning, and tJie other at the end 
of this month; if the firil fliould be too forward to 
llartd the v/inter, the fccond, b^ing put into the 
ground later, rnay fucceed. 

Toward the end of this month, , tranfplant the 
cauliflower plants where they are to abide the win- 
ter j foilHj pf which .fliould :b^ put under bell or 
hand-gkfles, iFyoU have any, obferving to-put twp 
plantsd^ndfer ^aCh'glaft, becaufe if one of them fails, 
the othfsf win blfbiSdent ; for iiithefptingif they 
,lK>th"Mliv«.tl)reught<he. winter, onp muft, be trjinC- 
planted out.: .Thefe .'pui: un«kr.j glaflcs will €;ome 
earlier than tbpj&L>Mintfjrfd in bj^cb^'apdtraoipleotcd 
out. in, th^ fp^ring, by a fortnight, or more. You 
upay. alfo.f>l^nt fo^j?' ofjthent on waTnt border?, 
He^r. wa^ls,. pale^, or 'bedgcf,,! wber^ji if %h^ Ayinter 
49^hj^ot'M^oyp Yisry f«y«rfcj thtyjv^, ftgnd vvety 
w^ll.

The cabbage plants ibwn' in the beginning of 
Augvfty (hould now be tranfpiantied out for good 
(efpecially of the early kind*;) but it will be proper 
to have fomc in a \v;irm fituation refisrved, left the 
■^froft (houid deftroy thofe in rile fibll ground ; or if 
unv now planted dut, run up to feed in the fprin^, 
-which is frequently the cafe in mild feafohs, or when 
the feed ia fpw^ too early, 'there may be arfupply 
:to make thfcm good. As to the loftg^fided cabbage, 
which 13 a later fort, that need not be phmed out 
xor good till February. 

Where :^r\y beds of Wdfli or common onions 
were fown, they fhould be cledried fi*<mi weeds, for 
at ihis feafon the^ bladeB of the Welfli onions will 
entirely decay; fo that -before the cuhurc of. them 
was fully knov/n, many perfons have fuppefed the 
onions were dead and dug up the beds; but when 
fuifered to neitiaih, in fix weeks or two months af- 
^er, they will come \\p again very ftrong, and re- 
fill the feverefl fxofl: ^ fo that when ail tfje common 
fbrt of onion is defloyedby^the ccjld, thefe will re- 
main, which was the occafion of t^vieitr beihg fo wiuch 
cultivated lAgar(icfJs.pxear London fortie years fmce; 
but their frrong flavour renfdcrs them lefa efteemed 
'tlian- the other folt, fo tl^a^ of late yedrs-they have

The tnulSfloflR^ers fown in May, will now begin 
to flieiv ihetr heads; therefore they muft be dili- 
jgemly locpked over (wo or three times a week, to 
break ioPrti fotoe of the inner leaves upon them, 
wtiich will proteft them from the fpoft or wer, 
which,^ with their expofui^cto the fun, will change 
their colour, and c^iufe them to be unfightly. 
; -The ftems of broccoli fhould be earthed up, to 
pTOtefttbem from froft; but be careful that the 
earth be riot -drawn into- the hearts of the plants, 
for that Will fpoiUhetr heads, if not deftroy them. 

Towa«»d theend of this month fome of the leases 
of the artichokes fhould be cut clofe to the furfacc

©Vet etfcli tow, to {>rotb6t them from froft, but by

Make moderate hot beds to plant mint and tanfey 
iipon> that .both may be fit for ufe by Chriftma?, 
when they are often required ; which will continue 
to produce, until thofe in the open air come in, 
provided they be fecured from froft. 
• Make hot-bedjs for. afparagus, when it is re- 
quired to have it in December; but where not 
wanted fa early, it Is better to ftay until December 
or January ; for it wilF not be. near fo large, nor 
well .coloured, when produced in- the middle of 
winter, as that in February, and after ; but in feme 
fiimilies-afparagus is required all the winter, there- 
fore there muil be one bed, at leaft, made in this 
month. 

The muihroom-bcds muft be now carefully 
guarded from. wet and fro/1, either with frames and 
glalTe?, or thatch \ for if the wetfoaks into them, 
it will deftroy them. If this be carefully obferved, 
a crop of muftiroomis may be contiriued all the 
winter. 

The dung of melon and cucuniber-bech made laft 
fpring, fliouid be laid on the quarters of the kitchen- 
garden, as alfo that ofthe lay-ftaH, that it-fnay be 
fpread on the furface, ' ready to be di)g into the 
ground, when the quarters are trenched. . 
Cut downthedecayedftalks ofmint,tarrag€^n,haum, 
and other prrejinial roofed pbnt4^ whofe. Aalks are 
annual : the beds flK)u?ld ,aifo be cl^mpd from* weeds, 
and if a little rotten du^ngiis fpread overtheni> it 
will greatly amend tbem^ the alleys talfo ;fliould 
now be dufif, and madecUan.

them afide and di(piacc <heitii by \vbich the tettder 
fAyrcs, newly pufhed out fi om their ifools, will faf- 
ftr mud^ to the great injury of the'trfees. 

In dry weather carry dung.intb the nurfery wh^rc 
. it is wanted, and fpread it i*pon the furface of the 
ground round the ftems cf young trees ; this w^il 
. keep the'fidft out of the grctandj antt the rofiis of 
winter will wafti iri the felts, to their rioots ; and ki 
the fpring, when the ground is dujj between the 
trees, the dittng may be buried. 

You may ftow put into beds the (ton^ of muffcl 
plums for flocks, obfcnring to terror tbem an inch 
thick with light earth; and then lay fome light 
mulch over the furface of the bed, to keep oi/t the 
froft, and prevent the mice (cam getting to them* 

This is the proper fetfbn to fow aco:ns,. which 
wijt fprout, if kept long otit of the ground., and 
thereby fpoiled. You may alfo fow; beech-maft as 
foon as it is ripe, for this will not keep good long 
out of the ground. Hawtb6ms of ail fbrts, yew 
berries, and hips of rofes, (hould now be fown, ob- 
fervinz'to cover the beds, as dire&ed for the muf- 
fel plums : thcfeed^ ftnvn dt thisfeafon^ wiWdften 
come lip the fucceeding Springy ^herejts thofe fotrn

{^rune all forts of forcft-trec^s ' arid JlQwoniig 
ilirubs; in doing which SH rude tranches flibirfdi^ 
cut off ctofe to the ftems, ^nd'not leave fpurf, is 
too often praSifed^ . which renders theni vecy.un- 
fightly ; alio becarefulto leave a fuiiicient quantity 
of branches on the ftems of young flandard trees^. to 
detain the fap for the augmentation of their trunks, 
otherwife they will not be ttrong enough to fupport 
their heads. 

Now is the jbeil time to make layers of elms, 
limes, and all other hardy trees and flirubs which 
ihed thjEir leaves in winter; doing which at this 
- feafon, will greatly. promote their taking root ; for 
. the moifture in winter will fettle the ground abotit 
them, and prejpare tl«m for puiKing out roots early 
in thefprmg..

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be prefervcd at the bottom of each. By obferving 
this few of them will fail. 

' The beft forts of goofeberries and cunants may 
now be propagated ftomxuttinjSi. which, if pro- 
pel ty chofen, and carcftilly planted, will make good 
planrs in one year, and thofe fo raifed are much 
preferable to fuckers. 

Liy down the ftioots .of lauruftinus and phillyrea 
this month : the former of thefe will be rooted well 
in one year, but thq latter fhould remain two years 
'before they are difturbed. ^ 

fVark to be done in th FloweR-Garden. 

The middle or latter end of the month finifli 
planting all forts of floVver-roots, defigned to be put 
into the ground before Chriftmas ; as tulips, an»- 
-monies, ranunculufes, crbcufes, jonquils, hyacinths, 
narciffufes, bulbous iiifes, martagons, orange lily, 
and all fudhas have been kept above ground fince 
their leaves dfecayed in fummer ; for if any of them 
are fdffered to remain a few weeks after their leaves 
are decayed,, they will pu(h out frefh fibres, when 
it will be too fate* lo take them up. Nor fhould 
they remain long out oftheground,forif forneof them 
are kept long, they will decay : fo that the bul- 
bous-rooted flowers, not taken up at tlie proper fea- 
fon, fltould not be now difturbed, left iherieby they 
be dcdroyed ; er, if they live, they 'will be fo 
weakened, as to prevent their ffioweibg the fol- 
lowing fitmmer^ and fometimes they are two or 
three year's before they recover.

■ box-edgings to borders where wanted, and repair 

them where decayed : this may be done any ^ime 

before the froft fets in, fo as to freeze the ground. 

Borders dug and planted the beginning of Sep- 

'trmber, (hould Jiow be raked over again, which, if 

' properly done in dry weather, will deftroy all young 

•'weeds come up fmce, and make the borders cleln 

and h'andfome all the winter feafon. 

The beds of feedling hyacinths, tulips, fritillari'a, 
and other bulbous-rooted flowers, as have remained 
In the Ejroiind all the year, muft now be carefully 

• cleared from weeds, and have frefh rich earth fiftcd 
over thertJ half -an inch thick, wliich will pEefer^re 
the roots from fi^oft,' and greatly ftrengthen them'.

The end of this month the pots of ciioice carna- 
tions ihould be placed under cover, to defend them 
from violent rains, fnow,and fevcre froll, aH which 
are enemies to them; therefore, ifpUnted in (itiall 
halfpenny pots, as dire£led in the month of AuguA, 
they may be placed very clofc t^ether in a {garden 
frame, or upon a bed arched over with hoops^ and 
cove! ed with mats in ba<i weather, but in mild dry 
feafons thjey cannot have too much air ; or if plung^ 
into the ground, or rotten tan up to their rim$, to 
prevent the froft from penetrating quite through (o 
their roots, it will be a more fecurc method thin «o 
let them ftand upon the fiirface of rhe ^gFoimd. 

The pots of choree auriailas (hould have their 
decayed leaves taken off, and laid on One fide, or 
placed under cover, to prevent their re^eivii^g too 
much wet, which will l^ apt to not them, though 
they will endure cold very well ; iot the ktter me* 
ihod is mod eligible.

with water, which in hardfrofts fliquld be placed 
in i;he ftove twenty-four hours before it be u.fed, 
but not too near the fire-plade or flues, |e(l u be . 
made too warm^ but only to acquire a proporti- 
onable warmth with, the air of the.houfe; for if 
their fibres be much dried jq winter, th?. plants wiJB 
receive fo great injury as to render the ftiiit fmall ;

, The beginning of this., noonthi, if the feafon has 
proved fo favourable as top^mitthe tender, plants 
to remain long abroad, ftouW now'b:; remc^ed

Toward the 'end of the month, as the nights 
grow cold, begin to make fires in the ftovcs; but 
do this with caution : for if the heat be too great, 
it will caufe the plants to fhoot, whereby they will 
be weakened; and the feafon being tpo far advanced 
to perjnit their flioots to grow ftrong, their leaves. ^ 
yfill oftei> decay and fall off. Qbfcrve alfe to rc- 
frefti the plants with water pretty, often; for when 
fires are mad^ in the ftove, ^hey will dry the air of 
the houfe, and occafion the plants to perfpirc more 
freely than before, whereby they will require more 
water : give it not in large quantities, but rather 
. frequently, and no more than fufficlent to reach 
their fibres toward the bottora of the pots, at each 
time. When their leaves decay, they muft be 
picked off, and the ftove conftantly kept clear from 
the fallen leaves, cobwebs, or any other filth; 
which not only renders the houfe neat, but is very 
neceffary to preferve the plants in health.

X H E ground between the artichokes muft now 
be trenched, and the earth- between the roots laid 
in ridges over them equally on the fides and tops; 
to prevent their injury by froft; which will prefervc 
them much better than lo]iig dung, as is by fomc 
ignorant perfons ufed.. But before this be done, 
the plants fhould be cut off quite clofe to the furfacc 
of the ground, unlefs where there are fome very 
ftrong plants knit for fruit, which may be tied up 
with a fmall hay-band, and the earth laid up clofe 
to them to preferve them from frofl ; but if the 
weather ihould. afterwards be fevere, the roots 
mufl be covered over with a little dry litter, which 
ihould always be taken off again when the weather 
is mild. By this method artichokes may be pre- 
ferved all the winter; but in nwld feafons, this 
work fhould be deferred to the end of this month 
or beginning of the next: for when earthed too ear- 
ly, they are -apt to fhoot through the ridges of 
earth before Chriftmas, and are then in dan er of 
being cut off by frcft ; fo that where there is but a 
fmall quantity, which may be earthed in a little 
time, it (hould be done as late in the feafon as the 
mild weather will permit; .but in gardens where 
there are great quantities, they mufl begin earlier, 
left the froft fhould fet in before they have finifhed, 
Thefe ridges of earth will be fufficient to prefervc' 
the artichoke^ in all common winters ; but if the 
fruft happens to be very fevere, as it was in the 
L v/inter 
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winter 1 767-8, lay ftraw, long dung, peas>hau!m, 
fcm, or tanners.bark over the ridges, which, if ei- 
ther oOhefe coverings be laid pretty thick, will en- 
tirely fecure them from being deflioyed; bat this 
covering HiouM be renooved as fooa as the fevere 
froft is over. 

The arparagus-beds not dreffed the laft month, 
ihould not be deferred any longer than the begin- 
ning of this; therefere the haulm ihould be cut 
-down, and the weeds fhould be hoed from off the 
beds in the alleys^ where they muft be buried; and 
the earth fpread over the beds, in the manner di- 
reSed in the fiormer month. 

In mild weather the cauliflower and lettuce plants 
' tinder glafTes or in frames, ihould have as much 
free air as pofllble, by fetting off the glaffes every 
day in dry weather, and in wet they ihould be kept 
over them ; but raife them on one iide with props,^ 
to let in as much air as poifible, for much wet wilf 
caufe them to rot : nor muft they be too clofely co- 
icred, left they draw up too weak, which will en- 
xlanger them, if jnuch frofty weather without fun 
in the day-time fucceeds, when they will require 
to be clofely covered, perhaps for feveral days to- 
gether. 

Sow peas, and plant beans in dry weather, to 
fucceed thofe planted in the former month ; and 
draw earth to the ftems of peas and beans already 
come up, which will prefervc them from injury by 
the frbfi. 

Sow fallet-herbs upon moderate hot-beds ; as let- 
tuce, crcfles, muftard, rape, radifti, turnip, l^c. 
that the table may be conilantly furniihed with 
them ; and in dry weather take up full grown en- 
dive, and lay it inta trenches to blanch^ obferving 
always to place it horizontally on the fides of the 
ridges towards the fun> that the wet may run dff, 
otherwife it will rot the plants : earth up celery to 
blanch it, being careful not to bury the heart of the 

plants; 
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plants ; but this vrork mud always be done in dry 
weather. 

Dung and trench the ground deligned for early 
crops, layin^t in ridges until wanted, which will 
be of great fervice to refrefh and fweeten the 
ground ; and where the bnd is ftiflF, the froft will 
mellow and foften it ; beddes, by getting as miich 
of this work performe,d as can be conveniently, it 
will put the bufinefs forward in the fpring, when 
many other things are required to be done. 

The beginning of this month fow carrots and ra- 
diflies on warm borders, near pales and hedges, to 
come early in the fpring, if not performed the latter 
end of the lad month j if fo, there may be more 
feeds T«wn the latter end of this, whereby there 
will be a greater chance of fticccfs. 

The fpinacli, onions, and other crops fown in 
July and Auguft, muft be conftantly cleared from 
weeds, which ^'i\\ overfprcad the crops, and, by 
detaining the moifture, caufe them to rot. 

Pick all decayed leaves off the cauliflower plants, 
and draw earth up to the ftems of thofe under bell 
OT hafid-glaflcs, being careful not to draw the earth 
into their hearts, for that will deftroy them. 

Make hot-beds for afparagus to fupply the table 
at Chriftmas; thefe will notprodupe fo laige norfo 
many heads as beds made the beginning of January, 
nor will they be near fo well-coloured : fo that per- 
fons defirous to have green well-coloured afparagus, 
ihould not make beds at this time. 

Take up the roots of carrots, parfnips, potatoes, 
beets, falfafy, fcorzonera, large-rooted parfley, 
£^c, toward the end of this month, and Uv them in 
fand, where they may be defended from ^roft, wet, 
and vermin. For froft and much wet will deftroy 
them, and vermin will devour the roots; where, 
this is negleded, ftiould the ground be froz.en up 
for any continuance, there will be no poflibility of 
getting the roots out of the ground for ufc ; and 
L 2 when 
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v^hen the froft is over, thofc left in the ground will 
foon decay. 

If this mcnih prove dry and frofly, you muft car- 
dung into the quarters of the kitcherj-garden, 
may be ready when wanted to dig the 
ground, which will forward your .afifairs greatly* 
The not obferving this, often caufes a great hurry 
of bufincfs, which ought to be avoided as much a$ 
poiTible; and whenever this happens, many things 
are either entirtly neglcQed, or flighted over too 
<arelefsly. 

Frefli tie the reed-hedges with ofiers, if not done 
the former month, otherwife the ftrong winds- 
,which ufually happen at this feafon will tear th,em 
from the flakes and break the reeds, rendering thera 
troublefome to repair. 

Hot-beds either for falleting, cucumbers, or any 
other purppfe, muft be carefully attended at this 
feafon; the nights being long and cold, and the 
days frofly,. wet, or foggy, little .air can be given 
them, whereby the plants often grow mouldy ^nd 
rot e^; and the heat of the beds being often greatly 
abated either by rain or fnow, renders it difficult 
^to manage them at this feafon. 

Autumnal cauliflowers ihould now be Carefully 
looked over two. or three times a week, to^break 
down the leaves over the heads that appear, to 
guard them ^rom wet and morning fiofts, which 
-m ill difcolour thofe expofed thereto, and pull up the 
heads full grown for ufe.

Cabbages, favoys, cauliflower? which werefown 
in May, browncole or borecole, fome late arti- 
chokes, red cabbages, fpinach, fprouts of cabbages, 
onions, leefes, garlick, rocambole, fliallots, tu'nips, 
beets, carrots, parfnips, (kincts, falfafy, potatoes, 
fcorzonera, horfe-radifli, Jeiufalem artichokes,

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black and white Spanifh ladifhes, large- rooted 
parfley, fage, coleworts, mulhroonjs, and on the 
hot-beds fome afparagus, ^r. 

For fallets; . lettucCj-creffes, turnip, niudard, corn* 
faIIe^, coriander, bumet, andother fmall herbs from 
hot-beds or warm borders near walls; as alfo en- 
dive, celery, and', if the fcafon be mild, fome 
brown, Dutch, and common cabbage lettuces. 

Forfoups; beets, cardoons, thyme, celery, cher- 
vil, marigold, winter favory, hyflbp, forrel, parfley, 
pot marjoram, with fdme others. 

Work to be done in the Fruit-Gardew. » 

If the fcafon be mild you may ftill prune peach- 
trees, nectarines, apricots, pear-trees, apple-tree5, 
vines,* and other kinds of fruit-trees, againft walk, 
cfpaliers, or ftandards ; but defer it not too late in 
the month, efpecially if the feafon be. inclinable to 
hard froft and fnow, particularly the tender kinds rf 
flone fruit ; becaufe great fnows fucceeded by fe- 
yere froft fometimes hurt the branches of the trees, 
when the wounds are frefh; but pears and apple* 
are not in much danger of injury. 

Plveft. your fig-trees, of all their late fruit, which, 
if left on, will rot and infe^ the tender branches; 
then nail the fhoots clofe to the wall, whereby they 
will be protcSed from froft much better than if left 
fit a diftance. Alfo place panncis of reeds before 
them, if the froft (hould be very fevere in winter, 
which will preferve the young fiuiting branches 
-from being killed, and caufe the fruit to come out 
much earlier the following fpring, than thofe left 
open ; and fig-tre^s growing agarnft efpaliers (hould 
be Ipofened, and their branches tied together apd 
covered with hay-bands, ftraw, or peas^haulin, to 
proteft them from froft ; by which management a 
good crop may be conTlantly obtained. 

^, L 3 . V Frui> 
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Fruit-trees planted the former month for ftand- 
RTds {houM be carefully ft^ed, and thofe againft 
walls and efpaliers rauft be faftened, to prevent 
their being difplaced by the wind, whereby their 
new fibres fent forth from their roots fince planted^ 
would be deftroyed, to their great prejudice. AHb 
obferve. to lay foroe mulch upon*the furface of. the 
ground about their roots (where not done already,) 
to prevent the froft from penetrating the ground to 
their roots. 

The beginning of this month tranfplant fruit-trees 
upon a warm dry foil, if the weather be mild ; but 
it would have been better done the former month, 
becaufe the ground being then warm, the trees put 
ent fibres very foon after planting, which ftrengthens 
them to endure the cold ; whereas thofe late plant- 
ed, > rarely take frefh rooting until the fprin^. 

Plant goofebenics, rafberries, ftrawbernes, and 
curiants if the weather be mild ; and dig between 
goofcben les and currants formerly planted, to clear 
the ground froni weeds ; but firifl prune the trees, 
that there may be no littef afterwards ; and if you 
want ground tor kitchen herbs, plant coleworts for 
fpring ufe among them. 

Clear the ftrawberry^beds from weeds and run- 
ners, and dig.up the alleys between the beds, fpread- 
ing a little of the earth upon the beds, which will 
greatly ftrengthen them ; but if the ground be very 
poor, it will be proper to fpread a little very rotten 
dung over them, which will be very ferviceable. 

If any late fruits are ftill remaining upon the trees, 
gather them the firft di7 day ; for if they are fuf- 
iered to hang longer, they will be in danger of pe- 
rifhing by froft and wet : and the fine winter pears 
and apples gathered the laft month, mud now be 
packed up dofe in baskets, with double papers at 
their bottom and round their fides ; and when t:he 
fruit is placed therein, there fl^ould be a good co- 
vering of, wheat ftraw laid over the paper, and 

placed 
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placed where neither froft nor too much air can get 
to them, otherwife they wiUperlfli, or tbcir (kins 
ihrink in a (hort time.

If, ill the former month, you could not complete, 
tranfplanting thfc trees in the nurferf, it may be con* 
tinued the beginning of this ; for when completed 
early in the feafon, new fibres will pufli out from 
their roots before y/inter; whereas all trees planted 
at the end of this njonth, or in the two following, 
feldom put out roots until fpring ; the ground being 
then 'i;fendered cold, vegetation is at a ftand, till, the 
warmth of the fpring puts the juices into motien. 
again. 

Lay mulch upon the furface of the ground abdtit 
the ftems of new planted trees, to prevent the froft 
from penetrating their roots, which often deftroys 
the young fibres, and greatly weakens, and in vejy 
wet ground frequently kills them. '. 

L 4 Continue 
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Coniinue to carry dung into fuch parts of the 
nuifery as require ir, in dry weather, and fpread it 
upon the furface of the ground between the trees, 
that the rain in winter may wafh the falts into the 
ground before it is dug up in the fpring. 

Where you intend new plantations in fpring, 
the ground (hoiild now be prepared' by trenching it 
well, and laying it in ridges, that the froft may 
mellow it. 

Faften all new planted trees with ftakes, €?<*. 'that 
the ftrong winds at this time rnay not difptace them. 

Hardy exotic trees or ih rubs in pots, fhould now 
be plunged either into the earth, or fom'e ©id tan-^ 
bed in a warm fituation, to prevent the froft from 
freezing the roots through the fides of the pbts, 
which is often deftru&ive to them while young. 

The beds of young feedling exotic trees or Ihrubs 
fhould now be protefted froni fcvere froff, hy 
plunging the pots in the manner biefore-meiitioned, - 
and arching them over with hoops, and covering 
them with mats before the froft is fevere, or laying 
peas-haulm, or other light coveriijg over them; 
which muft be taken o^ in thiU weather. • 

fr9rk to be done in the FLOWEA-GARbiN^' 

The beginning of tlis month all the bulb'oui^ 
rooted flowers deilgned for planting before Chrift- 
mas, fhould be planted; for if deferred till lafe in 
the month, there is feldom time enough for them to 
ftrike roots before the froft comes on, which will 
prevent them, whereby they will be in danger of 
fu ffering by this ncgle<£t, ■ 

The boxes and pots of feedling bulbous-rooted 
flowers fhould now be placed in a warm fituation, 
to enjoy the fun and be fcreened from cold' winds. 

Cut down the ftalks of late flowering plarlts be- 
ginning to decay, and rake over the borders of the 
pleafure- garden to ftir the furface of the ground,- 

which 
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■ which will prevent weeds and jnofs fiom grov/ing ; 
being careful not to ftir the earth too deep, leil the 
roots (hould be injured. 

. If the feafon continues mild tranfplant peonies, 
monk'Sis-hood, flag-ieaved irifes, and many other 
knobbed -rooted plants, as alfo^ lychnifes, veronicas, 
CanteAury-bells, London-pride, fiaxinella, gen- 
tianella, yelJew gentian, late flowering ftarworts 
and. golden-rods, wall-fioweis, French honeyfuckle, 
Jionefty, double rocket, double rofe campion, and 
-other hardy fibrous-rooted plants^ though it wowld 
havrbeen better if performed the former month ; . 
ibecaufeif the froft fhould fet in foon after they are 
. planted, it will prevent their taking root. 

The beds of feedling bulbous-^rooted flowers not 
removed the laft feafon, fhould be raked over, to 
prevent weeds and mofs growing, if not done the 
former months; and frefh earth fliould be fpread 
over their furface, as alfo tanners bark, to prevent 

• the froft from injuring them ;and when there is a 
. probability of very fevere ffoft, if the beds are co- 
•. vered over: -with tome rotten tan, it will fecure the 

young r6ots effeftually. 

The pots of choice auriculas and carnations muft 
. be (heltered frcm • hard rains, froft, and fnow, by 

• covering them with mats, cloths, or frames where 
. they can be fpared j but where there is not conve- 

niency of either fort, they fhould be laid down l)n 
: one firde to prevent the moifture from foaking into 
the earth, which often rots them. 

If the feafon continues mild, the following flower- 
ing- fhrubs may be yet tranfplanted; lofes^ lilacs, 
i fyringas, jafmines, laburnums, fpiraea frutex, ho- 
neyfuckle, hypcricum frutex, colutea, bladder ilfct, 
hydrangea, rhododendron, arbutus, viburnum, fcar- 
i let horn chefnut, and moft other hardy flowering- 
; fiinubs, if.the fbiLbe dry where pjanted, othcrwife 
\ ' it is better to defer it till February. ' . 

f L 5 Turn 
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Turn over compofts prepared for pots or borders, 
that the oarts may be equally mixed, and receive 
the beneht of air and froft to fweeten them, and 
render them loofer. And prepare frefh coii'ipofts at 
this feafon, that there may not be wanting a fupply 
the following year ; for it is much better to have 
three or four (locks under each other, that they may 
lie the longer, whereby they will be better melioFv 
ated and prepared for ufe ; for if their parts be not 
well mixed, the plants will not thrive near fo well. 
Toward the latter end of this month, if the fea- 
fon prove wet or frofty, the bed^-of choice anemo- 
nies, ranunculufes,, and hyacinths, beginning to 
appear above ground, flioufd be arched over with 
hoops, covered with mats d( cloths in bad weather, * 
and to prevent the froft from Npenetrating the roots, 
and keep off heavy rains and fnow, which, if per- 
mitted to foak into the beds, will often caufe the 
roots to rot in fpring: but as the hyacinth rarely 
comes up fo foon-, the bed may be covered with 
old tan five or fix inches thick, which will prevent 
the froft from penetrating the ^ound,^ and fecure 
the roots. 

The wildernefs quarters fiiould new be trimmed 

and dug between the trees, if negleded the former 

*' months, which wijl render it neat, and encourage 

the growth ci the trees; but where flower-roots 

{row, xtre mud be taken not to deftroy them. 

In Very wet or firofty weater, when little work 
can be done in the garden, prepare feeds ready for ' 
fowing in fpring, and make a large quantity of 
numbers ^o label yourtboice flowers; and be ftn-e 
to prepare your took, that they may be ready when 
Ae weather Is favourable. 

Roll and pole your grafs well, for the ground 
being moiftened, the roller will prefs it cldft, which 
will make the grafs ii«e, and be a great advantage 
tethefward. 

Keep 
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Keep the gravel-walk^ ^le^n from weeds and 
mofs, for now they will fpread greatly, and be dif- 
ficult to eradicate in the fpring. 

Plants now in flower in the open air. * 

Some forts of late ftarworts, two or three forts of 

fplden-rods, annual (lock-gillifiower, double col- 
hjcum, heart Veafe or pgnfies, three or four forts 
of perennial fun-flowers, plumbago or lead-wort, 
Indian fcabious, iron-coloured fox-glove, oId-man*8- 
beadpink, antirrhinum, tanfey-leaved ox-eye; and 
ii the feafon is mild, fome fingle anemonies, and 
poiyantkus narciffufes, where they were not removed 
the lad fummer ; as alfo the purple ragwort, eupa- 
"toriums, ciinopodiums, and helenias.

The beginning bf this month all the hardy eiEotic 
plants peripitted to remain abroad till this time, but 

require 
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.require protedion in winter, (hould be removed in- 
to the green-houfe, or place defigned for them in 
winter ; and how it is full time to place the plants in 
the order they are to remain all the winter ; in do- 
ing which| obferve to place the tallefl. plants back- 
wardy and to let them (lope down gradually toward 
the front ; but not placed fb cfofe as that their 
branches may interfere, for that wiR^reatly injure 
their heads. 

In mild weather the hardy exotic plants fhould 
have as much free air as pofTible admitted to them, 
by opening the glaffes every day; and. the plants 
fhould be daily looked over to fee which want wa- 
ter: for there arefome forts requiring to be watered 
three or four times a week, when others do not 
above once ^ therefore they muft not be all watered 
at the fame time, but only fuch as require it ; this 
fliould be performed in a morning, that the damp 
may pafs off be/ore the windows are clofe (hut in 
the evening, otherwife it will injure the plants, 

Alfo frequently pick o(F all decayed leaves from 
the plants, and not permit them to fall among the 
pots and tubs, making ia litter in the houfe, and as 
they cot will infeS the air; which being imbibed 
by the plants, will caufe them to change their leaves 
10 a pale fickly complexion. 

As the cold advances, the fires in the (love ihould 
be increafed proportionably, being careful not to 
overheat the air, left the plants (hoots too freely, 
which is injuriotts to them ; nor fhouki it be too 
cold, left their leaves decay and falf t)flF, and th*c-cx- 
treme parts of the plants peri(h : therefore the fuc- 
cefs in mAaging tender exotic plants, greatly de- 
pends on keeping the air of the ftove in a proper 
temperature, and duly proportioning the; quantity 
rf water at this feafon of the year. 

In winter pick off all decayed leaves from the 
tender plants in the ftove, and clean their leaves 
and ftem&from the filth they are very fubjed to con ~ 

traa. 
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trafl:, and wafti ofF all infeQs, which often infeft 
many, but efpecially the coffee-tree. 

The anana or pine-apple plants muft not be fuf- 
fered to remain longer in the bark-beds under frames 
than the beginning ©rthe month, when theyfhould 
be removed into the ftove, obferving to do it in a 
warm day, and place them in a warm (ituation, 
without which they feldom produce fruit : this is 
only to be underftood of thofe kept in a dry ftove 
iri winter, for where there is a tan-bed in thellove, 
the plants muft be placed in it before this time.

Several forts of aloes, fdme geraniums, fedum

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Work to be done in the Kitchen-Gardew, 

' X HIS month is fubjeft to different forts of wea- 
ther ; fometimes the ground is frozen up, fo that 
little can be done in the garden ; at other times hard 
rains and thick (linking fogs render it very uncom- 
fortable ftirring abroad, but efpecially to perfons of 
tender conftitutions : and this weather is alfo^ very 
injurious to tender plants. 

If this .feafon is mild, you may earth up arti- 
chokes negleded the former months; in doing 
.which, if the ground be not very good, bury (bme 
rotten dung in it, which will greatly promote their 
. growth the following fpring. 

Carry dung into the quarters of tlie kitchen-gar- 
den andfpread it on the ground, trenching them up 
.where no crops rqmain^ laying the earth in ridges, 
that it may be mellowed by froft, and be fit for ufe 
when the feafon for cropping comes on 5 if this be 
.negle&ed in winter, there will be fo much other 
bufinefs to do in the fpring, that there wili not be 
time to trench it properly, which frequently occa- 
fions its being (lightly performed. 

Pick fnails out of the holes of old walls, or from 
under pales, hedges, broken pots, or other nibbi(h; 
.as alfo behind the (lems and branches of wall fruit- 
frrces, ill which places they lay themfelves up dur- 
ing the winter, and may be eafily taken before they 
get abroad again. 

Sow 
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Sow creffes, muftard, rape, radiih, turnip, and 
other fallct-herbs, upon a n^odeiate hot-bed, co- 
vered either with frames, and arched pver with 
hoops or mats ; for thefe feeds will not come up, 
where expofed to the open air. 

In mild weather obferve to uncover the cauli- 
flower plants undeij frames every day, that they 
may enjoy the free air, otherwife they will draw up 
weak : and condantly pick off all decayed leaves, 
^ which, if fuffered to remain^ will be very injurious 
to them ; efpecially if it happens that the weather 
will not permit the beds to be uncovered for two. or 
three^ days together in hard frofts, when decayed 
leaves^ rotting-^in the beds, will emit a rancid va- 
pour, which mixing with the confined air of the 
beds, will render it unwholfome. 

Earth up celery to blanch it ; this mufl be done 
Jn dry weather, otherwife it will rot it. It (hould 
now be earthed up as near the tops of the plants as 
poffible, to proted: it fron^ frofl ; and at the ap- 
proach of h^rd froft, cover celery and endive with 
tern, ftraw, ©r peas-haulm, tp prevent the ground' 
being frozen, otherwife it cannot be taken up during 
the frofl's. continuance. And earth up cardoons as 
near their tops as poiBble, for the fanle reafon. 

In mild weather take up endive, in a dry day, and 
hang it up in a dry place for two or three days, that 
the moidure may drain from between the leaves ; 
and then lay it in ridges on a dry fpot of ground ho- 
rizoataliy to blanch it, obferving to clofe the leaves 
up regularly, a^d put it into the ground almoft to 
the tops of the plants. 

You may now make hot-beds for afparagus, f&r 
a fupply about the latter end of January ; for at this 
feafon it will be near fix weeks from the time of 
making the beds^ before it wiH'be 6t t^ cut> if the 
beds t^ of a dee temperature of heat. 

About 
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About the middle of the month, if the weather 
be mild, fo w early peas on warm borders to fucceed 
thofe fown the former months ; and obferve to draw 
4he earth up about the ilenis of thofe come iip, and 
in bad weather cover them with ftraw or reeds to 
proted them from frofl^ and if fome old tan is laid 
over the ground about their ftems, it will prevent 
the froft from penetrating, and greatly proteft the 
r plants. 

Take up cabbages and favoys defigned for feed, 
and hang them up in a dry room by their ftalk« for 
a week or ten days to drain ; and then plant them 
down in a warm border almoft ovec their heads, 
leaving cnly their upper part above ground ; but 
the earth (hould be raifed in^ hill about each, to 
throw eflF the wet, which, if detained, will caufe 
them to rot: there (hould alfo be particular care 
taken to plant each kind feparately at a diftance, 

• for when planted near each other, the farina of the 

• flowers will intermix, whereby their feeds will be 
degenerated : and if the froft prove fevere, cover 
them over with dry ftraw, peas-haulm, or fern, to 
prevent it; for want 6f this precaution, in hard 

' winters they are frequently deftroyed. 

Sow radilhcs, carrots, and lettuce, in warm bor- 
ders near walls or pales, for an early crop, becaufe 
thafe fown the former months may be deftroyed, 
and thefe efcape; for which i^afon it is neceflkry 
always to have two or three crpps, ope under the 
other, in caft any fail. 

Toward the latter end of the month plant Sand- 
wich and Toker beans, being iiardier than the 
Windfor, and very -proper to fucceed the Mazagan 
beans planted the former months, that there may 
be a conflant fupply of them* ,\ ' 

When the, ground js froi^en io hard that it cannot 
be dug, the fences of the garden may be repaired 
where neceflary; dung fliould be carried into the 

quarters, 
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quarters, tbat it may be ready when the froft goe$ 
pfF; and perfons having any fee^s renaaining in 
their pods or capfules, they fliould be made clean 
and ready for fowing; and prepare slW tools fittfor 
ufe, that there may be no delay, when the feafon 
is favourable, for cropping the ground. 

You muft now be very careful of vAir miifh* 
room-beds, to cover them with frefh dry ftraw, ft 
thick as to keep out the froft and wet, both which 
are injurious to the beds ; but where proper carf is 
taken, there will be a conftant fupply of* them in 
the moft rigorous feafons. ' -

" Work to be^ done in the Fruit-Garden and 

Orchard. . •

If the feafon be mild, the ground defigned for 

planting fruit-trees in February (hould now be 

trenched, and the borders of the fruit-garden 

mended where necpflary, with frefh earth and very 

h)ttcn 
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rotten dung well mixed together, which wilt greatly 
encourage their growth, and alfo add to the fiz« 
and goodnefs of their fruit. 

It will not b« proper to pruinc fruit-trees, either 
againft walls or efpaliers, at this feaion, unlefs rt 
ihould be very mild weather, left the froft fhould 
fet in foon after, which wouFd injure the wounded 
branches, efpecially of peaches, Tipricots, and other 
tender none fruit-trees. 

Examine the trees in orchards, and cut off aT! 
dead branches from them, as alfo (uch as crofs each 
other; in doing which obferv^ to make the wound 
floping, and as fmooth as poffible, that the wet may 
the eafier pafs off without entering the wounds ; but 
the branches fhbuld be cut ofF clofe to the ftcms^ 
and not left in fpurs, as by fomc unlkilful perfons 
too often praf^ifed. 

Dung and plough the ground of orchards between 
the ftandard-trees, which will he oif great fer^vk< 
to them, and caufe the fruit to be fairer and better 
tafted. ^ 

The Tines in the vine^yard (houldnowbepmiied, 
if not done the former month; for where there is 
much of this work to perform,, it (hould be begun 
as foon as the leaves fall, otherwife it may oecafion 
part of them to be left undone till the fpring, when 
the fap virili flow out at the wounds, and weaken the 
plant% 

In frofty weather be.carcfiil to cover the ground 
about new planted trees with mulch, to prevent the 
froft from penetrating to their rOots^ for this will 
greatly injure the young fibres. 

Alfo be very careful to keep the froft out of the 
r^m where the choice winter fruits are put up, 
for whenever any are frozen, ' they certainly decay 
foon after. Where orchards or nurferies are in- 
clofed with quick hedges, they may now; be trim-^ 

mdi 
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med; aft4 if grown tfcin, be plaflied ana )aid fo is 
to make the fences clofe at bottom.

Work to be done in the NuRSERT, 

In this month and the next it is very unfafe to 
tranfplant trees, therefore little can be done in tb? 
nurfery except carrying in dung where wauj^ed ; 
and iamild weather prepare the ground, for trees 
deftgnedto be planted in the fpring. 

Obferve^now to lay mulch about the flems of ticti^ 
planted trees, where omittW in the former monfhs, 
otherwife the froft will enter the ground, and pincH 
all the new fibres, whereby the trees will be greatly 
weakened. 

In frofty weather look well to nufPeries cxppfed 
to hares, rabbits, ^c, for in fuch feafons thefe 
animals will be apt to bark young trees and fpoil 
them. 

Ii 
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If the weather be mild, continue to dig between 
the trees in the riuriery, where not already done, 
obferving, as before diieSed, not to injure their 
roots 

Be careful alfo to fecure fuch young exotic trees 
as have not ftrength to refift the cold of our climate, 
by laying mulch round their ftems, and in fevcre 
froft cover their tops with pcas-haiilm, fern, draw, 
or other tight covering ; but let it not remain after 
the froft is over, left it caufe a mouldinefs upon the 
• tender flioots for want of air. 

Cover beds of feeds and acorns fown in Odober, 
io prevent vermin getting at them, and to keep the 
froft out of the ground, which might greatly injure 
fuch of them as are fprouttng, 
. ' , You ihould now plafti hedges round your nurfery 
or orchard, and repair your other fences, for this 
ie the moft Icifure time of the whole year in the 
nurfery. 

W'ori to be done in the Pleasure-Garden. 

Beds ofxhoice ranunculufes, anemonies, and hy- 

' acynths, mould be carefully cov,ered in very wet or 

frofty weather, both which are equally prejudicial 

fothem J fuch as arc com^ up fliould be covered 

with mats, but the other with tanners bark. 

The pots or boxes of feedling flowers fliould be 
covered in very hard rains or fevere froft, otherwife 
iheywiH be in danger of being deftroj^ed. 

Cover the choice carnations and auriculas, topro- 
tcS them from gr^at rains and fnow, which are very 
injurious to them ; but in mild weather they fliould 
have ^s much free air as pofflble, otherwife they 
will draw up weak, and beconfte very tender. 

Lay mulch about the roots of new-planted trees 
and fhrubs, as ailfo about exotic irees planted in the 
open air, to prevent the froft from penetrating to 

their 
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their roots, which will greatly injure, if not deftroy 
them« 

Turn •ver the feveral heaps of earth prepared for 
the flower-garden, that the fi oft may mellow them ; 
and mix up fome new heaps, that there may b^ a 
quantity always prepared eight or ten months at 
leaft before ufed. 

In mild weather dfg and prepare beds and bof* 
ders ready for planting flower-roots in the fpring ; 
in doing which, lay the earth up in a ridge, that the 
heavy rains may run ofi\, which would render it to© 
wet for planting, if the beds were laid flat to re- 
ceive all the moifture.. 

Continue to dig up the ground in the wildernef^ 
quarters, that the whole may be rendered neat 
againft the next fpring, when the trees begin to 
bud, and the flowers blow, which will invite per- 
fons to walk out ; in doing this, be careful not to 
injure any of them growing between the trees. 

Prepare rfuch parts of the garden where flower- 
ing flirubs or tender forts of extotic trees are to be 
planted in the fp^ ing : but tRis ground fhould be laid 
in ridges till the feafon for planting, that it may 
mellow and fweeten; 

In hard frofty weather, when little work can be 
done, except covering and uncovering tender plants 
and fhrubs, prepare the tallies to number flowers 
and feeds when planted or fown, and make all the 
tools ready for ufe againft fpring, when there will 
be full employment abroad.

Lauruftinus, arbutus or the ftnawbcrry-tree, in 
flower with ripe fruit, fpurge laurel, glaftonbury 
fhorn, Virginian groundfel-tree, upright blue-ber- 
ried honeyfuckle, genifta fpinofa, clematis boptica, 
medicago frutefcens, and in mild weather the me- 
zereon, and the pyracantha* in fruit. 

MEDicrKAL Plants which may mw he gatherei 
for ufe. 

Beet-root, elecampane-root, fennel-root, hen- 
bane-root, heUeborafter or bearVfoot, lovage-root, 
fpignel-root, butterbur-root, hogs fennel-root, harts 
tongue, polypody-root, Solomon's feal-root, favin, 
fope wort-root, fcorzonera-root, (kirret-root. 

All thefe roots may be taken up whenever the 
froft does not prevent if ; for asmoft of thefe plants 
are now, in an inaSive ftate, they are in the great- 
eft perfeSion, either for medicine or the table. 

fyork to he done in /^S^ Greek-Hou se and Sto v?. 

If the feafon be very cold, keep the windows 
and doors of the green-houfe clofe fliut ; and in 
frofty nights the (huttefs fhould be duly fattened to 
prevent the froft entering, but in mild weather they 
' fhouldbe opened every day, to give light to the plants; 
and when"" there is fun in frdfty weather, and the 
air is warmed, fome of the glafles fhould be drawn 
down, to let in frefli air : but do this with caution, 
for at this time of the year there is frequently a 
damp moift air, which if pent up in the houfe will 
caufe the tender flioots of the plants to grow moul- 
dy and decay ; therefore whenever any mouldinefs 

appears, 
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appears, it fhould be immediately cleaned off; 
otherwife it will fpread, and infed the neighbour- 
ing plants; and diligently pick off all decayed leaves, 
never fuffering them to fall upon the floor, or at 
lead remain in the houfe, for they will rot and ik* 
feS the air, to their injury. 

The plants (hould now be watered very fparingly, 
efpecially fuch as are of a fucculent nature; as aloes,- 
cereufes, fedums, euphorbia, cotyledons, fcTc. bdt' 
the myrtles, amomum Plinii, leonurufes, oleanders, 
bays, adhatoda, with many other woody plants, 
mufl: be frequently watered ; but in cold weather 
not too much at a time, but rather often, and in 
lefs quantities, fo as only to prevent their leaves 
from fhrinking and curling up. 

The fires in theYloves muft now be carefully kept 
up, as well in dark foggy weather as fevere froft ; 
for if the air be damp, it is equally injurious to them 
as a (harp air ; therefore you muft be direfied by a 
well graduated thermometer, as to the degree of 
heat they require. 

The ananas, or pine-apples, muft have good 
fliare of heat, otherwife they will not produce fruit 
the following fumme;*: they alfo require to be re- 
freshed often with water, given them in fmall - 
quantities at this feafon, and placed in the ftove to 
warm, at leaft twelve or fourteen hours before ufed: 
where' this watering is negleSed, or unfkilfully 
performed, the plants are often fo checked, as not to 
be recovered in feme months after. 

The tender exotic plants plunged in the (bark-* 
bed, muft how be carefully tended, to water them 
as they require it ; and pick off all decayed leaves, 
and clear them from infeSs and filth, which they 
are fibjeS to contraft, efpecially the coffee-trees, 
which muft be often cleanfed, otherwife their leaves 
Avilf decay. 

Mix up the feveral compofts of earth for the ex- 
otic plants, and turn over the heaps already pre- 
pared.
